RACING IN PERIL 


L ess than two weeks before 
Monmouth Park staged 
one of its richest racing 
programs ever on Grade 1 
Haskell Invitational Day, New 
Jersey Governor Chris Christie 
put the state’s Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred tracks in play 
by endorsing a commission 
report that Monmouth and the 
Meadowlands should be sold 
or closed. 

Christie’s take-home mes¬ 
sage was that racing in New 
Jersey must stand on its own, 
without support from the 
state or Atlantic City’s casinos, 
which have been providing 
$30 million in annual supple¬ 


ments to purses and have been 
slammed by the recession and 
new competition, principally 
from Pennsylvania’s race track 
slot machines. 

“The bottom hne is that 
the [racing] industry has to 
be able to sustain itself,” the 
Republican governor said at 
a July 21 media conference 
at Giants Stadium in the 
Meadowlands complex, where 
he unveiled the conclusions 
of the New Jersey Gaming, 
Sports and Entertainment 
Advisory Commission, which 
he had appointed in February. 
“I want the industry to continue 
in New Jersey, but I do not 


have the money to be subsidi 2 - 
ing failure.” 

The commission was headed 
by Jon Hanson, a former chair¬ 
man of the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority, the 
quasi-pubHc agency that owns 
and operates the two tracks. 
The state’s other two tracks. 
Freehold Raceway and Atlantic 
City Race Course, are privately 
owned. Serving on the gover¬ 
nor’s commission was Robert 
Mulcahy, who was the sports 
authority’s chief executive 
when it purchased Monmouth 
in 1985 from private interests. 

Under legislation signed by 
Christie in May, all Thorough¬ 
bred racing in northern New 
Jersey this year was moved to 
Monmouth, which operated a 
50-date summer meet with $50 
million in purses. 

The Meadowlands, which 
has been a stronghold of 
Standardbred racing since its 
opening on Labor Day, 1976, is 
the host of the Hambletonian 
and the Meadowlands Pace, 
among other top-level races. 

The Hanson report endorsed 
the concept of a short, bou¬ 
tique meet at Monmouth. “The 
commission believes that this 
new arrangement will result in 
higher-quality horses and major 
stables being attracted with the 
result of higher attendance,” it 
stated. “The outcome should 
be similar to the ‘Saratoga 
effect,’ where patrons are par¬ 
ticularly attracted to the prod¬ 
uct because of the quality of 
the competition.” 

Indeed, the first half of the 
meet at the Oceanport track 
recorded substantial gains. 
When compared with the cor¬ 
responding days in 2009, aver¬ 
age daily attendance was up 
13 percent to 10,572, on-track 
wagering rose 43 percent to 
$782,718, and total handle 
grew a whopping 118 percent 
to $7,672,255 per day. 

Beyond the 50-date summer 
season, in which reigning Horse

PENNSYLVANIA BUDGET 
LEAVES RACE HORSE 
DEVELOPMENT FUND INTACT 


P ennsylvania Governor 
Ed Rendell has signed 
a $28 bilhon General 
Fund budget for the 2010 to 
’ll fiscal year that will allow 
the state’s racing and breeding 
industries to operate at levels 
estabhshed in the previous 
year’s budget. 

No additional cuts were 
made to the Race Horse 
Development Fund (RHDF), 
which provides the majority 
of purse money. Breeding 
Fund revenues, and health 
and pension benefits to die 
state’s horsemen. 

“This is very good news 
for those involved in breeding 
and racing in the state,” said 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association president Brian 
SanfrateUo. 

“Last year the legislature 
assessed RHDF for nearly 
$50 milhon, and because the 
budget wasn’t finahzed until 


well after the July deadline, 
the assessment was then fully 
apphed over the six-month 
period from January through 
June of 2010. 

“The annual assessment 
win continue through the end 
of fiscal year 2012 to 2013, 
but will be prorated to funds 
collected over the full 12 
months each year,” he said. 

Total Thoroughbred 
Breeding Fund revenues for 
2010 should be just over $18 
miUion, using estimates based 
on collections over the first 
six months of the year. 

Additional participation 
from horsemen’s purse funds 
at each of the state’s three 
tracks for Pennsylvania-bred 
overnight restricted race 
schedules should boost the 
total amount available for the 
Pennsylvania-bred program 
to nearly $22 million in 2010.

champion Lookin At Lucky 
won the Haskell, Monmouth 
will race 21 additional dates on 
weekends in the fall. 

Hanson’s report confirmed 
that the $l-milhon-a-day 
schedule will be difficult to 
sustain because the casino sub¬ 
sidies expire next year and the 
sports authority—already los¬ 
ing money and under pressure 
to produce a balanced budget 
in 2011 —will not be able to 
guarantee purse payments. 

While the Hanson report 
contained implicit support for 
Thoroughbred racing, it recom¬ 
mended that the Standardbreds 
be banished from their East 
Rutherford base. Under one 
proposal in the report, parts 
of the facility would become a 
simulcasting center and would 
house the sports authority’s 
offices. 

Among other alternatives, 
the commission suggested that 
the facihty be leased to the 
Standardbred Breeders and 
Owners Association of New 
Jersey (SBOANJ) for $1 per 
year for three years, with the 
owners’ organization assuming 
all operating costs. However, 
it is unlikely that the owners’ 
group could assemble the nec¬ 
essary resources, and it began a 
campaign to derail the propos¬ 
als in the state legislamre. 

“What the report offers rac¬ 
ing are largely undo able 
options,” said Tom Luchento, 
president of the SBOANJ, who 
contended that race tracks 
without slot machines would 
not be attractive to potential 
buyers. “We are not going qui¬ 
etly into the night. We have a 
battle to fight, and both the 
Thoroughbred horsemen and 
the Standardbred horsemen 
are united in this battle.”

JORGIE STOVER 



o ahead and jus t squee 2 e 
I ^ your legs and put your 
hands down/’ Retired 
jockey Kaymarie Kreidel 
watched intently as a small, 
blonde girl guided a burly bay 
horse around a ring. 

“Do you see how quietly 
he walks with her? She barely 
touches him, and he’ll stop and 
back up off her hand.” The 
rider was 11-year-old Kassidy 
Will, and her mount was stakes 
winner Jorgie Stover. Those 
who knew Jorgie best—and 
Kreidel is at the top of that 
list—can attest that his relaxed, 
responsive demeanor wasn’t 
always the norm. 

“With me,” Kreidel said 
emphatically, “I’m not kid¬ 
ding—he was a dead run-off as 
a race horse when I first started 
getting on him.” 

Kreidel’s first encoun¬ 
ter with Jorgie Stover was 
while working for his trainer 
John Alecci in the mornings 
at Laurel Park. At that time, 
Alecci owned Jorgie Stover in 
parmership with the late James 
Glenn of Monkton, Md. 

Glenn co-bred the son of 
Press Card and the Smarten 
mare Smarter with Country 
Life Farm in Maryland, and 
the horse was always close to 
his heart. A sickly foal with a 
club foot, Jorgie nearly died 
at birth and ended up being 
bottle-raised. Glenn never gave 
up on him. 

He was claimed twice from 
Glenn early in his career. Glenn 
promptly re-claimed him the 
first time. After the second 
time, when Alecci claimed him, 
Glenn hatched a plan. In a deal 
struck during a dinner meeting, 
Alecci and Glenn became part¬ 
ners in the runner. 

“It took about one minute 
for us to come to an agree¬ 
ment,” Alecci said. Both men 
recognized the special rapport 
between Jorgie and Kreidel. 


“Jorgie was a problem child,” 
Kreidel went on. ‘Wou couldn’t 
get him off the outside fence. 
He’d run off, out of control. 
And when I first started get¬ 
ting on him, he was the same 
way. I started playing with him. 
I’d ride him into the outrid¬ 
ers’ shack and just sit there 
with him, and we’d just watch. 
Then I’d go out and gallop, 
and afterwards we’d go back to 
the outriders’ shack for a few 
minutes before we went back 
to the barn. The more I did it, 
the more we got along. ” 

“That was a half-hour detail 
every morning,” Alecci remi¬ 
nisced with a laugh. “I used 
to stand there and get a httle 
frustrated, but I knew she was 
doing it because she loved the 
horse.” 

Admittedly, however, Alecci 
was reluctant to put Kreidel on 
Jorgie in the afternoons. An 
accident on one of his charges 
at Charles Town a few years 
previously had thrown a scare 
into the trainer. 

“Kay had been working 
for me for many years at that 
point,” Alecci said. “That acci¬ 
dent put her in the hospital. 


and I couldn’t stand seeing her 
get hurt. I couldn’t take it; I was 
too nervous to have her ride 
for me again.” 

Jorgie continued to bring 
home checks under frequent 
riders Ramon Dominguez, 
Enrique Jurado and Mark 
Johnston. His second stakes 
victory came in the Maryland 
Milhon Sprint Handicap in 
2001 with Mike McCarthy in 
the irons. He scored in a blan¬ 
ket finish over In C C’s Honor 
and Forty Eight Hours. 

A tearful Glenn called 
the victory the highlight of 
his career as an owner and 
unashamedly told members of 
the press that he was complete¬ 
ly in love with his horse. 

“He came from so far back 
to win that race,” Alecci said. 
“I was standing next to Jim 
jumping up and down. I was so 
happy for him.” 

It would take nearly three 
years for Alecci to relent and 
name Kreidel as Jorgie’s rider. 
Debuting together in Laurel 
Park’s Harrison E. Johnson 
Memorial Handicap on March 
13, 2004, she and Jorgie took 
the lead as soon as the gates 


opened and gamely held off a 
hard-charging Your Bluffing to 
snare an upset at 19-1. 

The win, Kreidel’s first 
stakes triumph in Maryland, 
was even more meaningful 
because of Alecci and Glenn. 
“It was very personal to me,” 
she smiled. 

That race was to be Jorgie 
Stover’s final stroke in the win 
column. Feehng that the geld¬ 
ing had been more than good to 
them, Alecci and Glenn decid¬ 
ed to retire him that September 
with a record of 40-8-6-8 and 
earnings of $344,565. He won 
a total of three stakes and had 
an additional five stakes plac- 
ings, including a third in the 
2003 Maryland Million Classic, 
beaten only a length by Docent 
and Presidentialaffair. 

Jorgie was sent first to 
Alecci’s farm in northern 
Baltimore County, but it didn’t 
take the trainer long to realize 
that Jorgie would be happiest 
with Kreidel. 

“John said, ‘Nobody gets 
along with this horse like you 
do,’” Kreidel explained. 

Kreidel’s attempt to use 
Jorgie as a lead pony was short¬ 
lived. 

“He was fine at Bowie, but 
he’d pony one or two at Laurel 
and then it would just blow his 
mind.” So she instead took him 
to Betty Gale’s 10-acre Pine 
Valley Farm in Laurel, where 
she keeps her other three 
ponies. Jorgie, now 12, is doted 
on and fussed over every day. 

Kassidy Will lives in Iowa 
but spends every summer with 
her grandmother, whose home 
is next to the farm. 

“She’s a really great kid and 
so helpful. She works hard in 
school; she writes me letters 
during the school year. I think 
she’s a natural,” Kreidel said. 
“And every httle girl wants to 
ride a horse.”

Penn National 
becomes 
major player 
in Maryland 


W ho owns Maryland’s two major Thoroughbred race 
tracks? Technically speaking, that’s a trick question. 

And if you answered MI Developments Inc. (MID), 
you are just about half right. 

On June 30, Penn National Gaming Inc. officially became 
a parmer with MID in the ownership of Laurel Park, Pimlico 
Race Course and the Bowie Training Center. The deal involves 
a comphcated network of newly created subsidiaries, but MID 
essentially has 51 percent ownership of the racing operations 
and 49 percent of any future gaming enterprises. If Laurel Park 
eventually becomes a racino, Penn National will own 51 percent 
of the gaming side of that business and 49 percent of the racing. 

Maryland’s track ownership was a swirling subject of debate 
for much of this year, beginning with the announcement that 
bankrupt Magna Entertainment Corp. would auction the facilities, 
which collectively do business under the banner of the Maryland 
Jockey Club, and continuing when Magna’s parent company, 

MID, acquired them in March. 

In contrast, Penn National’s acquisition slid by with not 
much more than a ripple, but it is almost certain to have major 
consequences for the industry. 

As one of the nation’s most successful gaming companies, 
Penn National brings deep pockets that will allow it to invest 
heavily in the campaign for the November referendum in 
Anne Arundel County. That referendum will give voters the 
opportunity to take the county’s slots 2 oning approval back to 
square one—possibly creating a window of opportunity for 
Laurel to return to the running as a slots site. 

Beyond that, it’s difficult to predict. But Penn National’s two 
existing racinos - Charles Town and Penn National-are models 
for what can happen when gaming is combined with racing. ^ 
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Purse $75,000 each, FREE Nominations.

Horses 
are her 
world 

Katy Voss’s multi-faceted career 
in Maryland racing reflects an extraordinary 
family background, by Lucy Acton 


K aty Voss is sitting at her 
kitchen table, recalling 
events that led up to consol¬ 
idation of Maryland’s race tracks 
in the 1980s, when a call comes 
from the training barn. 

‘Ves. . . yes. Ill drive up and 
have a look.” 

Within five minutes, Voss is 
deep in consultation with the 
acupuncmhst treating one of 
the horses at Chanceland Farm, 
the West Friendship, Md., train¬ 
ing and breeding facility she 
operates with longtime com¬ 
panion Bob Manfuso. 

It’s all in a day’s work for 
Voss, who has gotten used to 
abrupt shifts in focus during 
her 40-year career in Maryland 
racing. 

Not only is she one of 
the few to have served on the 
boards of both the state breed¬ 
ers’ and horsemen’s associa¬ 
tions, Voss is also the longtime 
secretary-treasurer of Maryland 
Million Ltd. 

Few issues of real or poten¬ 
tial consequence to the indus¬ 
try over the past few decades 
have escaped her attention—or 
her interest. 

Voss, 61, started training 
horses in the days when women 
on the backstretch were still 


relatively scarce, and the sight 
of a female saddling a horse 
in the paddock could raise eye¬ 
brows among old-timers. She 
paid them little mind. 

Of course, it helped that her 
barn contained a filly who could 
run rings around others within 
her division in Maryland, and 
aU but the very top distaffers in 
the country. 

The filly’s name was Twixt. 

Built hke a smd horse and 
packing an attimde that required 
Voss to outfit her with a strin¬ 
gent German martingale for 
their morning gallops, Twixt 
campaigned for Voss’s late par¬ 
ents, John B. and Katharine 
(Kitty) Merryman, and cousin 
Mrs. John Merryman Franklin, 
winning 18 stakes in the early 
1970s - a record for a Maryland- 
bred that stood for many 
years-and setting the course 
for her young trainer’s life. 

Nothing garners name rec¬ 
ognition quite like training an 
earner of $619,141 (the equiva¬ 
lent of well over $1 million in 
today’s dollars). Soon clients 
came seeking her services. And 
when Voss’s name was placed 
of the ballot for the local 
Florsemen’s Benevolent and 


Protective Association (HBPA) 
election, her participation in 
the policy-making realm was 
off and running. 

Bred for the part 

Merrymans and Warfields 
have been entwined with horses 
and politics in the state of 
Maryland for hundreds of 
years. So it’s no surprise that 
the 1947 wedding be tween John 
Merryman and Kitty Warfield 
yielded a half-dozen kids who 
literally grew up on horseback. 

Katy, the oldest of the six, 
became the first worn an to serve 
as president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
after she was elected to the post 
in 1985. But she was the fourth 
member of her family to take 
on a leadership role in the asso¬ 
ciation, following her father, 
who was president from 1974 
to ’76, and grandfathers, Louis 
McLane Merryman (one of the 
MHBA’s founding fathers in 
1929) and Edwin Warfield (a 
member of the first board of 
directors). 

Upon his death in 1960, at 
the age of 70, Louis McLane 
Merryman was extolled in The 
Maryland Horse magazine as 


an eight-time Maryland Hunt 
Cup rider, a member of the 
Maryland legislature in the 
1920s, and an exceptionally 
well-versed expert in hvestock, 
among other professional acco¬ 
lades. ‘‘One thing that stands 
out is that he has a lot of 
color,” his obituary quotes an 
unidentified source. “He stands 
out in any group. It’s fortunate 
he’s used it in behalf of agri¬ 
culture.” 

John Merrym an - Katy’s 
father-was cast from that 
same mold. 

A big, physically imposing 
man of high energy and strong 
opinions, Merryman grew up 
in Baltimore County steeped in 
horses - foxhunting and com¬ 
peting in shows and point-to- 
point races, twice contesting the 
Maryland Hunt Cup (1940 and 
’41). He and his wife hold a place 
in the pantheon of Maryland’s 
all-time leading breeders, and 
were honored in 1988 with the 
Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association (TOBA) 
award for their success in rac¬ 
ing Maryland homebreds. But 
right up until his unexpected 
death in January 1993, at the 
age of 70, John B. Merryman 
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was a wheeler-dealer whose 
business enterprises extended 
beyond the horse world. 

(Merryman’s eye for a bar¬ 
gain was his stock-in-trade, 
and also the stuff of family 
legend. Voss recalls that her 
father, on remrning home from 
trips, made a habit of stopping 
at produce stands. ‘‘One day 
he found one that was selling 
rockfish for $1 a pound,’’ Voss 
says. “So he brought home 50 
pounds. It was a family trait; he 
got it from his father.”) 

The family’s livestock auc¬ 
tioneering business, Merryman 
Sc Sons Co., founded in 1925 
by Louis McLane Merryman, 
became reliant on his efforts 
after his older brother Louis 
died in 1953 in an accident on 
the New Jersey Turnpike, and 
for many years John Merryman 
directed the bulk of his time 
and energy to Guernsey cattle. 

“Those were the days when 
a lot of wealthy people main¬ 
tained pri 2 e herds,” notes 
Voss. “Daddy’s business was 
the Fasig-Tipton of Guernsey 
cattle.” 

A citation from the American 
Guernsey Association, present¬ 
ed to the Merryman family fol¬ 
lowing his death, states that 
Merryman managed and auc¬ 
tioned Guernsey sales for 45 
years in 38 states and Canada; 
86 of the 94 highest-priced 
Guernseys ever sold reportedly 
were auctioned with his gavel. 

With her husband frequent¬ 
ly away on business trips, it fell 
to Kitty Merryman to man¬ 
age the day-to-day operation at 
The Orebanks, the Baltimore 
County farm that she and John 
purchased in 1949. And her 
horsemanship became the tie 
that bound five of their six 
children to their future profes¬ 
sions. 

The oldest four—Katy, 
Frances, Ann and Edwin-were 
born within a five-year span; 
there’s a lengthy gap to John 
and Lizzie, the youngest, who 
arrived when Katy was 15 years 
old. Only Frances (known 
within the family as Francie), 
a vice-president of Northern 
Trust Bank in Tucson, Ariz., 
chose a career away from Thor¬ 
oughbred racing. 


Kitty Merryman, as reserved 
in public as her spouse was 
outgoing, came from illustri¬ 
ous stock as a granddaughter 
of Maryland’s 45th governor, 
Edwin Warfield, who held the 
state’s highest elected office 
from 1904 to ’08. In 1888, 
Governor Warfield founded 
the Daily Record, Baltimore’s 
business and legal newspaper, 
which was published for many 
years by Kitty Merryman’s 
father, Edwin Warfield Jr., and 
brother, Edwin Warfield III, 


long-time commander of the 
Maryland National Guard. 

The Warfields’ ancestral 
estate, Oakdale, in western 
Howard County near Wood¬ 
bine, was Kitty Merryman’s 
childhood home. Occasion¬ 
ally hosted within its walls was 
Kitty’s older cousin, Bessie 
Walks Warfield, the Baltimore 
woman for whom King Edward 
VIII would give up the British 
throne. 

Life was considerably 
more rustic, however, at The 


Orebanks, where Kitty Merry¬ 
man took her children on 
cross-country rides in the after¬ 
noons, a row of tiny ponies and 
smaller children bobbing along 
behind her foxhunter. 

“Mom had ridden all her 
kfe,” says Voss, noting that her 
maternal grandmother, also 
named Katharine, was a Master 
of the Howard County Hunt. 
“Rode and foxhunted and 
showed; it was a big deal for 
us to go over to Doughoregan 
Manor [in Howard County]

and show in the same place 
where she had competed as a 
child;’ 

A childhood on 
horseback 

Merryman kids hopped on 
ponies the way other children 
travel around on bicycles, Voss, 
whose earhest years were spent 
aboard a httle brown Shetland 
pony named Dormouse, recalls 
a house guest arriving at The 
Orebanks with a ‘‘tractor trailer 


full of ponies, aU shapes and 
si 2 es, and we basically just sort 
of inherited them, because 
when he left, he left us the 
ponies. Mom kind of divided 
them up among the four of 
us. The one we had who went 
through the whole family, and 
he came out of that tractor 
trailer, was Fun Times, We all 
showed him. He wasn’t very 
big.” 

Voss’s childhood was some¬ 
where between Uttle House on 
the Prairie and National Velvet 


“Growing up, we were on the 
farm,” as she describes it. “We 
didn’t go to the malls shop¬ 
ping-there weren’t any mails 
back then. We didn’t go to the 
movies, didn’t go out to dinner. 
They were raising six kids. And 
we all worked. Before school 
maybe I did the back barn, 
Francie did the lower barn, 
Ann did the sheds and Edwin 
did the pony barn. We did all 
the feeding before Mom fixed 
breakfast and then we went to 
school.” 

As she grew older, Voss was 
accorded freedom to ride her 
ponies cross-country and pay 
extended visits to friends, a list 
that included Judy Zouck (now 
DiNatale) and Juhe Davenport 
(who would have a brief mar¬ 
riage to John Forbes, a member 
of the same teenaged horse 
crowd and now a prominent 
trainer in New Jersey). 

“Fd say, ‘Bye, Mom. Fll see 
you in a couple of days.’ Can 
you imagine parents letting kids 
do that now?” Voss muses. 

“We were all daredevils,” 
says Judy DiNatale. “Dare-devil 
riding was what we did. But 
everything that Katy attempt¬ 
ed to do was successful, plain 
and simple. She was always 
extremely intelligent, and a very 
good rider.” 

Pony Club, a national pro¬ 
gram founded in the 1950s 
through the determined efforts 
of several Marylanders, has 
taught riding skills and horse 
care to many youngsters who 
have grown up to have serious 
careers in the horse world. Voss 
is among them. 

“[Green Spring] Pony Club 
camp was the big deal,” Voss 
recalls. “That was our summer 
vacation. Three miles down the 
road but we got to stay there 
for 12 days. little cabins in the 
woods; a summer treat.” 

By her senior year in high 
school—at Garrison Forest, a 
private girls’ school in Baltimore 
County—Voss achieved coveted 
Pony Club “A” status, although 
she is careful to point out that 
she never competed at the top 
level. 

A highlight of her youth 
was traveling with the Green 
Spring “B” team to the national 


competition (known as a Pony 
Club Rally) three years in row. 

“That was a lot of fun,” says 
Voss, who competed aboard 
an off-the-track Thoroughbred 
named Balaclava (a veteran 
of nine wins from 65 starts 
and a track record-setter at the 
old Cumberland Fair). ^‘J^dy 
was on the team too. The first 
year we went to Connecticut. 
For a bunch of kids it was a 
great experience, but we didn’t 
get anything. The next year 
we went to Iowa and finished 
third. The third year we went to 
Virginia and won. We kept at it, 
and moved up every year—that 
was the important thing.” 

As for race-riding? Voss’s 
participation in that arena more 
or less began and ended with a 
win in the 1965 Green Spring 
Old-Fashioned point-to-point 
at age 16. 

“I never had aspirations,” 
says Voss, who maintained her 
weight at 115 pounds until well 
after the Twixt era. “When I 
started galloping horses on the 
race track, people said, ‘Don’t 
you want to be a jockey?’ I teU 
everyone, I don’t like dirt in my 
face-I’m sorry.” 

Voss’s sister Lizzie Merry- 
man, now an owner/breeder/ 
trainer who makes her home in 
CoatesviUe, Pa., recalls a special 
bond between Katy and their 
mother: “Katy was very smart 
in school-with perfect grades 
and SAT scores-and she was 
probably the best rider in the 
family. Mother loved aU that.” 

Ultimately, it was her loyalty 
to her mother that pushed Voss 
in the direction of the race 
track. 

Twixt and between 

Voss win teU you fiat out that 
she never had any intention of 
becoming a horse trainer. 

Her life took an unexpected 
twist in the summer of 1968, 
when she was packing to return 
for her junior year at HoUins 
University in Roanoke, Va. 

“We all went to private 
schools,” says Voss. “And 
Daddy was always able to get it 
covered, but it was a struggle. 
He collected land, so at a cer¬ 
tain point he was just land poor. 
Our assets were way too much 
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for us to qualify for scholar¬ 
ships. 

‘‘My mother said, ‘Do you 
think you could go to school 
around here so that some of 
your sibhngs could also go to 
college?'” 

By transferring to Goucher 
College, a well-regarded school 
in nearby Towson, Katy spared 
the expense of hving away 
from home while also main¬ 
taining her academic standards. 
She graduated from Goucher 
in 1971 with a major in math¬ 
ematics. 

“So I went to Goucher and 
helped Mom on the farm,” 
recalls Voss. “That winter she 
broke both of her legs. A horse 
fell on her, rolled her against 
the wall in the barn. AH of the 
help quit the next day.” 

The Merrymans' race horse 
operation had never been large. 
In fact, Kitty Merryman had 
extracted a promise from her 
husband early on that they 
would never have more than 
two race horses at one time. 

But the numbers were 
expanding well beyond that by 
the late 1960s. In the spring 
of 1969, Katy had five 2-year- 
olds legged up and ready to 
go to the track. The only hitch 
was—Maryland didn't have live 
racing in the summer back then, 
and the Merrymans' trainer, 
based at Monmouth Park in 
New Jersey, couldn't get stalls 
for all of their youngsters. 

“Marlboro [in southern 
Maryland] was the only track 
open for training in the state,” 
says Voss. Katy and her sis¬ 
ter Francie began commut¬ 
ing every day to Marlboro, a 
round trip of approximately 
130 miles. 

That summer, Voss offi¬ 
cially became an assistant train¬ 
er, taking out her license at 
Delaware Park. Although she 
got her trainer's hcense soon 
after, it would be a another year 
or two before she began run¬ 
ning horses in her own name. 
“The horses continued to run 
in Daddy's name until the stew¬ 
ards in Maryland finally cracked 
down and told him, ‘Look, 
you're never here. They've got 
to run in her name.' Fie rarely 


came near the barn. He was 
always travehng,” says Voss. 

The arrival of Twixt, a foal 
of 1969, coincided almost 
magically with Voss's early race 
track days. 

John Merryman's years of 
apphed science in combin¬ 
ing bloodhnes had led him 
to Twixt's dam, Eveleen (by 
Quarter Deck), at the 1966 
Maryland Fall sale. Offered 
as part of a dispersal by Sam 
Pistorio, then one of the state's 
most prominent breeders, 
Eveleen was unusual in that 
her granddams were full sis¬ 
ters—both daughters of *Bull 
Dog out of the blue hen pro¬ 
ducer Misleading. 

Convinced that inbreeding 
could be a potent tool if used 
correctiy, Merryman snagged 
Eveleen on a $2,000 bid and 
brought her home to a family 
farm that, by his wife's reck¬ 
oning, was already overfilled 
with horses. He avoided seri¬ 
ous protest only because Kitty 
Merryman happened to be in 
the hospital at the time. 

As a mate for their latest 
bargain broodmare prospect, 
the Merrymans zeroed in on 
a young handsomely bred 
horse just beginning to make 
a reputation for himself while 
standing alongside his sire. 
Native Dancer, at Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt's nearby Sagamore 
Farm in Glyndon, Md. 

Restiess Native went on to 
become one of Maryland's all- 
time successful sires, and Twixt 
was for many years his leading 
money-winning offspring. 

Merrymans being disinclined 
to rush their horses, Twixt did 
not start at 2, although she 
was in training with Francie 
Merryman. After another deal 
faltered, John Merryman sold 
a half-interest to Mrs. Frankhn, 
in whose colors Twixt raced 
throughout her career. She 
broke her maiden at 3 in her 
fourth try, but it wasn't until the 
end of that season that her true 
ability began to shine through. 

She went to New York for 
her first stakes win—a division 
of the Long Island Handicap, 
contested at a mile at Aqueduct 
on November 15, 1972. Bud

Delp, the garrulous Maryland 
trainer stiU several years from 
his chmactic journey with 
Spectacular Bid, had a filly in the 
same race. “He saw us and said, 
‘What are you doing here?'” 
Voss remembers. “Don't think 
Daddy and I didn't get a big 
kick out of beating him.” 

Twixt concluded the season 
with a victory against males 
in the E. Taylor Chewning 


Handicap on December 30 at 
Laurel. 

“We used to run her every 
week,” says Voss. “People just 
don't do that any more.” Voss 
kept her finger on the big filly's 
pulse by serving as her own 
exercise rider, and Twixt thrived 
under the constant attention. 

At 4, Twixt won exacdy 
half of her 18 starts (eight 
stakes wins). Undefeated in her 
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four outings that November 
and December, she twice won 
stakes on consecutive week¬ 
ends while competing at three 
different tracks, at distances 
from six furlongs to a mile and 
70 yards. 

Returning to action at 
5 without a breather, the 
Merryman homebred annexed 
the Barbara Fritchie Handicap- 
G3 at Bowie in February, and 


Pimhco’s Geisha Handicap 
in May, before delivering her 
most memorable career perfor¬ 
mance in the Grade 2 mile and 
a sixteenth Malady Handicap at 
Hollywood Park. 

Twixtis regular rider, the late 
Bill Passmore, an accomphshed 
local veteran rarely mentioned 
among the nation’s elite, mus¬ 
tered her to a nose victory 
over the Charlie Whittingham- 


trained Tallahto, ridden by 
HaU of Famer Laffit Pincay Jr. 
Giving added meaning to the 
term “aU out,” the win photo 
shows the dark-hued, nearly 
black Maryland-bred stretched 
so straight at the wire that her 
hindquarters have yet to catch 
up to the runner-up. 

As a coup de grace, another 
Whittingham entry, *La Zan- 
2 ara, finished third, a length 


and three-quarters back. Twixt, 
highweighted at 123, gave them 
each two pounds. 

“That was exciting,” says 
Voss. “The treatment we 
received in California was ter¬ 
rific. We stayed in Buster Mil- 
lerick’s barn, and of course the 
press was aU over it—25-year- 
old female trainer beats Charlie 
Whittingham!” (Whittingham 
was inducted that same year 
into racing’s HaU of Fame.) 

Voss and her charge 
returned to Cahfornia a month 
later for the Vanity Handicap- 
G1 and Twixt “never picked 
up her feet,” finishing ninth as 
Tallahto and *La Zanzara ran 
one-two. 

“I always said they didn’t 
know we were coming the first 
time,” says Voss. “Or maybe 
she said, d did it once and I’m 
not doin’ it again.’” 

Twixt’s record would have 
contained a serious gap without 
a victory in Grade 1 company, 
but she fiUed that void in April 
of her 6-year-old campaign, in 
the mile and an eighth Top 
FUght Handicap at Aqueduct. 

There had been a scare sev¬ 
eral months earUer, when she 
took a bad step after winning 
the Fritchie for the second year 
in a row, but Twixt was train¬ 
ing weU and feehng good, as 
Voss recalls, and she had a 
confidence-buUder in Pimhco’s 
GaUorette Handicap-G3, fin¬ 
ishing third by a neck and a 
neck. 

‘We wanted to go to New 
York,” says Voss. “We used to 
breeze her five-eighths [of a 
mile] two days before a race. 
Not many people did that then, 
and they never do it now. But 
you wanted to make sure she 
wasn’t too strong, too sharp, 
too keen, so that she’d rate. 
We figured we’d go a real slow 
five-eighths, and if she came 
back good, we’d go [to the Top 
FUght]. She went in 1:05 and 
change. 

“Frank Christmas [a long¬ 
time Maryland trainer] was 
hanging on the rail and he 
said that was the biggest joke 
he’d ever heard. So we went 
to New York and she won the 
Top FUght; she never took a 
bad step after that. She got 
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her Grade 1 - at a mile and an 
eighth, no less, which was cer¬ 
tainly not her best distance.” 

During her career, Twixt 
won stakes in Maryland, New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Eng¬ 
land, lUinois, New Jersey and 
California. Her record 18 stakes 
wins might have been even 
higher, believes Voss, if not for 
some lamentable weight assign¬ 
ments. 

The race Voss most regrets 
losing with Twixt was the 
1974 Delaware Handicap-Gl, 
in which Twixt carried 124 
pounds, nine pounds more 
than the winner, Krislin, whom 
she had barely managed to hold 
off in their previous match. 

Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year in 1973 and '74, 
Twixt continued to race until 
late November of her 6-year- 
old season, bowing out with a 
second-place finish in Laurel's 
Chrysanthemum Handicap. 

Their advenmres made for 
lively newspaper copy back in 
the era when racing was high 
on any sports editor's agenda. 
But Voss never attempted to 
take all of the credit for herself 
Then and now, she is careful 
to explain that Twixt's training 
was a two-person enterprise- 
involving herself and the late 
Nat Johnson. 

Johnson, who had worked 
for John Merryman off and 
on over the years, went to help 
Voss at Pimlico in the fall of 
1969, and became her mentor. 

“He and I would discuss 
things, and he taught me a lot 
about legs,” says Voss. 

Johnson, the same age as 
John Merryman, came from a 
family that had supplied part of 
the Maryland workforce tracing 
back several generations; his 
own father, Andrew (Youngie) 
Young, was a one-time steeple¬ 
chase jockey and exercise rider 
who helped develop the great 
BiUy Barton. 

Moving on 

Sold as a broodmare for 
$600,000, Twixt left her mark 


on the Merryman family in 
many ways. “She paid off all 
the mortgages and tuitions, and 
allowed them to get caught up,” 
says Voss. 

But despite her solid name 
recognition, Voss struggled to 
find her footing in the late 
1970s. In 1975, she had sep¬ 
arated from her husband of 
four years, Edward S. (Ned) 
Voss III, brother of current 
top Maryland steeplechase 
trainer Tom Voss. The two 
never divorced, and Ned Voss 
ultimately died at age 29. 

Maryland racing was spi¬ 
ralling down, as Voss recalls, 
and wins were harder to come 
by. “Once, I didn't win a race 
for an entire year. I won two 
races one day, went for a year, 
and then came back and won 
two races in a day,” she says. 
“But by then it had gotten to 
the point where even if I was 
winning races I wasn't making 
any money. I told myself that 
if I couldn't do something to 
help improve Maryland racing, 
I was going to get into another 
business.” 

Soon Voss was on a mis¬ 
sion-spending long hours in 
Annapolis, and working with a 
consultant to develop a game 
plan for new ownership of the 
tracks. That plan, while never 
adopted, ultimately helped to 
inspire Voss's friend. Bob 
Manfuso, to purchase Mary¬ 
land's two remaining major 
tracks. Laurel and Pimlico, in 
parmership with his brother, 
Tom Manfuso, and the late 
Frank De Francis. 

As racing began to prosper 
under the era of new owner¬ 
ship in the late 1980s, Voss's 
training business took on new 
life also. 

The Merryman homebred 
Due North (by Rock Talk) won 
or placed in 25 stakes under 
Voss's tutelage, making 106 
starts and earning $841,388. 

Smart 'n Quick (by Wise 
Exchange), granddaughter of a 
mare purchased by John Merry¬ 
man at a 1 963 Timonium year-

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ling auction for $1,500, bol¬ 
stered the ledger with 19 stakes 
wins and placings and earnings 
of $711,804. 

Voss saddled two Merryman 
runners to win Maryland Mil¬ 
lion races: Smart ’n Quick cap¬ 
tured the inaugural running of 
the Oaks (in 1986) and Wood 
Fox (by Baederwood) won the 
1992 Turf 

Game of chance 

Maryland’s race track owner¬ 
ship has undergone many per¬ 
mutations since the Manfuso 
brothers divested their interest 
in the early 1990s. 

A second-generation horse¬ 
man whose family made its 
fortune in the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal supply business, Manfuso 
remains involved in the indus¬ 
try on both a local and national 
level, his official posts includ¬ 
ing membership on the board 
of Breeders’ Cup Ltd. 

A couple since 1983, Voss 
and Manfuso were brought 
together by their consuming 


interest in racing politics, as she 
explains it. 

However, Voss has not lost 
sight of her heritage. She took 
time from her other duties 
to help ensure the fumre of 
The Orebanks following Kitty 
Merryman’s death in November 
2002 at the age of 79. Although 
the process of dividing the land 
was complicated and lengthy, 
each of the Merryman siblings 
was left with a parcel. Voss’s 
sister Ann Merryman, a long- 
successful trainer and herself 
a member of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
board, uses the farm as her 
training headquarters; she’s 
assisted by their brother, John 
Merryman, who occupies the 
old family home. 

Times being what they are 
in Maryland, Voss’s training 
contingent has dwindled to a 
handful of horses owned by 
Manfuso. She owns a small 
interest in most of the 20 
broodmares in residence at 
Chanceland. 


Sales agenting has become 
the farm’s major profit center 
and Voss, who gave up gallop¬ 
ing horses when she mrned 50, 
applies her expertise to that. 
‘We break aU of the yearlings 
we sell,” she says. “Starting 
August 1, we get them well- 
broken so that they can gal¬ 
lop. It helps them look good 
going into the sale, and a lot of 
buyers appreciate horses they 
don’t have to spend money to 
break.” 


In true Merryman tradi¬ 
tion, Voss continues to come 
upon value in unexpected ways. 
Because some of the current 
crop of Chanceland 2-year-olds 
failed to meet their reserves at 
auction, she expects to bring 
to the races offspring of such 
lofty sires as Lemon Drop Kid, 
Tapit and Street Cry (Ire). 

If one (or more) of them 
becomes a star, it won’t be the 
first time Voss made the most 
of good bloodlines. ^ 
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New lease on Ufe 

The late A^llaire duPonfs legendary Woodstock Farm 
in Chesapeake Ciy, Md., has found renewed purpose as 
headquarters for MidAtlantic Horse Rescue

N othing's easy when 
you're an unwant¬ 
ed race horse. You 
might have won a 
race or two, maybe placed in 
a stakes. Perhaps you went to 
Saratoga back in your good 
days. Older, slower, achier, you 
skidded down the sliding board 
to cheaper races. Your owner/ 
trainer hked you, did all he could, 
but had a budget to keep—just 
like your breeder—and sent you 
away. Now you stand shivering 
with a dozen others in a truck 
in a parking lot a long way from 
the winner's circle. . . 

Until everything changes. 
MidAtlantic Horse Rescue, 
now based at Woodstock Farm 
-the legendary establishment 
in Chesapeake City, Md., that 
served as home and headquar¬ 
ters for the late leading Maryland 
breeder Allaire duPont-saves 
race horses from the slaughter¬ 
house, rehabilitates them, trains 
them to do something else and 
offers them for adoption by 
new owners. 

In business since buying 
three horses at the infamous 
“killer sales" in New Holland, 
Pa., in 2002, MidAtlantic cre¬ 
ates 100 new Thoroughbred 
foxhunters, eventers, show 
horses, trad horses and com¬ 
panions each year. 

Headed by Bev Strauss and 
duPont's granddaughter Ginny 
Suarez, the operation recent¬ 
ly received a $100,000 grant 


from the American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. 

Somewhere, Allaire duPont, 
who died in 2006 at the age of 
92, is smiling. 

A champion of animal 
causes, duPont helped found 
Thoroughbred Charities of 
America and the Grayson- 
Jockey Club Research Founda¬ 
tion. She hardly went anywhere 
without a passel of dogs, retired 
her horses to Woodstock when 
she could, and created a stately 


Thoroughbred graveyard for 
some. 

“She'd love that we were 
doing it, and doing it here 
now," said Suarez of her grand¬ 
mother. “She'd really appreci¬ 
ate the work we were doing and 
how we were giving race horses 
something else productive to 
do. But if we had a horse walk¬ 
ing the fence or something, 
she'd be out here to let us know 
about it." 

As Allaire duPont did, Mid- 
Atlantic keeps its focus. It's a 


Thoroughbred rescue, not a 
horse retirement farm. Strauss 
and Suarez do their home¬ 
work, make connections, look 
at prospects with the critical 
eyes of buyers. Then, like good 
equine business people, they 
do their work. It might take 
months, but the former race 
horses calm down, get fat, learn 
to hve at a slower pace, practice 
jumping and become market¬ 
able again. 

“The important thing is get¬ 
ting the horse in the right sima- 
tion," said Strauss, a former 
trainer and farm manager with 
a master's degree in business 
administration. “You want the 
I right match, the right person. 
3 We try to get to know the horses 
5 well so we can help people 
I make the right decision." 

MidAtlantic has been help¬ 
ing people make the right 
decision since 2002, but the 
idea hatched long before that. 
Suarez and Strauss, introduced 
at Delaware Park by veteran 
horseman Compy DeMario 
in 1990, simply talked about 
the problem of unwanted race 
horses while doing their jobs as 
trainers on the backside. 

Strauss regularly bought 
Thoroughbreds at New Hol¬ 
land and resold them as fox- 
hunters or eventers. Then a 
board member at the Cecil 
County SPCA, Suarez saw 
the model work when people 
adopted dogs. In 1997, she cre-

ated the Paws For Life dog fes¬ 
cue and the parallels to horses 
kept coming back around. 

‘We had nothing organized, 
we just kept talking about it— 
and then Bev bought three 
horses,’’ Suarez recalled. 

Next came the inevitable 
“Now what?” question. At 
lunch with her grandmother 
at Chesapeake City’s Bayard 
House one day, Suarez laid out 
a verbal business model. 

“Babby, we jus thought these 
horses and we don’t have the 
money, what do we do?” Ginny 
said. Allaire duPont (Babby to 
her grandchildren) wrote a 
$2,000 check fight there and 
MidAtlantic Horse Rescue was 
born. By no means an endow¬ 
ment, the seed money merely 
launched a vision—and gave 
those horses some hay. 

The horse rescue started 
at Great House Farm, Ginny 
duPont’s childhood home, 
adjacent to Woodstock. 

“We would buy another 
horse every time we would have 
one adopted,” said Strauss, the 
horse rescue’s executive direc¬ 
tor. ‘We just kept it going.” 

Strauss and Suarez raised 
funds, bought horses, made 
valuable connections, learned 
important lessons, did all the 
horse work, built a reputation, 
and the operation took on a 
workable model. Twelve horses 
were the right number. Twenty 
were too many. Tattooed 




A 
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horses gave MidAtlantic a ref¬ 
erence point and some back¬ 
ground-breeding and age are 
key points in an adoption. The 
women now work their numer¬ 
ous contacts and often get calls 
from shippers about horses on 
their way to slaughter. That’s 
fight, the van drivers know 
what MidAtlantic wants and 
often call to find better lives 
for horses (after Strauss writes 
a check). 

Horse rescue can take on 
the traits of a crusade, but a 
sense of realism helps. 


“We hated the whole 
thought of what was happen¬ 
ing to the horses, and that’s 
why we started the horse fes¬ 
cue,” Strauss said. “But you’re 
trying to save the ones you 
can, save them the slaughter, 
the experience, the shipping, 
the time in the facihties. I try 
to stay focused on the ones we 
can save, the ones who can go 
do something else.” 

Over time, a pattern devel¬ 
oped as off-the-track Thor¬ 
oughbreds let down from the 
rigors of training and racing. 


First, they get skinny. Their 
muscles sag, they lose weight, 
they look rough. Then they 
flourish, grow bellies and learn 
to be horses again. All new 
arrivals go through a quaran¬ 
tine process, receive vaccina¬ 
tions and veterinary treatment, 
and then get to work. Strauss 
assesses career potential while 
riding the horses and teaching 
them new jobs. 

The process can take months 
and MidAtlantic’s adoption fee 
(typically $2,400, but anywhere 
from $1 to $3,500) reflects the 
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Woodstock Farm's tree-lined driveway leads past the museum- 
quality office, above.

labor and the caring. Potential 
owners are free to inspect the 
horses, ride them, bring a vet¬ 
erinarian. Strauss presents race 
record, pedigree and any other 
pertinent information so the 
adopter can make a decision. 

A rangy bay named Jupiter 
showcased the horse rescue’s 
plan on a recent summer morn¬ 
ing. Saved along with his half- 
brother by a phone call from 
a driver, the 7-year-old son of 
Close Up trots right-handed 
and left-handed, canters a bit, 
pops over some small fences. 
With Strauss riding, he also 
tugs at the reins, tosses his head 
and enjoys himself 

A prospective owner watches 
closely, then rides him herself. 
She wants a foxhunter to take 
to Aiken, S.C. She wants Jupiter, 
but knows he’s not quite right 
and says no. 

‘d love the horse, he’s just 
not for me,” she says after¬ 
ward. 

Strauss could tell, but won’t 
fret. The customer tried a 
6-year-old Lil’s Lad mare later 
in the morning and found a 
future foxhunter. 

‘^Jupiter has been here since 
last fall, which is getting to be a 
long time for us,” Strauss said. 
‘‘He had an abscess when he 
got here, which put him behind 
schedule a httie bit. Then win¬ 
ter came. He needs the right 
owner, the right rider. An event 
rider almost took him, and 
that’s probably the right fit. 
He’s an athlete, he wants to do 
something.” 

MidAtlantic gives horses 
nicknames when they arrive and 
keeps them anonymous until a 
potential customer inquires. 

“We put them on our Web 
site and up for adoption under 
barn names, but we know who 
they are,” Strauss said. “It’s not 
about getting people in trouble, 
it’s about finding places for 
horses.” 

A NEW HOME 

MidAtlantic outgrew its 
original home quickly, but 
didn’t find the right solu¬ 
tion until 2010. Lana Wright, 
Allaire duPont’s daughter and 
Suarez’s aunt, leased 50 acres 
of Woodstock to the horse res¬ 
cue-adding more horses to a 


place with the feel of an equine 
haven. 

Turn off Route 310 into 
Woodstock and the tempera- 
mre decreases a notch or two, 
the breeze picks up, the clock 
runs more slowly. The 700- 
acre farm feamres dozens of 
stalls in various barns and 
sheds, paddocks and fields 
of aU sizes, a museum-quality 
office, a still-active church, a 
training barn and track straight 
out of Seahiscuit. Racing under 
the name Bohemia Stable, the 
oasis on the river of the same 
name campaigned the great 
Kelso, Maryland-bred Horses 
of the Year Politely (1967 and 
’68), Best of Luck (1999) and 
Shine Again (2003), Delaware 
Handicap-G2 winner Crowned, 
and many others. 

MidAtlantic relocated to the 
“hunter barn” and its surround¬ 
ing fields. The extra space 
means grass for the horses (and 
a lower hay biU) and some 
elbow room. The horses spend 
most of their time in the 
20-acre upper field, but come 
down to the barn and its small¬ 
er paddocks when necessary. 
As always, the barns and gates 
sport Woodstock’s famed gray 
and yellow paint. 

“We had five acres at the 
other farm so it could get 
crowded and there wasn’t much 
grass or anything,” said Suarez. 
“Here we have flexibility—two 
big fields, lots of paddocks. 
The horses love it, you can tell. 
They’re more relaxed here.” 

Jim (Mad Money) Cramer 
would relax at Woodstock. 

Part of one of the first agri- 
culmre easements written in 
Maryland, the farm feels hke a 
trip back in time. 

Start with the big rock out 
front. Proceed through the 
yellow wooden gates. Follow 
the tree-hned drive-pines 
on the right, sycamores on 
the left. Pass the Ebenezer 
African Methodist Episcopal 
Church. See the horses (the 
last of duPont’s now-retired 
broodmares and race horses) 
in the paddock on the left. 
See the office on the right. 
Stop in and pay witness to 
the history inside. Three hal¬ 
ters hang on a wall—Kelso, 
Northern Dancer, Politely; tro¬ 
phies from the Whimey Stakes 


and Metropolitan Mile sit on 
shelves and tables; Kelso’s Hall 
of Fame plaque graces anoth¬ 
er shelf; the imposing Tesio 
Award (presented to duPont 
in 1993) anchors a spot in the 
conference room. 

Say goodbye to longtime 
farm employee Yvonne Rey¬ 
nolds and visit the graveyard 
behind the office. Kelso’s 
large stone includes the phrase 
“where he gallops, the Earth 
sings.” Others honored in the 
cemetery, complete with Greek 
columns and shade trees, are 
Kelso’s sire. Your Host, and 
dam. Maid of Flight, Nearctic 
(Northern Dancer’s sire). 
Politely, King’s Fashion, Zonely 
and Venomous. 

After paying respects, head 
toward the stately (yet under¬ 
stated) home where duPont 
lived. The barns nearest the 
house were home to yearlings 
and foxhunters. Past the house, 
the ground slopes in its first 
steps toward the Bohemia. 
Crowned, champion Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old fiUy of 1989, 
lives in the field on the left. 


Looking old, but classy, she 
won the Delaware Handicap 
in 1991, earned $605,323 and 
produced Grade 2 winner Best 
of Luck. Next comes the train¬ 
ing track and 24-stall barn. 
Walk where Kelso walked, and 
smile at the rush of history. 
Finally, the farm ends at the 
river-where the Boone’s Cabin 
area sits ready to entertain once 
again. 

That’s Woodstock, on paper. 
In reality it’s far more. 

“It’s goose-bumpy,” said 
John Price, a longtime duPont 
friend and area real estate 
agent. “I don’t know if that’s 
a word, but that’s the feeling 
you get. I feel hke I’m going 
back 60 or 70 years every 
time I’m there. I don’t think 
you could find a farm out¬ 
side of Kentucky—maybe any¬ 
where—that has the ambience 
of that farm.” 

Thanks to duPont’s fore¬ 
sight, the farm wiU remain sim¬ 
ply that—a farm. Woodstock 
was long ago placed in agri- 
culmre preservation, which 
means no development. The

duPont family could seU the 
farm someday, but its general 
use can’t change and the ease¬ 
ment stays with the property. 

“She had the long-range 
vision to protect that farm and 
she went to work to make sure 
others in the area did the same 
thing,” said Price. “There are 
4,000 acres in that [Chesapeake 
City] area that are preserved 
because of her.” 

DuPont helped convince 
leading Canadian breeder E.P. 
Taylor to locate the U.S. divi¬ 
sion of his mighty Windfields 
Farm a stone’s throw from 
Woodstock in the 1960s, and 
that move transformed the 
state’s breeding industry, bring¬ 
ing in numerous first-class stal- 
Hons, including world-leading 
sire Northern Dancer, who 
held court at the Maryland 
facihty from 1969 until his 
retirement in April 1987. Wind- 
fields ceased operation in 1988, 
and at that point, duPont led 
a group that purchased the 
bulk of Windfields’s 3,000-plus 
acres, placed agricultural ease¬ 
ments on it and resold it. 


For now, Woodstock Farm 
stays what it is: home to Mid- 
Atlantic Horse Rescue, a few 
mares and young horses owned 
by Lana Wright in the training 
barn, six former Bohemia run¬ 
ners retired in fields, the his¬ 
torically preserved office, acres 
of hay and an atmosphere of 
Thoroughbred peace. 

DuPont didn’t live to see 
it, but MidAtlantic’s move to 
Woodstock fits like a baseball 
field in Cooperstown. 

“It’s a respect for the horse. 
It’s always been a part of this 
farm,” said Strauss. “Look at 
the barns, the facihties, the 
graveyard. It’s been here for so 
long and it’s still here. I think 
of that legacy every day. We 
are so grateful to be here and 
hopefully we can stay for a long 
time.” 

NATIONAL RECOGNITION 

In March, MidAdantic 
received a stamp of approval 
from the ASPCA as part of 
a new Rescuing Racers initia¬ 
tive. The program came to be

through a $1 million anony¬ 
mous donation tied to helping 
former race horses. MidAtlantic 
was one of six grant recipi¬ 
ents along with the Cahfornia 
Equine Retirement Foundation, 
Old Friends, Kentucky Equine 
Humane Center,Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation and 
Communication Alliance 
to Network Thoroughbred 
Ex-Racehorses (CANTER). 

The first stage of the 
$100,000 grant (spread over 
three years) went into effect 
this year with the On The 
Right Track program that gives 
adopters $200 toward lessons 
or training of their new horse. 
The plan helps ensure a long, 
healthy relationship between 
horse and rider, and gives 
adopters some insurance. 

‘We stand behind our horses, 
but we want people to give it 
the old college tty,’’ said Strauss. 
“We want the new partnership 
to work. Safety and suitability 
have always been the goals, but 
this helps make sure.” 

Jacque Schultz, the senior 
director of ASPCA commu¬ 
nity outreach, wanted to be 
sure that grant recipients used 
the money for expansion of 
race horse rescue and credited 
MidAtlantic with a unique mix 
of quahty and quantity. 

“They said they were going 
to make horses ready a little 
faster, to have them go out 
with training vouchers so the 
bond between horse and rider 
can be stronger,” Schultz said. 
“If that means less days in the 
rescue for horses, that means 


more turnover and more lives 
saved. The training component 
was important.” 

The smallest of the six 
organizations to receive grants, 
MidAtlantic—whose team also 
includes Owen Lusby, Eric 
Marden and longtime Wood- 
stock farm manager Richard 
Bennett-was recognized for 
its direct contact with horses 
at risk. 

“They’ve obviously built 
bridges and done a great job, 
and they have a wonderful 
reputation,” said Schultz, who 
spread the grant among retire¬ 
ment facihties and re-training 
facihties. “They have a tittle dif¬ 
ferent take on the model. They 
were the one that came to mind 
and were the one I met at New 
Holland among the heartbreak 
of that.” 

MidAtlantic also plans to 
expand its marketing, to make 
more people aware of the 
facility as a source for sec¬ 
ond-career Thoroughbreds. 
Economical when compared 
to buying and training a horse 
independently, the horse rescue 
does at least some of the work 
for future owners and riders. 
Long-term, the ASPCA will get 
reports from the six facilities 
and make decisions on renew¬ 
ing the grants. 

While not necessarily a rac¬ 
ing fan, Schultz appreciates 
Thoroughbreds and realizes 
that the move to Woodstock 
can only help MidAtlantic con¬ 
tinue its mission. 

“To the people who know 
horses and know the equine 



history of Maryland, that just 
gives it more panache, a little 
more visibility, and that’s never 
a bad thing,” she said. “When 
you’re trying to do what they’re 
doing, if it means more people 
in the performance field say 
‘you must be serious about this,’ 
that can be very helpful.” 

ONLY PART OF 
THE SOLUTION 

MidAtlantic doesn’t think 
it invented race horse rescue, 
nor does it see itself growing 
much bigger. But Suarez and 
Strauss are passionate animal 
advocates. 

“The Thoroughbreds find 
you at the sale, they look at 
you, they almost ask for help,” 
Strauss said. “Abandoning them 
is the ultimate betrayal. They’ve 
been handled since they were 
born.” 

MidAtlantic occupies a spot 
between race track and non¬ 
racing home or career, and has 
placed numerous horses who 
now compete successfully in 
eventing or other disciplines. 
The horse rescue sponsors 
small prizes for the leading 
Thoroughbreds at local horse 
shows and events, spreads the 
word through the Internet and 
stays in touch with new owners 
who gladly reply with happy 
tales of fences jumped, moun¬ 
tains climbed and trails ridden. 

Yet one regional horse res¬ 
cue can’t stop Thoroughbred 
slaughter any more than one 
homeless shelter can stop peo¬ 
ple from living on the streets 
of major cities. Horses end up 
with no place to go and horse¬ 
men run out of options. Many 
tracks now tout a policy of zero 


tolerance for horse slaughter, 
meaning a trainer can be penal¬ 
ized if a horse is found at an 
auction known to sell to slaugh¬ 
terhouses. Unfortunately, such 
a policy means horses bypass 
the auction ring. 

“It sounds tike a good thing 
anditis, but the horses are going 
underground and you don’t see 
as many at New Holland any¬ 
more,” said Strauss. “They are 
still going to slaughter. Haulers 
take them to the feed lot direct¬ 
ly now. I don’t blame the kill 
buyers, they’re not the ones 
putting the horses at risk. The 
tracks are telling horsemen to 
have competitive horses, but 
they’re also telling horsemen 
there’s a zero-tolerance policy 
with regard to slaughter. I don’t 
know what the answer is.” 

Other than more work. The 
Pennsylvania HBPA recently 
announced its plans to open 
a Thoroughbred retraining 
facility near Penn National in 
partnership with New Voca¬ 
tions, a race horse adoption 
program with facilities in 
Ohio, Michigan, Kenmcky and 
Tennessee. MidAtlantic wel¬ 
comes the added resources in 
the battle. 

“There’s plenty of room to 
do this, or variations of this, 
all over the country,” Strauss 
added. “The horses are what 
matter.” 

“I’ve had some pretty high- 
up people teU us we weren’t 
making a difference,” Suarez 
said. “The horses sure know we 
make a difference. It’s a drop in 
the bucket, but that’s how you 
fill up a bucket. Every drop 
counts.” W

Lookin Ai Luc!^ soars to victory in Monmouth Park’s 
Haskell Invitational Handicap-G1

B ob Baffert is riding a 
huge wave on the New 
Jersey shore. 

For a record fourth time, the 
California-based Hall of Fame 
trainer captured Monmouth 
Park’s signature race, the $1 
million IZOD Haskell Invita¬ 
tional Handicap-Gl. And this 
year, with one of the deepest 
and most accomplished fields 


in the race’s 43-year history, it 
proved to be the easiest of all, 
as 2-year-old champion Lookin 
At Lucky shot to the lead in 
midstretch and cruised home 
to win by four lengths. 

Carrying the distinctive red 
and yellow silks of Mike 
Pegram, who owns the 3-year- 
old colt in partnership with 
Karl Watson and Paul Weitman, 


Lookin At Lucky solidified his 
status as the leader of his divi¬ 
sion, The tough-as-nails colt, 
ironically plagued by hard luck 
throughout his career, showed 
his heels to the likes of Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl winner Super 
Saver, Derby runner-up Ice 
Box, Preakness runner-up First 
Dude and rising star Trappe 
Shot, And that was after over¬ 


coming, once again, a poorly 
drawn post position, 

‘‘His name has jinxed him 
all his life with the draw,” com¬ 
mented Baffert prior to the 
race, “I can’t beheve how poor¬ 
ly this horse draws. He’s the 
most poorly drawn horse I’ve 
ever had,” 

Lookin At Lucky had to deal 
with that in last year’s Breeders’ 
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Lookin At Lucky (top), ridden by Martin Garcia, buiit on his champion 
resume whiie Trappe Shot deiivered a breakout performance as runner-up. 


Cup Juvenile-Gl, when he was 
parked on the far outside in 
the field of 13, took the lon¬ 
gest trip around the track, and 
missed by a diminishing neck 
to winner Vale of York (Ire). 

He battled poor racing luck 
in his two starts this year lead¬ 
ing up to the Kenmcky Derby 
But as the Derby favorite, 
Lookin At Lucky drew a more 
problematic post-the rail-in 
the huge field. Even after being 
bounced around and shuffled 
to the back of the 20-horse 
field, the Smart Strike colt dug 
in and pulled himself up to 
sixth place at the finish. 

When luck smiled on Lookin 
At Lucky for the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, his connections 
breathed a sign of relief. And 
united with a new rider, the 
talented young Baffert protege 
Martin Garcia, he stayed out of 
trouble, came around paceset¬ 
ter First Dude down the stretch, 
and crossed the wire three- 
quarters of a length in front. It 
was sweet redemption. 

But Lookin At Lucky once 
again drew the rail in the field 
of eight entered for the Haskell. 
Perhaps the only horse who 
could be considered his rival 
for bad luck is Fantasy Lane 
Stable’s popular Uptowncharly- 
brown. 

That colt lost his trainer, 
the Monmouth Park-based 
Alan Seewald, who died unex¬ 
pectedly in April. Then he 
lost his weight-the lead in his 
saddle—when he finished fifth 
(worth $30,000) and was dis¬ 
qualified to last (worth 2ero) 
in the Belmont Stakes. On 
the morning of the Haskell, 
Uptowncharlybrown spiked a 
fever, forcing trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin to scratch him 
from the race. 

Those who made the trip to 
the track in the bree 2 y coastal 
town of Oceanport, N.J., on 
August 1 were greeted with 
delightfully cool weather dur¬ 
ing one of the hottest summers 
on record. With temperatures 
kept down to the upper 70s by 
mostiy cloudy skies, the com¬ 
fortable afternoon was a wel¬ 
come dehght. A crowd of 
40,904 turned out to see a 
Derby winner and a Preakness 
winner square off for the first 
time in Haskell history. 


Surprisingly, the betting 
wasn’t even close between the 
classic winners. Lookin At 
Lucky hovered around even- 
money and went off as favorite 
at 6-5. Super Saver, who gave 
trainer Todd Pletcher his long- 
awaited Derby win, was fourth 
choice at 6.30-1. 

Sent off as second choice, 
at 2.80-1, was Trappe Shot. 
Also from the barn of 
McLaughlin, the Mill House 
colorbearer brought in a big 
reputation—that of future star. 

An $850,000 2-year-old at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
sale, the most expensive horse 
ever sold at pubhc auction in 
Maryland, Trappe Shot was 
undefeated in 2010 coming into 
the Haskell, having won his 
four races by a combined 29V2 
lengths. He recorded back-to- 
back Beyer speed figures of 
105—the highest by any runner 
in the field. And the Florida- 
bred son of Tapit had a win 
over the track, having drawn 
off to take the Long Branch 
Stakes, the local prep for the 
HaskeU, in July. 

As the field was sent on its 
way in the mile and an eighth 
race televised nationally on 
ABC, Lookin At Lucky broke 
like a Quarter Horse, getting a 
jump on the others. 

‘‘He has so much power 
when he breaks,” said Garcia, 
who guided the colt back off 
the runners eager to go on- 
First Dude and trainer Nick 
Zito’s rabbit. Our Dark Knight 
(who was in to help the pace 
closer Ice Box). 

Garcia eased Lookin At 
Lucky to the outside, about 
four-wide, with Trappe Shot 
quickly moving up to his flank. 

The imposing, frontrunning 
First Dude continued on his 
merry way. Getting a first quar¬ 
ter in :23.52, he posted even 
splits (making the half in :47.95 
and three-quarters in 1:12.51) 
while well in hand. Super Saver, 
ridden by Calvin Borel, winner 
of last year’s Haskell with 
Rachel Alexandra, was also in 
contention early. Lookin At 
Lucky and Trappe Shot, who 
slipped to the Preakness win¬ 
ner’s inside, loomed within 
striking distance. 

Garcia kept Lookin At 
Lucky to the outside, which 


didn’t concern Baffert in the 
least. “I knew we’d lose a little 
bit of ground, but that was 
the winning move,” said the 
trainer. 

“At the three-eighths pole, 
that’s when you know you’ve 
got a good horse because they’ll 
be pulling you,” Baffert added. 
“Martin was still sitting, but 
when he pushed the button, 
the horse really took off.” 

Lookin At Lucky quick¬ 
ly joined the leaders round¬ 
ing the far turn, pulling along 
Trappe Shot and the locally 
based gray, Afleet Again. Super 
Saver held his ground brief¬ 
ly, but within strides Lookin 
At Lucky was hitting a higher 
gear. Completing the distance 
in 1:49.83, Lookin At Lucky 
became the third consecutive 
horse to win the Preakness and 
Haskell. Big Brown began the 
streak in 2008. 

Trappe Shot finished well 
to place. “We were second to 


a top horse,” said McLaughlin. 
“We’re disappointed because 
we think an awful lot of this 
horse. But this race is the best 
of the best, and right now we’re 
in second place.” 

First Dude, who looked as 
if his early efforts had finished 
him off as the field entered the 
stretch-Ramon Domingue 2 
was throwing everything at 
him as they came around the 
turn—impressively resurged 
along the rail and got the show 
spot in a head bob over Super 
Saver. Afleet Again, who had 
made that strong move leav¬ 
ing the backstretch, finished a 
length and a half back in fifth, a 
length in front of Ice Box. 

“This was really a breakout 
race,” said Baffert of his colt, a 
consummate professional who 
handled every aspect of the day 
with aplomb. “He was quiet 
and calm in the paddock. He 
doesn’t fret. The good horses 
know they are special.” 
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Baffert’s record at Mon¬ 
mouth is also something spe¬ 
cial. Lookin At Lucky was the 
seventh horse Baffert has start¬ 
ed in the Haskell. To go with 
his four wins-he also sent out 
Point Given in 2001, War 
Emblem (2002) and Roman 
Ruler (2005)-he has two sec¬ 
onds and a third. 

‘TVe been coming here 
since 1997 when we ran Anet,” 
Baffert said. ‘Win, lose or draw, 
I know we’U have a great time 
at Monmouth.’’ The speedy 
Anet, who finished second his 
year to Belmont Stakes winner 
Touch Gold, was owned by 
Donald Dizney, also the owner 
of First Dude. 

With the $600,000 winner’s 
share of the purse, Lookin At 
Lucky increased his bankroll to 
$2,713,000, with eight wins, a 
second and a third from 11 
starts. A $475,000 Keeneland 
2-year-old sales horse bred by 
Gulf Coast Farms LLC in 
Kentucky, Lookin At Lucky is 
the second stakes winner out 
of his dam Private Feeling, a 
daughter of New Jersey-bred 
champion Belong to Me. He is 
a half-brother to Grade 2 Jim 
Dandy and Dwyer Stakes win¬ 
ner Kensei. 

Handle on the HaskeU set 
an all-time record of $4,463,736, 
and total handle on the 14-race 
card was $17,442,170-second- 
highest ever for a non-Breed- 
ers’ Cup program and just shy 
of the 2008 HaskeU mark of 
$17,642,955. 

This year’s Monmouth meet 
has a major sponsorship with 
IZOD, the clothing company 
making inroads in the sports 
world. IZOD combined two 
racing promotions on Haskell 
day, bringing in IZOD IndyCar 
and legendary driver Mario 
Andretti, who was to present 
the HaskeU trophy. But Andretti 
received an even greater honor, 
and the perfect photo opportu¬ 
nity, when he was handed the 
shank to lead Lookin At Lucky 
into the winner’s circle. 

‘We couldn’t have asked 
for a better day,” said Dennis 
R. Robinson, president and 
CEO of the New Jersey Sports 
& Exposition Authority. “Rac¬ 
ing, wagering and attendance, 
it was an across-the-board 
winner.” ^ 
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French invader 
dominates Grade 1 
United Nations Stakes 


Chinchon (Ire) brushes off top domestic rivals 
and becomes a millionaire

F or the first six weeks 
of the Monmouth Park 
meet, the turf course 
bore a strong resemblance 
to the Garden State Parkway. 
Extreme heat and humidity and 
a lack of rain left it hard and 
fast. Frontrunners monopo¬ 
lized the winner's circle. 

But track conditions did 
not dictate the outcome of the 
$750,000-guaranteed United 
Nations Stakes-Gl on July 3. 
In a field that included five 
Grade 1 winners, the French 
shipper Chinchon (Ire) became 
the sixth, as he closed from last 
at the top of the stretch with 
a rousingly explosive rally that 
left eight others in his wake. 

It did not matter that 
Chinchon took the widest trip 
of five into the final mrn. Or 
that he traded a sensible pace 
most of the way. With Garrett 
Gomez aboard, Chinchon won 
going away—by one and a half 
lengths —over Take the Points, 
the 5-2 favorite who looked 
like the winner at the eighth 
pole before Chinchon set sail. 


Winchester closed belatedly to 
nip Straight Story for third. 

‘d squeezed him a little at 
the quarter pole and started 
advancing up the inside; I didn’t 
want to have to swing widest 
for the drive,” said Gomez, a 
two-time Eclipse Award win¬ 
ner who moved his tack to 
Monmouth for this meet. ‘(Just 
after we turned for home I took 
him to the outside and he really 
exploded. He flew home.” 

The United Nations, spon¬ 
sored by Betfair/TVG, was a 
Breeders’ Cup ‘Win and You’re 
In” contest. Once a fixture of 
Atlantic City Race Course, the 
UN. is one of only two Grade 
1 races in New Jersey, the other 
being the HaskeU Invitational. 

The field was one of the 
deepest in recent years, even 
without Presious Passion, who 
did not bid for his unprece¬ 
dented third consecutive victo¬ 
ry after poor performances in 
Dubai and the local Monmouth 
Stakes-G3. Grade 1 winners 
Acclamation, the best Cahfornia 
had to offer. Take the Points 


and Winchester were in top 
form. Get Serious, 8-for-10 
over the course with several 
stakes wins, and Straight Story 
were serious local challengers. 

That Chinchon so domi¬ 
nated his competitors speaks 
to the unadorned American 
turf division. In Europe he 
was a multiple Group 3 winner 
and unlucky loser in Group 2 
races, including his last start, 
the Grand Prix de Chantilly 
on June 6, in which the rail 
never opened for him. But in 
several chances at the Group 
1 level he had shown himself a 
cut below the best of Europe. 
In one previous stateside trip, 
nearly a year ago, he finished 
fourth behind victorious Gio 
Ponti in Belmont’s Man o’ War 
Stakes-Gl. 

A pace duel was expected in 
the United Nations, held at 11 
furlongs with the rail set at the 
hedge. Get Serious had wired 
the field in the Monmouth 
Stakes and Acclamation had 
done the same at Hollywood 
Park in the Grade 1 Charles 


Whittingham and Grade 2 Jim 
Murray Handicaps. Straight 
Story was the quickest out of 
the gate, but Carlos Marquez Jr. 
allowed those other two horses 
to take over as they went into 
the stretch for the first time. 

Pablo Fragoso and Get 
Serious led the way through 
an opening half in :47.62 
and six furlongs in 1:12.71. 
Acclamation, with Christian 
Santiago Reyes, stayed within 
a length. The gray Take the 
Points settled in mid-pack on 
the outside. Gomez was con¬ 
tent to trail the field about eight 
lengths behind with Chinchon. 

The pace was not fast but 
still stern. At the top of the 
stretch. Get Serious found 
himself alone on the lead as 
Acclamation fizzled out. But 
the extra distance caught up 
with him. 

Straight Story took first aim, 
but Take the Points soon came 
to his outside and appeared as 
if he would grind his way past 
Straight Story for a narrow win. 
But behind them, Gomez gath- 
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ered up Chinchon after losing 
ground, and they closed from 
off the screen as if propelled 
by rocket fuel. Chinchon, the 
third betting choice, stormed 
past Take the Points to his 
outside and stopped the timer 
in 2:11.77. 

Chinchon, a 5-year-old son 
of Marju—Jarama, by Hector 
Protector, was bred by Zubieta 
Limited and campaigns for 
Dario Hinojosa's Darpat SL, 
breeder of last year's Metro- 
pohtan Handicap-Gl winner, 
Bribon (Fr). Chinchon is from 
the family of champions and 


prominent sires El Gran Senor 
and Try My Best. 

Carlos Laffon-Parias trains 
Chinchon, who recorded his 
fifth win in 19 career starts 
and brought his earnings to 
$1,005,200. 

‘d was pretty nervous half¬ 
way through the race with how 
slow the early pace was because 
I knew it would be tough for 
him to close," Laffon-Parias 
said. “This horse doesn't care 
about the type of ground he's 
running on, he just runs. He 
doesn't like to be in between 
horses, though." 


Laffon-Parias said Chinchon 
would be given a break in 
Europe after four races since 
late March. He said he would 
strongly consider the Breeders' 
Cup, in which case Chinchon 
would race once before that 
in Europe. Gio Ponti, who 
returned to the winner's circle 
in the Man o' War one week 
after the United Nations, might 
be his only legitimate domestic 
challenger. 

For Starlight Partners's Take 
the Points, it was another tough 
outcome. This winter he was 
disqualified from first in the 


Gulfstream Park Turf Handi- 
cap-Gl, then finished fifth in 
the Dubai Duty Free-Gl and 
a narrowly beaten fourth in the 
Manhattan Handicap-Gl. 

“The race set up perfectly 
for us," trainer Todd Pletcher 
said, adding, “In the stretch, 
he dehvered a good kick. 
Unfortunately, there was one 
with a little bit better kick." ^ 
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TOD MARKS

Sermon of Love 
shows virtue 
of patience 


S ome steeplechase horses 
just keep coming back 
around. 

Now 7, Sermon of Love was 
bred by noted Thoroughbred 
enthusiast Fitz Dixon, raced 
on the flat for trainers Dr. 
John Fisher and Tim Keefe, 
and competed over hurdles as 
a 3-year-old for Fisher’s son 
Jack. After Dixon died in 2006, 
many of his horses, including 
Sermon of Love, were sold at 
Keeneland the next year. Danny 
Pate signed the $62,000 ticket 
for Sermon of Love in the 
name of his Solitary Oak Farm 
and said he liked the horse’s 


breeding (Pulpit—Plenty of 
Sugar, by Ascot Knight), size 
and potential. Presented with 
an offer shortly thereafter, 
Pate re-sold Sermon of Love 
to steeplechase owner Calvin 
Houghland, who sent his pur¬ 
chase to Jonathan Sheppard. 

Already a winner of the 
Raymond Woolfe Memorial as 
a 3-year-old, Sermon of Love 
didn’t quite live up to his bill- 
ing-and lost his first 15 races 
for the new connections. He 
languished, he struggled, he 
looked lost while racing through 
two and a half seasons, mainly 
over jumps. 


In the summer of 2009, 
Sermon of Love finally put 
it together—winning an allow¬ 
ance hurdle in July, breaking 
his flat maiden at Saratoga in 
August and placing second in 
the Grade 1 New York Turf 
Writers Cup (also at Saratoga). 

Then he went back to the 
other side-losing six times 
(twice on the flat) to close 2009 
and open 2010. Sheppard, being 
Sheppard, tried one more thing 
and put bhnkers on Sermon of 
Love for a July 29 start in the 
Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
at Saratoga. 

Success. 

Now owned by longtime 
Sheppard chent and Penn¬ 
sylvania breeder Bill Pape 
(Houghland passed away last 
year). Sermon of Love charged 
through the stretch to catch 
Virginia Minstrel after the last 
fence and capmre the Kiser 
by a half length. Irishman 
Brian Crowley rode the win¬ 
ner, who returned $25 as the 
longest-priced of Sheppard’s 
three runners in the race. 
Virginia Minstrel held second 


with Italian Wedding third. The 
winner covered two and one- 
sixteenth miles in 3:49.56. 

‘‘He’s been disappoint¬ 
ing this year,” said Sheppard. 
“He’s quite a high-class horse. 
I don’t think he’s been doing 
his best. Maybe the blinkers, 
but I think the change in riders 
had as much to do with it—not 
that [regular jockey Danielle 
Hodsdon] had been doing any¬ 
thing wrong. I feel bad for her 
because she wanted to wait and 
run him in another race [at 
Saratoga].” 

Bhnkers were Hodsdon’s 
idea, though she would have 
preferred to not finish fourth 
on stablemate Nationbuilder. 
Crowley, a veteran of Enghsh 
and Irish jump racing who 
briefly rode first call for top 
trainer Venetia Wilhams, 
employs a more aggressive 
style than Hodsdon and the 
horse responded. 

“He traveled great for me 
and he jumped very well,” 
said Crowley, who rode his 
first American race early this 
year. “Turning down the back 
straight, they came around me 
and he picked up the bridle. On 
the turn I knew I had a lot of 
horse. All I wanted to do was 
get over the last. I knew if my 
horse had just a bit he could 
get there.” 

ALL CLASS AT 
COLONIAL DOWNS 

The lone steeplechase stakes 
at Colonial Downs in New 
Kent, Va., turned into a show¬ 
case for trainer Lilith Boucher’s 
budding star Class Bopper. 

The 5-year-old came into 
the race with three wins in four 
lifetime jump starts while also 
competing regularly on the flat. 
He exited the $50,000 David 
L. (Zeke) Ferguson Memorial 
Hurdle Stakes-NSA3 on July 11 
as a major player in the stakes 
division. 

Owned by Rodman Moor¬ 
head, the Virginia-bred went to 
the front at the start, set a con¬ 
trolled pace and scored by 10 
widening lengths. Class Bopper

Richard) needed 4:05,58 to 
complete two and a quarter 
miles. Dr. Bloomer held on for 
second with Dark Equation a 
late-running third. 

Boucher laughed at the way 
her 2010 plan came together, 
as Class Bopper got to the 
Ferguson off three starts on 
the flat and a freshening at 
Camden, S.C.—just the way she 
laid it out back in March. 

‘d said all spring we were 
going to do it and it happened,” 
she said, ‘dt doesn't always 
work that way. More like never. 
Are you kidding?” 

Boucher's plan began in 
April with a ninth behind multi¬ 
ple Grade 1 winner Winchester 
in a Keeneland allowance going 
long on the turf Next came 
Pimhco in May, where Class 
Bopper finished fourth at a 
mile. Just prior to the Ferguson, 
he was fifth in an allowance at 
Colonial on May 29. 

^‘He had a legitimate excuse 
each time, but you couldn't be 
real confident in his form,” 
said Boucher, ‘d sent him back 
to Camden, [S.C.], and gave 
him three weeks off We pulled 
his shoes and did nothing with 
him.” 

The break made a differ¬ 
ence. Class Bopper went back 
in light work as a steeplechase 
horse (Like a costume change) 
and aimed for the Ferguson. 
Boucher nearly opted for anoth¬ 
er flat race, but went jumping 
and caught a break when favor¬ 
ite and 2009 race winner Shp 
Away was scratched. 

Class Bopper was never 
seriously threatened in his first 
jump start since November, 
when he took the Aflac 
Supreme Novice Hurdle Stakes 
at Callaway Gardens, He built 
an early lead without being 
rank, showed no rust in his 
jumping, and won easily. 

“No one has really chal¬ 
lenged him,” said Richard 
Boucher a few days afterward. 
“Maybe they think they'll go 
get him after a mile but he 
keeps going. He just loves it. 
His ears are pricked and he's 


remarkable. I'm stiU smiling, 
still getting goose bumps.” 

Class Bopper raced for his 
breeder, longtime Boucher ch- 
ent Mede Cahaba Stable and 
Stud, through most of last year. 
The flashy chesmut son of Bop 
and the Class Secret mare Class 
Vim won the Raymond Woolfe 
Memorial as a 3-year-old in 
2008 and won twice on the 
flat and once over jumps in 
2009. His only loss came when 
he ducked off course while in 
front in the Gladstone Hurdle 
Stakes at Far HiUs in 2008. 

When Mignon Smith's 
Mede Cahaba scaled back its 
racing operation in late 2009, 
Moorhead bought Class 
Bopper. A Unionville, Pa,, resi¬ 
dent and longtime Boucher ch- 
ent, Moorhead mainly sticks to 
foxhunters, but campaigns the 
occasional race horse. 

“It was nice to do well with 
Mignon because she was so 
supportive of us, and it's nice 
to win for Rod too,” said Lihth 
Boucher. “He and his wife are 
so great and have been very 
good to us. I was trying too 
hard this spring and he helped 
me realize it and helped me 
make the right decisions,” 

The victory ended a flir¬ 
tation with the Ferguson for 
the Bouchers, who had three 
consecutive runners-up in the 
stakes: Class Vantage (2006 and 
'07) and Class Shadow (2008), 
Class Vantage is a half-brother 
to Class Bopper.

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I ill House’s Trappe Shot 
gained fame before ever 
reaching the race track. 
The chestnut son of Tapit 
became the most expensive 
horse ever sold at auction in 
Maryland when he brought 
$850,000 at the 2009 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic May 2-year-olds 
in training sale at Timonium. 

With many people following 
his moves throughout his early 
career, Trappe Shot rarely has 
disappointed, and on July 10 he 
got his first stakes win in the 
$175,000 Long Branch Stakes, 
the traditional local prep for the 
Haskell Invitational-Gl. With 
an instructive ride from Alan 
Garcia, Trappe Shot received 
a complete education that day: 
he recovered from an early 
stumble, rated in tight quar¬ 
ters, bravely pressed through 
an opening on the rail and, 
most of all, succeeded around 
two turns. 

The obstacles were plen¬ 
ty for a four-horse field. But 
Trappe Shot, who had cruised 
through three blowout victo¬ 
ries in maiden and allowance 
races, aced the assignment, his 
first stakes appearance. 

Turning for home, Trappe 
Shot rocketed along the inside 
and seized the lead in a matter 
of strides. His margin of victo¬ 
ry over Nacho Friend was two 
and a half lengths and he cov¬ 
ered the mile and a sixteenth on 
a fast track in 1:43.48. 

Before the race, Garcia told 
McLaughlin he didn’t want to 
be on die inside—not the place 
to be that afternoon-but that’s

exacdy where they wound up. 
Garcia, his regular rider, didn’t 
need to use his stick in four 
straight wins. 

‘T wish we didn’t have 
setbacks earher,” said trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin, ‘‘or you 
might have been reading about 
him on the first Saturday in 
May. We have time now going 
forward to show everyone how 
good he is.” 

McLaughlin has conserva¬ 
tively managed Trappe Shot, 
making him pass several condi¬ 
tions before the Long Branch. 
This was largely because Trappe 
Shot had so much trouble in his 
much-touted debut at Saratoga 
last year. McLaughlin stopped 
on him and sent him to Florida 
for the winter. He has since 
thrived. 

The colt’s promise has never 
been in doubt. Steve Young, 
a bloodstock agent and for¬ 


mer trainer, purchased the colt 
on behalf of Nicholas Brady, 
the former Secretary of the 
Treasury who races as Mill 
House. 

Trappe Shot (out of the 
prolific Private Account mare 
Shopping, dam of Grade 1 -win¬ 
ning mdhonaire Miss Shop) 
was initially not supposed to 
enter the sale. Jack Dreyfus, 
who bred and raced his horses 
as Hobeau Farm, always kept 
his homebreds. But after Drey¬ 
fus died, the colt was offered at 
auction as part of his dispersal. 

In the $250,000 Salvator 
Mile-G3 on July 3, the Phipps 
Stable homebred Gone Astray 
destroyed a small but conten¬ 
tious field of four other older 
horses. It was his first win in 
four starts this year, a valida¬ 
tion of blowout wins last year 
in the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Derbies (both Grade 2). 


With Corneho Velasquez 
aboard for trainer Shug 
McGaughey, Gone Astray, gen¬ 
erously sent away at 7.10-1, 
occupied his usual spot near 
the back of the field, though he 
was never more than three 
lengths behind. Le Grand Cru 
and Munnings set a leisurely 
pace, but they folded before 
the final turn. 

Duke of Mischief launched 
the first bid, but Gone Astray 
swept past him coming out of 
the turn. The winner cruised 
home five lengths in front. You 
and I Forever finished third. 
The final time was 1:38.02. 

Gone Astray, a 4-year-old 
Dixie Union colt out of the 
Mr. Prospector mare Ilhcit, 
earned an automatic berth in 
the Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile- 
Gl. The $150,000 winner’s 
share pushed his earnings to 
$1,065,262. 

Mrs. E. Paul Robsham’s 
Discreetly Mine ran admi¬ 
rably at longer distances ear¬ 
lier this year, winning the Risen 
I Star Stakes-G2 at Fair Grounds 
^ and finishing a close fourth in 
the Louisiana Derby-G2. But 
after a 13th-place finish in the 
Kentucky Derby, trainer Todd 
Pletcher has remrned the colt 
to sprints and he poses a dan¬ 
gerous commodity there. 

With John Velazquez up. 
Discreetly Mine closed strong¬ 
ly to win the $200,000 Jersey 
Shore Stakes-G3, a traditional 
July 4 fixture, by one and a 
quarter lengths. Out of Respect 
set the pace and held gamely 
for second. Safe Trip finished 
third. The winner covered six 
furlongs in 1:09.71. 

Discreetly Mine is a Mine- 
shaft homebred out of the 
Grade 1-winning mare Pretty 
Discreet, which makes him 
kin to two top stakes-winning 
sprinters, millionaire Discreet 
Cat and Pretty Wild. 

In the $150,000 Boihng 
Springs Stakes-G3 on June 26, 
Waterville Lake Stable’s Strike 
It Rich defeated a loaded field 
of nine other 3-year-old fillies. 
With Garrett Gomez aboard 
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Discreetly Mine, who failed to make his mark for trainer Todd Fletcher in 
the Kentucky Derby-G1, sprinted to victory in the Jersey Shore Stakes-G3. 


The top-class filly Maram outfinished Strike the Bell to win the Miss Liberty 
Stakes, while Eye of Taurus (#8) was a half length back in third. 


Taurus closed to finish third, a 
half-length back. 

Maram was risked for a 
$75,000 claiming tag while 
making her debut as a 2-year- 
old at Saratoga, but she has 
proved a gem for her connec¬ 


tions—owners Karen Woods 
and Saud bin Khaled and 
trainer Chad Brown, who have 
campaigned her throughout her 
career. She upset the inaugural 
running of die Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile Fillies Turf in 2008 at 


Santa Anita and has only once 
been out of the money in eight 
career starts-while finishing 
sixth, beaten three and a half 
lengths, in last year's Breeders' 
Cup Filly and Mare Turf-Gl. 

The Miss Liberty, her fourth 
career stakes win, raised her 
total earnings to $884,520. 

Edward P. Evans's 4-year- 
old homebred filly Malibu 
Prayer enhanced her black- 
type column with a four and 
a half-length victory in the 
Lighthouse Stakes on June 
26. The Todd Fletcher-trained 
daughter of Mahbu Moon had 
finished fifth, as favorite, in her 
only other start of the season, 
the Vagrancy Handicap-G2 at 
Belmont Park on May 29. 

Mahbu Prayer won two 
stakes last season, including 
the Grade 2 Chilukki, and fin¬ 
ished second in three others, 
including the Grade 1 Mother 
Goose. She is the third genera¬ 
tion of her family foaled and 
raised at Evans's Spring Hill 
Farm in Casanova, Va. The 
first foal from stakes winner 
Grand Prayer (by Grand Slam), 
Mahbu Prayer was the cham¬ 
pion Virginia-bred 3-year-old 
filly of 2009. 

The $100,000 Battlefield 
Stakes on July 10 was a tough 
assignment for Sunshine 
Rambler. The 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing finished sixth of eight, 
about four lengths behind the 
winner, Violon Sacre. Place 
and show finishers Banrock 
and Whatsthescript (Ire) are 
multiple stakes winners. 

But the meet has been a 
success for Sunshine Rambler 
J and his 66-year-old trainer, 
S Bill Croll, son of legendary 
I trainer Jimmy Croll. Previously, 
S Sunshine Rambler won an 
allowance and then finished 
second in another. With the 
Batde field, he gave CroU his 
first stakes appearance in 32 
years —since the 1978 Tyro 
Stakes. 

‘We beat Spectacular Bid 
that day," he said, “with a horse 
named Great Boone." Indeed, 
in the second division of the 


for trainer Christophe Clement, 
she got away with a comfort¬ 
able lead and set uncontested 
fractions. 

Canadian shipper Bay to 
Bay, the 19-10 favorite, closed 
from far behind to fall one and 
a quarter lengths short. Former 
California-based Triple Cream 
finished third. Strike It Rich 
covered a mile and a sixteenth 
over firm turf in 1:40.25. 

The Boding Springs was 
Strike It Rich's third win in a 
row—last out she captured the 
Lithe Sdver Stakes on May 30. 
Bred in Kentucky, the gray fiUy, 
by Unbhdled's Song out of the 
graded stakes-winning Dehere 
mare Belle of Perintown, 
fetched $350,000 at the 2008 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga yearling 
sale. 

In 2002, Wdd Snitch won the 
Sorority Stakes, then a Grade 
3, for breeder New Farm and 
trainer Ben Perkins Jr. On July 
25, her son Vengeful Wildcat 
gave Perkins a win in the 
$100,000 Tyro Stakes, the local 
prep for the Sapling S takes- 
G3, which is the colts/geldings 
counterpart of the Sorority. 

With Carlos Marque 2 Jr. 
aboard. Vengeful Wildcat 
cruised past Brother in Arms at 
the quarter pole and won by 
three and a half lengths. He 
covered five and a half furlongs 
over a sealed muddy track in 
1:04.59. First-time starter Chhs- 
riesborntorun finished third. 

New Farm's Vengeful 
Wildcat (by Vindication) is 
the best juvenile Perkins has 
unveiled in many years. He is 
the fourth of Wild Snitch's 
foals, all of whom are winners. 

The classy but lightly raced 
4-year-old filly Maram has 
been a force at Monmouth this 
season. After just missing in 
the Eatontown Stakes-G3 on 
May 31, the daughter of Sahm 
returned for a rallying victory 
in the Miss Liberty Stakes on 
July 4, scoring by a head over 
Strike the Bell. Ridden by Jose 
Le 2 cano, Maram stopped the 
timer in 1:41.56 for a mile and a 
sixteenth over firm turf. Eye of 
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Virginia-bred champion Maiibu Prayer, a third-generation homebred for 
Edward P. Evans, won the Lighthouse Stakes in her second start of the season.

was the most surprising-the 
Continental Mile Stakes in 
which he remrned $216.40- 
and ended a Sahara Desert-like 
drought for Thompson. 

‘T hate to admit this/’

Two Notch Road won the 
Continental Mile, I hadn’t won 
a turf race since 1984! 

‘‘It got so bad that every 
time I entered a horse in a turf 
race, my assistant and my entire 
crew would cringe,” he contin¬ 
ued.

Thompson owns Two 
Notch Road in parmership with 
his breeder, James Hackman, 
one of Thompson’s newer ch- 
ents. Hackman put Two Notch 
Road in the 2008 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale and Thompson had no 
competition for his bid of 
$2,500. Thompson then trad¬ 
ed Hackman a piece of Two 
Notch Road for a piece of a 
fiUy named Cristiane, who has 
yet to break her maiden. 

Two Notch Road gets his 
name from the road that runs 
next to the Aiken, S.C., training 
track, where Thompson spends 
his winters. ^

privately after observing him in 
two $30,000 claimers.

feated local grass record up to 
three. His maiden win last year 


COMPETITION 
IS MORE THAN 
A LITTLE WARM 
AT DELAWARE 
PARK

E dward P. Evans’s home¬ 
bred A Little Warm 
reheated his career while 
outclassing three rivals in an 
aUowance test on June 29. 

The 3-year-old Virginia-bred 
son of Stormin Fever broke 
his maiden at PhUadelphia Park 
in November, in his fourth 
start, and went on to win 
the $100,000 Spectacular Bid 
Stakes at Gulfstream Park on 
January 9 in his stakes debut, 
then finish second in both the 
$750,000 Louisiana Derby- 
G2 and $150,000 Hutcheson 
S takes-G2. 

But trainer Tony Dutrow 
was forced to back off on him 
when he developed a fever just 
before the Preakness in May. 


Looking back on it, Dutrow 
beheves the time off did the 
colt good. 

Under jockey John Velaz- 
que 2 , A Little Warm was never 
far behind pacesetter Miner’s 
Reserve in the mUe and a six¬ 
teenth race, taking command 
nearing the eighth pole and 
edging away to a two and 
one-quarter-length victory in 
1:43.60. The race had filled 
with 10 horses, but six were 
same-day scratches. 

Like virtuaUy all of Evans’s 
runners, A Little Warm boasts 
an impressive pedigree. His 
dam, Minidar, by Alydar, is a 
graded-winning daughter of 
champion and Group 1 winner 
MinstreUa (by The Minstrel). 


The Delaware win was the 
perfect tightener for A Little 
Warm’s next start, a victory in 
Saratoga’s Jim Dandy S takes- 
G2 on July 31 (see stakes write¬ 
up on page 67). 

Two well-connected and 
expensive auction horses con¬ 
tested a six-furlong maiden 
special weight on July 12, with 
victory going to GP Winclar’s 
Delong Road, a 3-year-old 
son of Storm Cat out of mil- 
Uonairess and Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Tates Creek. Delong Road 
sold for $100,000 as a 2-year- 
old from the Overbrook Farm 
dispersal at the Keeneland 
November sale. 

Trained by D. Wayne Lukas, 
Delong Road was dismissed 
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RACHEL ALEXANDRA DELIGHTS 
HER MANY FANS AT MONMOUTH 


M onmouth Park’s super 
season was amplified by 
superstar Rachel Alex¬ 
andra, who turned out on an 
oppressively hot day for the 
5400,000 Lady’s Secret Stakes 
on July 24. The queen of the 
East didn’t disappoint, gallop¬ 
ing home under a vigorous 
hand ride to the dehght of her 
fans. 

Track management bent 
over backward to lure Stone- 
street Stables and Harold 
McCormick’s 2009 Haskell 
Invitational-Gl winner and 
Horse of the Year, upping 
the Lady’s Secret purse a cool 
5250,000, moving the date one 
week and one day earher—it 
had originally been scheduled 
on the Haskell undercard-and 
lengthening the distance by a 
sixteenth of a mile. The Lady’s 
Secret (named for the 1986 
Horse of the Year) became 
the perfect launching pad for 
Rachel Alexandra’s fall season. 

The only ghtch was the 
weather. Last year, torrential 
rain played havoc with the 
Haskell race card, but had no 
effect on the Steve Asmussen- 
trained fiUy as she demohshed 
the colts. On the day of the 
Lady’s Secret, Delaware Park 
and Philadelphia Park cancelled 
racing due to the conditions, 
but Monmouth moved full 
speed ahead, even as the heat 
index (temperature and humid¬ 
ity) hovered around a wilting 
105 degrees. 

Fortunately, a consistent 
breeze provided some relief, 
and the card was strongly sup¬ 
ported throughout the day. 
When the final figures were tal¬ 
ked, wagering on the 12 races 
totaled 511,421,794, a new 
record for Monmouth Park 
outside of a Breeders’ Cup or 
Haskell Day. For this year’s 
record meet, it surpassed the 
previous mark of 59,787,620

set on Grade 1 United Nations 
Day on July 3. 

The approximately 13,000 
fans who braved the heat were 
treated to Rachel Alexandra 
tee-shirts and the chance to see 
the star up close. 

With her entourage in tow, 
the dark bay 4-year-old filly 
calmly strolled into the pad- 
dock. Once saddled and with 
regular rider Calvin Borel 
aboard, Rachel Alexandra and 
her six rivals made three trips 
around Monmouth’s shady 
paddock. Fkcking her ears and 
roUing her eyes to get a look at 
the fans crowding the paddock 
fence and using every means 
possible to snap her image, 
Rachel Alexandra had her game 
face on as she headed out to 
the track. 


By the time the horses 
entered the gate for the mile 
and an eighth contest, Rachel 
Alexandra, giving five pounds 
to each of her six rivals, was bet 
down to 1 -9 and had more than 
51 milkon riding on her in the 
show pool (51,234,515 of the 
total pool of 51,300,465 was 
bet on her). The only other 
runner given much of a chance 
was Queen Martha, formerly 
based in England and second in 
her U.S. debut at Monmouth 
Park in her previous start. The 
Rahy fiky went off at 8-1. 

A number of frontrunners 
were entered in the race, so it 
was not surprising to see Queen 
Martha and Stage Trick (third 
choice at 12-1) sent to the front 
as Rachel Alexandra bided her 
time while stalking on the out¬ 


side. Fractions were modest as 
the field began to string out, 
and Rachel Alexandra moved 
up alongside Queen Martha 
after three-quarters in 1:12.30. 

Looking as if she could take 
control at any time, Rachel 
Alexandra made a move to the 
lead around the far turn, but 
Queen Martha had a bit more 
fight in her and gave the cham¬ 
pion resistance at the top of 
the stretch. Handled confident¬ 
ly by Borel, Rachel Alexandra 
pulled away to a final winning 
margin of three lengths. Queen 
Martha was easily second best. 
It was another seven and three- 
quarters lengths back to Ask 
the Moon. Fabulous Babe, fil¬ 
ing in last, was more than 63 
lengths behind the winner in 
the strung-out field. 

In posting her 13th win 
(11th stakes win) from 18 career 
starts, Rachel Alexandra boost¬ 
ed her career earnings to 
53,446,730. 

While the winning margin 
wasn’t what has come to be 
expected of Rachel Alexandra, 
Asmussenwas content with the 
effort. 

‘T love where her mind 
is —she was very relaxed,” said 
the trainer. 

The Kentucky-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Medagka d’Oro out of 
the Roar mare Lotta Kim post¬ 
ed a Beyer speed figure of 105 
for the race, run in a time of 
1:49.78. 

Co-owner Jess Jackson 
wasn’t in attendance, his wife, 
Barbara Banke, noting that the 
heat kept him home in 
Cakfornia. But the heat didn’t 
stop Asmussen from signing 
dozens of autographs fokow- 
ing the trophy presentation. 
After all, it was a celebration to 
be savored by all those who 
love a superstar.

But Lukas, who 
has trained many of Storm 
Cabs top offspring, including 
the hkes of Cat Thief, Tabasco 
Cat, High Yield and Hennessy, 
got Delong Road ready for a 
top effort. 

Delong Road zipped to the 
lead at the break under jockey 
Gabriel Saez and increased his 
advantage at every pole. Never 
seriously threatened down the 
stretch, he flashed under the 
wire 10 lengths in front of first- 
time starter and 20-1 longshot 
Unto Caesar in 1:10.13. 

Todd Pletcher-ttained first- 
time starter Bank Heist (by 
Maria’s Mon), a $900,000 
Keeneland September yearling 
who is a half-brother to cham¬ 
pion sprinter Midnight Lute, 
finished next-to-last as 1-2 
favorite. 

Dark HoUow Racing Part¬ 
nership’s 2-year-old tiUy Dream 
added to Malibu Moon’s grow¬ 
ing reputation as one of the 
elite sires in the country when 
she debuted with a bang on July 
20 in a maiden special weight 
race at five and a half furlongs. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Dark Hollow Farm (David 
and Jo Ann Hayden), Arnold 
Davidov, Alice Wolf, Dorsey 
Brown and David Schwaber, 
Dream was dispatched as the 
favorite in a field of seven 


juvenile tiUies and ran true to 
her odds, barreling to the lead 
under jockey Anna Napravnik 
and never looking back. The 
Equibase chart foomote stated 
that Dream ^‘drew off smartly” 
in midstretch, and she won 
with little urging by nearly five 
lengths in 1:04.89. 

Trained by Rodney Jenkins, 
Dream is the second foal from 
the Stravinsky mare Dream Out 
Loud, who was purchased by 
Dark Hollow in foal to Gone 
West at the 2006 Keeneland 
November sale for $315,000. 

“From the day she was 
foaled, she was a farm favor¬ 
ite,” said David Hayden of the 
2-year-old who is hving up to 
her name. “She definitely had 
an A-plus-plus personahty even 
as a young horse. Everyone that 
has touched her-from when 
she was sent to be Delaware 
Certified, to when she was 
broken, to when she arrived 
at Rodney’s barn, has been 
impressed with her.” 

Hayden said that while he 
and Jo Ann are thrilled about 
Dream’s sensational debut, 
they are equally happy for the 
people in the Dark Hollow 
Racing Parmership. 

“For them, it’s the first 
horse that they’ve ever bred 
with us,” he said. ‘Wou would 
have thought Dream had just 
won a Grade 1 race, that’s how 
excited they were. And to us. 


they’re more than just parmers 
. . . they’re friends.” 

Hayden said that Dream 
is one of three Malibu Moon 
offspring foaled at their Dark 
Hollow Farm in Upperco, Md., 
in 2008. Another filly, named 
Over the Moon, is out of 
the Clever Trick mare Clever 
Phrase, and is thus a half-sis¬ 
ter to Grade 2 winner Ready’s 
Image. 

Dark Hollow also bred a 
2-year-old Malibu Moon colt 
named Maestro from the 
Unbridled mare Kinhn, who 
is a half-sister to multiple 
graded stakes winner Dubleo. 
Kinlin’s dam. Secret Red (by 
Secretariat), is a half-sister to 
champion sprinter and success¬ 
ful sire Rubiano. 

Maestro was consigned to 
lastyear’s Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, where Jerry and 
Ann Moss, owners of unde¬ 
feated champion Zenyatta, pur¬ 
chased him for $400,000. He is 
currently based in California. 

Trainer Steve Asmussen 
gave jockey Anna Napravnik 
a leg up on Turtle Bird Stable’s 
Poppa’s Pick in a six-fur- 
long allowance on July 12. 
Dispatched as the favorite in 
the field of eight, the 5-year- 
old gelding pressed the pace 
from the start, then ran down 
leader Cabaret Cowboy in deep 
stretch to post a head victory in 
a swift 1:09.59. 

Poppa’s Pick passed through 
the ring twice at Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company auctions, sell¬ 
ing for $60,000 as a yearling 
at the 2006 August sale, and 
bringing $200,000 at the 2007 
March sale. 

He has Mid-Atlantic ties 
through his sire. Formal Dinner, 
who was moved to Mountain 
Springs Farm in Shartlesville, 
Pa., for the 2010 season, hav¬ 
ing previously stood in Florida. 
Out of the Woodman mare 
Arctic Interlude, Poppa’s Pick 
is a half-brother to s takes- 
placed Arctic Sand, Tabacchi 
and Thunderacchi. He has a 
lifetime record of three wins 
from 12 starts, and $115,987. 



Dalamar became the first 
winner for freshman sire Henny 
Hughes when he set every frac¬ 
tion to break his maiden by 
two lengths under jockey Justin 
Shepherd on July 21. 

Racing as a homebred for 
Gulf Coast Farms, Dalamar 
covered five furlongs in :59.20. 
He is the first starter out of the 
unraced Deputy Minister mare 
Dutchess Mojo, whose own 
dam. Blissful, is a full sister 
to Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
and sire Fusaichi Pegasus. 

Trained by W. Bret Calhoun, 
Dalamar is one of 100 juve¬ 
niles in the first crop of Henny 
Hughes, a multiple Grade 1- 
winning sprinter standing at 
Darley in Kentucky. 

Due to 100-degree heat, 
jockeys decided not to fin¬ 
ish the card on July 6 after 
two races had already been 
completed. The cancellation 
caught Delaware Park’s man¬ 
agement by surprise. 

“We have some proce¬ 
dures we expect to be followed 
whenever it comes to safety 
issues, and they weren’t fol¬ 
lowed,” said executive director 
of racing John Mooney. “This 
is the kind of thing that hap¬ 
pens when everyone doesn’t 
work together.” 

Mooney said a meeting was 
held that morning prior to the 
first race, and horsemen and 
jockeys agreed to go on with 
the card despite the heat. 

But after the second race, 
several riders persuaded the rest 
of the jockey colony to aban¬ 
don the remainder of the card. 
Robert Colton, president of the 
Delaware Jockeys Association, 
was not at the track that day to 
help mediate the situation with 
management. 

After the July 6 card was can¬ 
celed, Mooney also scrapped 
the next day’s card because he 
said he did not have a commit¬ 
ment from the riders for the 
entire program. The track also 
cancelled the program of July 
24 because of extremely 
temperatures. 
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DELAWARE PARK SETS 
THE STAGE FOR STAR PERFORMERS 



T WO top-flight performers 
shipped in to compete in 
Delaware Park’s duo of 
premiere events, the $750,000 
Delaware Handleap-G2 and 
$250,000 Delaware Oaks- 
G2, and each came away with 
an impressive victory 

Headlining the Delaware 
Handicap, a mile and a quar¬ 
ter test for 3-year-olds and 
up, was Cynthia DeBartolo’s 
Life At Ten, who was com¬ 
ing off a smashing victory in 
the Grade 1 Ogden Phipps 
Handicap at Belmont Park. 

The Delaware Oaks, at 
a mile and a sixteenth for 
3-year-old fillies, was topped 
by Kentucky Oaks-Gl win¬ 
ner Blind Luck. 

This year, for the first 
time in nearly two decades, 
Delaware Park management 
decided to split up its Festival 
of Racing, traditionally con¬ 
ducted on the same weekend 
in late July. 

Due in part to Delaware 
ehminating Sunday pro¬ 
grams in 2010, the Delaware 
Handicap was run on July 
17, with the Oaks preceding 
it on July 10. Each event was 
complemented by two stakes 
on the undercard. 

The Delaware Handicap 
traditionally attracts a large 
field. But this year only six 
names were dropped in the 
entry box. In addition to Todd 
Pletcher-trained Life At Ten, 
they consisted of Team Valor 
International’s Miss Singhsix 
(Jre), who had won the Obeah 
Handicap-G3, the traditional 
prep for the Del ’Cap, on 
June 12; Funny Moon, third 
behind Life At Ten in the 
Phipps; Milwaukee Appeal, 
a Canadian-based 4-year- 
old filly who won last year’s 


Woodbine Oaks; Lael Stable’s 
Miss Match (Arg), a Group 
1 winner in Argentina before 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson 
purchased her and turned her 
over to trainer Michael Mat 2 ; 
and Graham Motion trainee 
Million Seller, who was try¬ 
ing graded stakes competi¬ 
tion after an allowance win at 
Monmouth Park in June. 

Life At Ten was installed 
the heavy favorite under John 
Vela2que2, who piloted her in 
the Phipps. She carried top 
weight of 122 pounds, giv¬ 
ing one to seven pounds to 
each of her rivals, and was 
riding a five-race win streak 
that began on November 15 in 
a conditional allowance race at 
Aqueduct. 


The 5-year-old Life At Ten 
started her career in Cahfornia 
on synthetic surfaces, but failed 
to win except for her maiden- 
breaker. After she came to 
Pletcher’s New York base, and 
started to stretch out on the 
dirt, she became a different 
filly. Her winning skein prior 
to the Delaware Handicap 
included the Snit Stakes at 
Aqueduct in December, Rare 
Treat at Aqueduct in February, 
Sixty Sails Handicap-G3 at 
Hawthorne in April, and the 
successful leap to Grade 1 
company in the Phipps. 

In the Delaware Handicap, 
Vela 2 que 2 put the big chestnut 
mare right on the lead after 
she broke in slightly at the 
start. Once straightened away. 


she led the field into the first 
turn and down the backstretch 
while moving at a moderate 
pace, setting early fractions of 
:24.98 and :49.75. She extend¬ 
ed her lead over longshot Miss 
Match to a length and a half 
after three-quarters of a mile 
in 1:14.01. Then Vela 2 que 2 
let her out a notch, and she 
responded by quickening and 
coming out of the turn with a 
full head of steam. 

Despite the heat and 
humidity. Life At Ten showed 
no signs of fatigue as she 
kicked away from both Miss 
Singhsix and Funny Moon, 
who had each launched a wide 
rally, as well as Milwaukee 
Appeal, who also was moving 
well but then flattened out in 
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midstretch. Nearing the eighth 
pole, Vela 2 que 2 swatted Life 
At Ten’s left flank a few times 
to keep her focused, and she 
came home three lengths bet¬ 
ter than Miss Singhsix, with 
Funny Moon two and three- 
quarters lengths back in third, 
in 2:03.21. 

The first and third finishers 
are both daughters of Malibu 
Moon, an A.P. Indy son who 
launched his career at Country 
Life Farm in Maryland before 
moving to Kentucky, where he 
has established himself as one 
of the nation’s leading sires. 

Life At Ten earned $450,000 
to increase her hfetime earn¬ 
ings to $909,267. Bred by 
Nickelback Farm in Kentucky, 
she is out of the Rahy mare 
Rahrahsixboombah, who has 
since been exported to Peru. 

The richest event on the 
Del ’Cap undercard was the 
$200,000 Robert G. Dick 
Memorial Handicap-G3, a 
mile and three-eighths test for 
fillies and mares on the turf. The 
winner was Juddmonte Farms’s 
homebred Treat Gently (GB), 
who defeated Grade 1 winner 
Go 22 ip Girl and eight other 
rivals in an exciting finish under 
jockey John Vela 2 que 2 . 

A four and a half-length 
winner of the Sheepshead 
Bay Handicap-G2 at Belmont 
in her last start. Treat Gently 
settled in fourth position in 
the Dick Memorial, covered 
up behind Ainamaa, A She’s 
Adorable and Go 22 ip Girl. 
Vela 2 que 2 patiently waited with 
her until the far turn, when 
he eased her off the rail, and 
then with a remarkable burst 
of speed she powered past the 
frontrunners and exploded to a 
length and a quarter win over A 
She’s Adorable, with Ainamaa 
third and Go 22 ip Girl fourth, 
in 2:19.02 on firm turf 

“It was a good perfor¬ 
mance,” said winning trainer 
Bill Mott. “She rated well and 
she did what [Vela 2 que 2 ] asked 
her to do. She’s had a tendency 
to jump into the bridle early 


and been a little rank. But she’s 
actually settled very nicely her 
last two races and she’s been 
very kind.” 

The Dick Memorial was 
the third stakes win for 5-year- 
old Treat Gently. Two years 
ago, the daughter of Cape 
Cross (Ire) won the Prix de 
Malleret-G2 in France and was 
Group 1-placed. Her dam, the 
English-bred Kid Gloves, by 
In the Wings (GB), is a half- 
sister to the great producer 
Hasih (Ire), dam of champi¬ 
ons Banks HiU (Ire), Champs 
Ely sees (GB), Intercontinental 
(GB) and Dansih (GB) and 
Grade 1 winners Cacique (Ire) 
and Heat Ha 2 e (GB). From 14 
starts. Treat Gently has earned 
$530,999. 

Also on July 17, Turtle Bird 
Stable’s Sir Whimsey looped the 
field at the head of the stretch 
and drove to a two-length vic¬ 
tory in the $100,000 R.RM. 
Carpenter Jr. Memorial 
Stakes, defeating four rivals, 
including Robert LaPenta’s 
Our Edge, winner of last year’s 
Barbaro Stakes-G3. 

A 6-year-old son of Jump 
Start bred by Chance Farm in 


Virginia, Sir Whim sey is trained 
by Steve Asmussen and was 
ridden by Alan Garcia. The 
dark bay horse lagged in fifth 
position through the first half- 
mile of the mile and a sixteenth 
race, but responded well when 
asked by his rider. 

“I saw there was a lot of 
speed in the race, so I decided 
to take him back early,” said 
Garcia. “I asked him to run 
and I knew he could get the 
job done.” 

Sir Whim sey rolled past 
his rivals in deep stretch to 
stop the clock in 1:43.09, with 
Edgewater second and Alma 
d’Oro third. Our Edge, who 
was the pacesetter until the far 
turn, faded to fourth. 

It was the first time Garcia 
had ridden Sir Whim sey; 
when asked if he’d gotten any 
instructions from Asmussen, 
Garcia said, “He told me ‘Good 
luck!”’ 

Sir Whim sey earned $60,000 
for the Carpenter victory, boost¬ 
ing his bankroll to $504,533. 
Two years ago, as a 4-year-old, 
he captured the Gulfstream 
Park Handicap-G2. 


Total handle on the 12-race 
Delaware Handicap card 
was $2,650,688. Last year, 
$2,565,549 was wagered, also 
on 12 races.

To those who watched the 
stretch drive of the Delaware 
Oaks, it did not appear as 
though DeDomenico et al.’s 
Bhnd Luck had enough ground 
left to get past a smbborn 
Havre de Grace. But as she 
has done several times in her 
12-race career, the daughter 
of Pollard’s Vision somehow 
managed to stick her nose in 
front at the wire-although it 
took the photo-finish camera 
to determine the winner. 

Over a shck, sloppy track, 
Bhnd Luck showed true grit 
and class in running down Fox 
HiU Farms’s Havre de Grace in 
1:43.34. She earned $150,000 
under jockey Joel Rosario. 

“Wow, it was so close,” said 
Rosario. “She broke a httle slow 
and then it was a matter of 
getting her acclimated to the 
track. Past the three-eighths 
pole I was able to get her a 
little closer. I wanted to stay 
back inside, but decided I had

to take my time and get her a 
little bit wider. I wasn't sure 
we had won, but after the fin¬ 
ish fine Jeremy [Rose, aboard 
Havre de Grace] looked over 
and said I had won, and con¬ 
gratulated me." 

“Good horses just find a 
way to get there. Fm just grate¬ 
ful to have a filly this talented 
and tough," said trainer Jerry 
HoUendorfer. “Fll admit com¬ 
ing into the stretch I didn’t 
know if she could get this 
one." 

Bhnd Luck has won six 
stakes and placed in four oth¬ 
ers, every single one of them 
graded. Bred by Fairlawn Farm 
from the Best of Luck mare 
Lucky One, the Kentucky-bred 
has earned $1,578,712. 

Also on the Delaware 
Oaks undercard, seven 3-year- 
olds went to the post for the 
mile and a sixteenth $100,000 
Barbaro Stakes, named in 
honor of the late Kenmcky 
Derby winner who broke his 
maiden at Delaware Park. The 
winner was Brereton Jones and 
Timothy Thornton’s home¬ 
bred Trickmeister, who led all 
the way in the slop to win 
in 1:45.32 by one and a half 
lengths over Not Abroad, with 
CoUzeo finishing third. 

It was the third lifetime start 
and third win for Trickmeister, 
a son of Proud Citizen trained 


by Cindy Jones. He has earned 
$106,200 for his connections. 

In the $100,000 Sussex 
Stakes, originally scheduled for 
the turf and run on a sloppy 
main track, seven scratches 
took the field down to four 
starters, but one was Lael 
Stable’s Nicanor, the 4-year- 
old full brother to Barbaro. 
Nicanor, however, could do no 
better than third after leading 
nearly the entire distance and 
fading near the eighth pole, 
succumbing to the relentless 
stretch drive of Pickapocket. 

Ridden by Brian Hernandez, 
Jr. for trainer Steve MargoHs, 
Pickapocket won the Sussex by 
one and three-quarters lengths 
over Bullsbay, with Nicanor a 
head back in third. He covered 
the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:45.69. 

Pickapocket is a 6-year-old 
son of Mecke—^Lady Cerise, 
by Honor Grades. He was bred 
by his owner, Martin Cherry, in 
Florida, and has won six of 29 
starts and $369,689. 

Total handle on the 11-race 
Delaware Oaks card was down 
38 percent from 2009. This 
year, $1,429,401 was bet both 
on-track and via simulcast out¬ 
lets; last year, $2,313,699 was 
wagered on a 10-race card.

S ix shippers set their 
sights on the $250,000 
Greenwood CupBreeders’ 
Cup Stakes on July 17, a ‘Win 
and You’re In” race for the $1 
million Breeders’ Cup Mara- 
thon-G3 at Churchill Downs 
on November 5. Despite fierce 
heat and high humidity, it was a 
ding-dong fight to the finish of 
the mile and a half event. 

When the dust settled, 
Don L. Benge’s A. U. Miner 
emerged victorious under jock¬ 
ey Frankie Pennington, having 
gutted out a neck decision over 
last year’s Greenwood Cup win¬ 
ner, Alcomo (Brz), with Jade’s 
Revenge three and a quarter 
lengths back in third. 

Alcomo, who was sent 
off as the 8-5 favorite under 
Corneho Velasque 2 , trailed 
leader Gabriel’s HiU for much 
of the distance, through splits 
of :50.12, 1:14.46 and 1:39.19. 
Alcomo took over at the top 
of the stretch and looked to 
be on his way to his second 
consecutive victory in the race, 
but could not hold off the 
onrushing A. U. Miner, who 
was bearing down hard with a 
wide rally A. U. Miner got the 
lead in the shadow of the wire 
and rewarded his backers with 
a 14-1 payoff. 

A. U. Miner, a 5-year-old 
son of Mineshaft out of The 
Watcher mare Clerical Etoile 
(Arg), was bred in Kentucky 
by Ten Broeck Farm Inc. In 
getting his first stakes win, the 
Clark Hanna trainee covered 
the distance in 2:29.97, just .07 
seconds off of Evening Attire’s 
2008 track record.

A. U. Miner came into the 
race off of a seventh-place fin¬ 
ish in the Grade 1 Stephen 
Foster Handicap at Churchill 
Downs on June 12. He has a 
record of four wins from 19 
starts, for earnings of $273,175. 

Desert Party—a colt who 
last year carried his owner 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid 
al Maktoum’s hopes in the 
Kentucky Derby—soundly 
defeated five rivals in the sev¬ 
en-furlong $200,000 Donald 
LeVine Memorial Handicap on 
June 26. 

Carrying the colors of the 
Dubai ruler’s Godolphin Racing 
LLC, Desert Party drew off to 
defeat Uncle Gidge by three 
and a half lengths in 1:22.04, 
with Mannington one and a 
quarter lengths back in third. 


Purchased by Godolphin 
for $2.1 million as a 2-year-old 
in training at the Fasig-Tipton 
Florida February sale. Desert 
Party flashed early talent as a 
juvenile, winning Saratoga’s 
Grade 2 Sanford Stakes by 
daylight, with Vineyard Haven 
third. He prepped in Dubai 
for the run for the roses, win¬ 
ning the U.A.E. Two Thousand 
Guineas-G3 and finishing sec¬ 
ond in the U.A.E. Derby-G2. 

The Kenmcky Derby was a 
disappointment-Desert Party 
finished 14th of 19 in the race 
won by Mine That Bird. 

But Desert Party has so far 
earned $928,467 over three sea¬ 
sons of competition with train¬ 
er Saeed bin Suroor. Earlier this 
year, he captured the Mahab Al 
Shimaal-G3 in Dubai. 


From 10 hfetime starts. 
Desert Party has won six times 
and placed once. 

A son of Street Cry (Jre), 
Desert Party has Mid-Atlantic 
connections through his female 
family, his dam. Sage Cat (by 
Tabasco Cat), having been 
bred in Kentucky by Virginian 
David Reynolds. His second 
dam. Lady Sage, a Maryland- 
bred by once-leading Maryland 
sire Lord Gaylord, campaigned 
as a homebred for Reynolds, 
her two stakes placings includ¬ 
ing a third in the Maryland 
Million Oaks. 

On July 5, a small but talent¬ 
ed field of six distaffers took 
to the mrf for the $200,000 
Dr. James Penny Memorial 
Handicap, a mile and a six¬ 
teenth event named in honor 
of the late state veterinarian at 
Philadelphia Park. 

Capturing the Penny 
Memorial by three lengths 
was Farnsworth Stables LLC’s 
Cherokee Queen, trained by 
Martin Wolfs on and ridden by 
g JuHen Leparoux, who had just 
5 returned to the saddle after an 
I injury suffered in mid-May. 
s The 5-year-old daughter 
of Cherokee Run shipped up 
from her Florida base to win 
easily and earn the first-place 
check of $120,000. New York 
invader Chestoria, trained by 
BiUy Badgett, was second, while 
Quiet Meadow was third. 

It was the sixth lifetime win 
from 21 starts for Cherokee 
Queen, and her third in a stakes 
race. Last year, she captured the 
Possibly Perfect Stakes, and in 
May she won the Hollywood 
Wildcat Stakes at Calder, her 
home track. She upped her 
earnings to $354,942. 

A pair of $75,000 stakes for 
Pennsylvania-breds highlighted 
the card on July 3 —the Peppy 
Addy for 3-year-olds, and 
Caught in the Rain for 3-year- 
old fillies. Both were contested 
at seven furlongs. 

In the Peppy Addy, trainer 
Tim Ritchey kept it all in the 
family, saddling his own home- 
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Outlaw Dancer’s win in the Caught in the Rain Stakes was yet another coup 
for Pennsylvania’s leading Breeding Fund recipients, the Houghton family. 


Alex’s Vision won the Peppy Addy Stakes for Tim Ritchey, who trained 
both his sire, champion Afleet Alex, and stakes-winning dam. Urban Dancer. 


bred Alex’s Vision to a four 
and a quarter-length victory. 

Alex's Vision stopped the 
timer in 1:22.41 over a fast 
track, with Punish second and 
Golddigger's Boy third. He was 
ridden by Jose Caraballo. 

The up-and-coming colt is 
by Afleet Alex, whom Ritchey 
trained to a championship 
career that saw him win both 
the Grade 1 Preakness Stakes 
and Belmont Stakes and earn 
$2,765,800. Ritchey also bred, 
owned and trained Alex's 
Vision's dam, the Citidancer 
mare Urban Dancer, who cap¬ 
tured four stakes during her 
career, earning $300,935. 

Alex's Vision, who finished 
third in the Danzig Stakes at 
Penn National on May 28, has 
won or placed in four of six 
hfetime starts, earning $79,220. 


Since foahng Alex's Vision 
in 2007, Urban Dancer has 
produced three more foals by 
Afleet Alex—a 2-year-old filly 
named Alex's Legacy, who has 
yet to race, a yearhng colt and 
weanling fiUy. 

The Syknar Farm of Ronnie 
and Betsy Houghton, located 
in Christiana, Pa., has produced 
many fine runners through the 
years. The most recent stakes 
winner to call Syknar home is 
Outlaw Dancer, a daughter of 
Bowman's Band who scored a 
four and three-quarter-length 
victory in the Caught in the 
Rain, defeating LovabuU Me 
and Ms. Moscow, and complet¬ 
ing the distance in 1:23.92 under 
jockey Rodrigo Madrigal Jr. 

Bred by Betsy Houghton, 
and trained by the couple's 
son, Bernie Houghton, Outlaw 


Dancer has a nearly perfect 
record of three starts and two 
wins, with one second, and 
earnings of $69,800. 

Outlaw Dancer's dam, the It's 
Freezing mare Enchancement, 
was bred by Harbor View Farm 
in Florida and won more than 
$100,000 in her career. Her sec¬ 
ond foal, Jersey Gia (by Carr de 
Naskra), is a stakes winner and 
earner of $357,524. 

Since Oudaw Dancer, 
Enchancement has produced 
Friendship Bay, an unraced 
2-year-old filly by Dance With 
Ravens, and a 2010 colt by 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2 winner 
Love of Money. 

When Joe Bagadonuts 
captured the ninth race on July 
10, one of the happiest people 
to celebrate the colt's half- 
length triumph was his breeder, 
Richard Sim off. In his previous 
start on May 3, the 4-year- 
old son of Mr. Sinatra had 
been disquakfied from first to 
sixth for interference, costing 
Sim off a lucrative award from 
the Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund. 

Sim off comes from a family 
that has been heavily involved 
in racing. His father, Abram 
Simoff, was an owner/breed¬ 
er who trained Leo's Pisces 
to a $110 upset in the 1973 
Louisiana Derby-G2. The elder 
Simoff maintained a farm in 
Bedminister, N.J. Simoff's 
brother Andrew, a trainer, 
also operates Simoff Horse 
Transportation and kves near 
West Grove, Pa. 

Richard Simoff owns and 
operates Twin Ponds Farm in 
Oxford, Pa. He recently shifted 
the focus of the farm from a 


racing to a training operation, 
with an emphasis on getting 
young horses ready to com¬ 
pete. 

Joe Bagadonuts, named after 
a fictional mobster, accord¬ 
ing to Simoff, is out of the 
Smarten mare Wrinkled Brow. 
A June 15 foal, he has capmred 
two of nine starts, and placed 
in three others, for total earn¬ 
ings of $69,482. He's trained by 
Frank PoUara and is co-owned 
by Parapet Stable and Barbara 
Geraghty. 

Trainer Juan Carlos Guer¬ 
rero was the talk of the back- 
stretch on July 17 —the day he 
won with aU five horses he 
entered on the 10-race card. 

Guerrero's quintet of win¬ 
ners began in the second, when 
he saddled Albert's Protege, 
whom he also owns, to a two- 
length score in the $5,000 
claiming race. In the fourth, he 
sent out Rossi Racing's Muskwa 
to a four-length win in the 
$7,500 claiming contest, while 
in the fifth Crack the Opus, 
whom he also owns, got the 
job done by two lengths in a 
seven-furlong starter allowance. 
In the seventh. King Macho 
scored a frontrunning victory 
in a $7,500 claiming race for 
owners Rafael Ceks and Juan 
Graterol. Guerrero's final win 
of the day came in the eighth, 
when Whip' R Due Stable's 
Cherokee Express rolled to a 
nine-length tally in a $15,000 
claiming race. 

All told, Guerrero's horses 
earned more than $70,000 in 
purse money on the day. As 
of racing of July 26, he held a 
12-race lead over Phil Aristone 
in the trainers' standings. ^

MASTER-FUL 
PERFORMER AT 
PRESQUE ISLE 
DOWNS

F ew tracks can boast of 
an Eclipse Award-winning 
champion stabled on the 
backside. Synthetic surface-lov¬ 
ing Informed Decision, the 
champion female sprinter of 
2009 and a winner last year of 
Presque Isle’s marquee event, 
the Grade 3 Masters, has made 
her home aU summer at the 
track in Ehe, Pa. So it was an 
easy trek to the starting gate 
for the Augustin Stable color- 
bearer to contest the $100,000 
Windward Stakes on July 27. 

Informed Decision would 
be tested in the Windward, as it 
was the first time the Jonathan 
Sheppard trainee had been 
asked to go two turns. And 
only once before had she raced 
as far as the Windward’s one- 
mile distance, when a weU-beat- 
en fourth in her stakes debut at 
Gulfstream Park as a 3-year- 
old. 

But for Sheppard, the tim¬ 
ing was right, because Informed 
Decision was also asked to 
carry a featherweight 112 
pounds, the lightest impost of 
her career, due to the race’s 
conditions. Facing only four 
rivals after six were scratched, 
the champion passed the test. 

Sent right to the lead by her 
regular rider, JuHen Leparoux, 
Informed Decision ran easily 
while posting pedestrian frac¬ 
tions of :25.59, :49.86 and 
1:14.21. As the field headed 
into the stretch, with the cham¬ 
pion hugging the rail, a chal¬ 
lenger suddenly appeared about 



three paths to Informed 
Decision’s right. Hooh Why 
ranged up, and for a stride or 
two appeared to gain the lead, 
but proved to be no match as 
Informed Decision dug in and 
powered away to win by a 
length and a half Hooh Why 
held second, a length in front 
of Cure for Sale (Arg). 

The final time was not spec¬ 
tacular—1:38.53, nearly three 
seconds off the track record— 
but Sheppard was happy with 
the result. 

“It wasn’t a blowout, but a 
very, very workmanlike, author¬ 
itative win,” said Sheppard. 

The Windward was Informed 
Decision’s 13th win from 18 
starts. In 10 starts over synthet¬ 
ic tracks, she has nine victories. 
The daughter of Monarchos 
out of Palangana, by His 
Majesty, a $320,000 purchase at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-olds in training sale, now 
has earnings of $1,952,759. 

Pennsylvania-bred stakes 
highlighted the card on the eve¬ 
ning of June 25. The two six- 
furlong events worth $75,000 
for older runners had trim 
fields, as only four contested 
the Northern Fhng Stakes for 
filli es and mares, and five went 
postward for the Leematt. 

Ariana D did her best to 
prove that regardless of who 
had shown up, she would not 
have been beaten. The 4-year- 


old daughter of Rock Shde 
soared home by 11 lengths 
under Harry Vega as the 0.90-1 
favorite in the Northern Fling, 
stopping the clock in 1:10.68. 
The Maple Lane Farm LLC 
runner, trained by Merrill 
Scherer, has made most of her 
career at Presque Isle, with 10 
of her 12 starts coming at the 
oval. 

Since breaking her maiden 
in her second start, Ariana D 
hasn’t been off the board at 
Presque Isle, compiling a record 
of four wins, two seconds and 
three thirds. Bred by William B. 
Thompson Jr. from the win¬ 
ning Black Tie Affair (Ire) mare 
Derby Tie, Ariana D also has a 
victory at Keeneland on her 
resume, and followed the 
Northern Fhng, her first career 
stakes win, with a third-place 
finish in an open allowance on 
July 16. She has hfetime earn¬ 
ings of $197,220. 

On The Mark Racing’s 
7-year-old bay gelding ZoeHng 
was a determined winner of 
the Leematt, as the son of 
horse of the year Favorite Trick 
set the pace, lost the lead to 
favorite Whistle Pig in mid¬ 
stretch, then battled back to 
win by three-quarters of a 
length. He completed the dis¬ 
tance in 1:10.24. 

An allowance winner at 
Presque Isle earher in his career, 
Zoehng hadn’t started at the 


track since September 2008, 
when he was last in a field of 
five $50,000 claimers. In his 18 
starts leading up to his remrn, 
the well-traveled runner trained 
by Doug Matthews had com¬ 
peted at seven different tracks, 
including Churchill Downs, 
Oaklawn and Arlington Park. 

Zoehng, with his regular 
rider Florent Geroux in from 
Arhngton Park for the ride, 
I earned his first stakes victory in 
i his 44th career start. The

I 10-time winner, bred by E & D 
i Enterprises and Joseph 
Lacombe Stables Inc. from the

One horse has the distinc¬ 
tion of holding two existing 
track records at Presque Isle. El 
Profeta accomphshed the feat 
when estabhshing the record 
of 2:47.01 for a mile and five- 
eighths in a starter allowance 
on July 20. 

The second race in Presque 
Isle’s new Distance Series, the 
starter allowance attracted a 
field of eight. Sent off as 1.10-1 
favorite was Shine On, the gal¬ 
loping winner of the series’s 
first race, a mile and a quarter 
test on June 26. Also facing 3-1 
second choice El Profeta were 
Shakeyogroovething and Blue 
Mon, who finished one-two in 
their previous meeting, a two- 
mile marathon on June 15. 

But owner/trainer Adolfo 
Exposito had El Profeta primed 
for a big effort. Stretching out 
off a track record-setting per¬ 
formance on June 23, in which 
the Double Honor gelding 
zipped a mile and an eighth in 
1:50.55, El Profeta was rushed 
to the lead by Luis Gonzalez, 
opened up by six lengths after a 
half mile while well in hand, 
and cruised home.

Harry Vega guided another 
sharp-looking juvenile, who 
made her Presque Isle debut on 
July 24. Coming in with two 
on-the-board finishes in her 
other two starts (at Canterbury 
Park and Prairie Meadows), 
Isabella Jane was the 3-5 
favorite in the field of eight and 
dominated, winning by seven 
lengths for owners A1 and Bill 
UlweUing and trainer Merrill 
Scherer. The Purge filly out of 
$217,374-earner Storm Hen 
(by Storm Broker) was bred in 
Pennsylvania by Sienna Farms 
LLC. 

A couple of the track’s most 
successful runners remrned to 


their winning ways. Sweet 
Lorena scored her first win of 
the year in a six and a half-fiir- 
long allowance on June 30. 
Whistle Pig did the same 
going five and a half furlongs 
on July 8. 

Sweet Lorena, with the 
meet’s leading rider, Daniel 
Centeno, in the irons, recorded 
her fifth win in her ninth 
Presque Isle start while besting 
five others. The 6-year-old 
daughter of Langfuhr, owned 
by Shining Starhte Racing and 
trained by Michael Ferraro, ran 
the race of her hfe in last year’s 
Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes when she finished sec¬ 
ond to Informed Decision in 
the $400,000 graded stakes. 

Five times Sweet Lorena has 
been second over the Erie oval, 
most recently on July 16 when 
her rally came up short against 
longshot Old Time Religion in 
a six-furlong allowance that saw 
Ariana D finish third. That 
effort pushed Sweet Lorena’s 
earnings to $387,704 from 31 
starts, $239,200 amassed at 
Presque Isle. 

Whistle Pig, from the barn 
of Andrew Carter, makes the 
long trip across the state from 
his Philadelphia Park base a 
couple of times each year, a 
total of 10 times to date, and 
has built an enviable record. 
The Hack Stable star recorded 
his seventh Presque Isle victory 
in the July allowance contest 
with a visually impressive five¬ 
wide move as he flew into the 
stretch, then was kept to task 
by Dale Beckner to hold off 
late-running Mr. Windjammer 
and win by a length and a quar¬ 
ter.

Promis Me Diamonds, a 
3-year-old daughter of Omega 
Code campaigning for Winning 
Stables Inc. 

Promis Me Diamonds 
stalked a quick pace before 
Beckner turned her loose 
rounding the far mrn in the five 
and half-furlong allowance. She 
won by a half length at 6.50-1. 
Promis Me Diamonds was in 
fight, carrying 111 pounds, six 
fewer than runner-up Shaggy 
Chic. 

Trainers M. Anthony Fer¬ 
raro and his father, Michael S. 
Ferraro, have maintained high 
percentages during the meet. 
The elder Ferraro, conditioner 
of Sweet Lorena, has five wins 
and five seconds from 15 starts. 
Son Mike has a phenomenal 
winning rate of 46 percent (13 
wins from 28 starts), and his 
runners have an in-the-money 
percentage of 68 percent, 
through July 26. 

Michael Trombetta had a 
three-prong day on July 1, as 
the trainer sent out winning 
3-year-old first-time starter 
King Mesa for Harry and Tom 
Meyerhoff, took a $50,000 
claimer with Larry Johnson’s 
homebred stakes mare What 
Time It Is, and captured a 
maiden special weight with 
3-year-old fiUy Shaggy Chic. 

Shaggy Chic, a daughter of 
Eclipse Award-winning turf 
horse Leroidesanimaux (Brz), 
is a half-sister to Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Point Ashley and multiple 
graded winner Raw Gold. She 
campaigns for Peter and Marcya 
Roberts’s Rock Talk Farm. 

While it took the bay fiUy 
three starts to break her maid¬ 
en, Shaggy Chic had just missed 
in her previous effort, a maiden 
special weight on June 9. In 
three Presque Isle starts, she 
has a win and two seconds. 

“She is bred well for the 
surface,” said Trombetta. ^

T he annual Colonial Downs 
racing season concluded 
on July 21 with famihar 
names atop the leader board. 
David Ross continued his 
reign as leading owner while 
Hamilton Smith led aU train¬ 
ers and Rosemary Homeister 
Jr. captured her second con¬ 
secutive riding title. 

Ross dominated the owners' 
standings, winning with claim- 
ers to stakes horses through 
his partnership with trainer 
Michael Pino. 

Ross's Written in Stone 
broke the track record in the 
$50,000 Chesapeake Stakes 
on July 20 while claimer Rose 
Medallion earned two wins 
and Love Conquers took the 
Forever Young, a race restrict¬ 
ed to 8-year-olds. 

Sent off as second choice 
in the field of nine in the 
Chesapeake, Written in Stone 
was never threatened, drawing 
off to a four-length win over 
Poppy's Pun kin and favorite 
Ravalo. His time of 1:08.11 
broke the previous mark set 
by Satan's Code in 2004 by .37 
seconds. 

The 6-year-old son of Smart 
Strike was claimed by Ross for 
$62,500 in his previous start, a 
seven-furlong optional claimer 
on June 10 at Woodbine in 
which he finished fourth. 

Ross partially credited the 
purchase of a barn at Fair HiU 
Training Center last fall for the 
success. 

‘Tn November we purchased 
Parlo VI at Fair HiU from Rick 


Porter, which has helped with 
our racing success," Ross said. 
‘‘There is no better place to be 
stabled on the East Coast than 
Fair HUl. Mike continues to 
do a great job in maintaining 
our win and in-the-money per¬ 
centages. Colonial was excit¬ 
ing again and it's always excit¬ 
ing to have horses hke Offlee 
Blessed, who was 3-for-3. She's 
my favorite." 

The trainers' race came 
down to a theatrical finale. 
Smith and Ferris Allen battled 
at the top of the standings as 
they do every year at Colonial. 
Smith closed hke Mariano 
Rivera. 

“I was quite surprised I won 
it. I was three down with two 
days to go and I only had four 
to run and I didn't hke any 
of them to where you'd say 
bet on him," Smith said. “One 
paid $31, another paid $67 or 
something and the last one 
was a double disquahfication. 
When things are going your 
way, they're going your way. It'U 
never happen again." 

Allen entered the concluding 
day with a one-race advantage 
over Smith. Darby's Dispute 
tied it up when winning the 
fourth for Smith. The battle 
came down to the $50,000 
Jamestown Stakes. Smith's 
Pink Pallet inherited the vic¬ 
tory after a double disquah¬ 
fication. Stewards disquahfied 
Simmstown and Giant Patriot 
for interference at the start, 
vaulting Pink PaUet and jockey 
Luis Garcia to the win. Last 
Out of Panama finished sec¬ 
ond with Secret Ride third. 

“It happened to me another 
time too. To do it once is some¬ 
thing. To get it done twice, you 
must be hving right or some¬ 
thing," Smith said. “I enjoy it 
down there. Ferris and I have 
a friendly httle thing going 
_ between us down there." 

I Allen and Smith pulled 
I off miraculous feats with two 
I horses during the meet that 
I lasted just over seven weeks. 
Allen sent out Audley Farm's 
Virginia-bred Mon avis ta to 
go 4-for-4 while Smith puUed

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the same trick with Free- 
fromthestorm, a filly he owns. 

‘‘I kept jamming her in 
on the bottom and she went 
4-for-4,” Smith said. ‘‘Ferris did 
the same thing. They both won 
on the 18th [of July]—to have 
horses do that is something. 
They both are tough.” 

Horneister, Horacio Kara- 
manos and Eric Camacho 
entered the final week within 
one win of each other. Homeis- 
ter staved off her rivals, win¬ 
ning 43 races to best Camacho 
and Karamanos, with 40 and 
39, respectively. 

Virginia’s perennial leading 
breeder Edward Evans reaped 
rewards from the Virginia-bred 
races at Colonial, sweeping 
stakes with Elusive Gift, who 
won the John D. Marsh on 
May 29 and Punch Line on July 
10, and Giant Mover, who 
captured the Brookmeade on 
June 26. 

Elusive Gift splashed 
through the rain to win by four 
and a quarter lengths as the 
heavy favorite in the $50,000 
Punch Line contested over a 
soft turf course. Karamanos 
put the favorite close to the 
pace before sauntering off to 
a dominant win over a A Reel 
Buster and That’sthequestion. 

Elusive Gift has been first 
or second in eight of 12 starts 
for trainer Tony Dutrow. The 
son of Elusive Quahty, a half- 
brother to Grade 1 winner 
Christmas Kid, increased his 
career bankroll to $178,592. 

Trainer Todd Pletcher 
invaded Colonial with Giant 


Mover, who led wire-to-wire to 
take the $50,000 Brookmeade 
by seven and a half lengths 
over Huge and Patriot Miss. 
Giant Mover is a 4-year-old 
filly by Giant’s Causeway out 
of Evans’s homebred $1.5 mil- 
hon-earner and multiple Grade 
2 winner Gold Mover (by Gold 
Fever). Giant Mover has earned 
$137,313 in 13 starts. 

Trainer Tim Keefe sent 
out Braeburn Farm’s Frisky 
Thunder to a deserved stakes 
win when the veteran Virginia- 
bred rallied from last to take 
the Daniel Van Chef on July 3. 
The 6-year-old son of Thunder 
Rumble dispatched Dubai 
Review and Hugo to win by a 
length. 

Making his third trip from 
Laurel to Colonial this summer. 
Frisky Thunder earned his first 
stakes win of the year with 
the come-from-behind victory 
under Sheldon Russell. 

“He handled the trips to 
Colonial better than most 
horses, better than most horse¬ 
men,” Keefe said. “I got the 
horse when my friend [long¬ 
time Maryland trainer] Jimmy 
Murphy passed away, so it’s 
always a htde bittersweet when 
you win. 

“Everybody at Laurel misses 
Mr. Murphy and Fm glad this 
horse has gone on and had 
some success for the owners 
who were so loyal to Mr. 
Murphy. He’s a tough, willing 
horse who never ceases to 
amaze me how hard he tries. I 
wanted to win a stake with him 
this year; he came close in his 


other races, so it felt great to 
get one with him.” 

Virginia horseman Ernie 
Oare enjoyed a successful 
stand at Colonial, winning nine 
races from 42 starts to crack the 
top 10. The owner/trainer fin¬ 
ished seventh in the standings, 
trailing Smith, Allen, Kathleen 
O’Connell, Pino, J.B. Secor and 
Rodney Jenkins. 

“It’s just the way it worked 
out, but sure, I like to do good 
in my home state,” Oare said. 
“I’m up and down the road, 
going back and forth, and hav¬ 
ing fiin. It’s hard to pay the 
bills but it was a good season 
of racing and I’m proud of 
our results. We’ve bought some 
nice, classy horses and that has 
helped.” 

Oare won on the flat and 
over jumps during the meet. 

Ann Merryman and Althea 
(Robin) Richards teamed up 
to win an impressive maiden 
with Purplish on July 20. The 
Virginia-bred daughter of Two 
Punch earned $19,859 for the 
victory, a four an a half-length 
romp. Bred by Richards, who 
bred and raced Two Punch’s 
multiple stakes-winning son 
Punch Line, Purplish paid a 
paltry $2.60 as the favorite. 
Purphsh exited a runner-up 
performance on June 19. 

Dane Kobiskie unveiled an 
impressive first-time starter on 
July 18 when PTK’s Minna 
scorched nine rivals on her way 
to a nearly six-length victory. 
The New York-bred daughter 
of Freud led every step of the 
five and a half-furlong maiden 


claimer on the grass. Purchased 
for $45,000 in the 2009 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic 2-year-olds 
in training sale, Minna showed 
seven breezes from her Bowie 
base before her unveihng. 

Kathleen O’Connell enjoyed 
a big meet at Colonial, winning 
19 races, including a maiden 
special weight for registered 
Virginia-breds at a mile and a 
sixteenth on the mrf on July 17 
with Morgan’s Ford Farm’s 
homebred Pearls. Unraced 
until this season and making 
her third start, the 4-year-old 
Pearls took down six rivals 
under Horacio Karamanos as 
the second choice in the field 
while giving the others as many 
as 10 pounds. 

A daughter of Black Tie 
Affair (Ire), Pearls is the final 
foal out of Mosquera (by 
Faraway Son) and is a half- 
sister to Bank Audit, the 2005 
Virginia-bred horse of the year 
who amassed $567,934 while 
winning four stakes, includ¬ 
ing the Grade 2 Genuine Risk 
and Distaff Breeders’ Cup 
Handicaps during her career. 

Finishing fourth to Pearls 
after leading most of the way 
was Live Oak Plantation’s 3-5 
favorite, 3-year-old Live Oaks 
Legacy. The Gulch filly out of 
Patehn’s Legacy (by Cherokee 
Colony), bred by Mrs. C. 
OHver Iselin III and a $260,000 
Saratoga Select sales yearhng, 
is a full sister to graded stakes 
winner Essence, Virginia-bred 
champion 3-year-old filly of 
2004. 4

AWAIT RETIRED

P lans for a Thoroughbred 
retraining program were 
announced at a July 12 
meeting of the Pennsylvania 
HBPA, the organization rep¬ 
resenting owners and trainers 
at Penn National and also at 
Presque Isle Downs. The pro¬ 
gram will be run in conjunc¬ 
tion with the successful New 
Vocations, which has locations 
in Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan 
and Tennessee. 


The Pa-HBPA plans to jump 
start the program with $50,000, 
and is seeking additional sup¬ 
port from Penn National man¬ 
agement. The Penn National 
program may also be subsi¬ 
dized by per-start fees and 
other forms of donations, sim¬ 
ilar to the Turning For Home 
program at Philadelphia Park. 

Currently being sought are 
two boarding facilities to help 
house, retrain and adopt retired 


Thoroughbreds from Penn 
National. The first facility is to 
be used for horses being reha¬ 
bilitated from minor injuries. 
The second will be geared 
toward retraining and adoption.

Smokin’ Lady shipped from 
her Delaware Park base and 
scored a handy victory as heavy 
favorite in the $60,000 Day 
Lilly Stakes at six furlongs on 
July 16. 
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PADDY O’PRADO CAPTURES THE 
VIRGINIA DERBY-G2 FOR HIS SECOND 
BIG WIN AT COLONIAL DOWNS 



D ale Romans loves Colonial 
Downs. The Churchill 
Downs-based trainer 
made his second visit this sum¬ 
mer on July 17 and exited the 
Virginia oval with two more 
stakes scores over the emer¬ 
ald turf, including Colonial’s 
signature event, the $600,000 
Virginia Derby-G2, won by 
Paddy O’Prado. 

Earlier on Virginia Derby 
day, Romans sent out Frank 
Jones’s 2-year-old colt Z Appeal 
to win the Chenery Stakes. 

Paddy O’Prado, owned by 
Donegal Racing and ridden by 
Kent Desormeaux, came into 
the Virginia Derby off of a 
stellar winning performance 
in the $500,000 Colonial Turf 
Cup-G2 on June 19. 

The 3-year-old son of El 
Prado (Ire) rated easily before 
rallying along the rail to capture 
the Virginia Derby by a length 
and a half over Todd Pletcher- 
trained Interactif Krypton fin¬ 
ished third for trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin. 

For Paddy O ’Prado it was his 
third victory in 10 career starts. 
All of his wins have come on 
the turf in graded stakes while 
his on-the-board finishes have 
earned headlines. He finished 
second in the Blue Grass-Gl 
and third in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, picking up key hnes 
for his staUion page —classic- 
placed on dirt. Grade 1-placed 
on synthetic — to go along with 
Grade 2 winner on turf 

Romans dabbled on the 
synthetic and the dirt, but now 
that Paddy O’Prado has two 
monster summer scores on the 
turf, that’s where he’ll stay. 

‘T thought he was versa¬ 
tile; he’s best going a mile and 
a quarter on the turf, but he 


trained well on the dirt and it 
made sense to try the Derby,” 
Romans said. ‘We might put 
him back on the dirt some 
time. But for now, he’s staying 
on the turf.” 

Paddy O’Prado has missed 
the board in just two starts, his 
debut as a 2-year-old and when 
he finished sixth in the Grade 1 
Preakness. Romans freshened 
him after the Preakness and put 
Colonial Downs on his training 
chart. 

“The most impressive thing 
is for a horse to string two 
races together like that back to 
back and put a group of races 
together hke he has, his whole 
career,” Romans said. “You’d 
expect him to back up a httle 


bit and I think he moved up. 
He’s a special horse—only spe¬ 
cial horses do that.” 

Romans shipped Paddy 
O’Prado from Churchill to 
Colonial Downs by van each 
time. The strong gray colt han¬ 
dled the ship and the races just 
hke he’s handled everything in 
his hfe—easy, cool, steady. 

“Both times it was hot and 
it didn’t bother him,” Romans 
said. “I always thought he was 
one of our best 2-year-olds 
and it took him a htde while 
to come around, but that’s his 
pedigree. You have to wait for 
horses hke him.” 

Romans got his second win 
in Colonial Downs’s signature 
event—and both times with a 


son of El Prado. He saddled 
Kitten’s Joy to take the 2004 
renewal the year the flashy 
chestnut was named champion 
turf male. 

Z Appeal routed nine over¬ 
matched rivals in the Chenery, 
a $50,000 stakes going five and 
a half furlongs. Desormeaux 
made sure he didn’t get the 
favorite stopped, swinging out 
to win by five and a half lengths 
over The Flying Whi 22 er, while 
a length back Happytheman 
got the nod for third in a photo 
finish with Roar as the Wynnd. 

Romans unleashed Z 
Appeal, a son of Ghost 2 apper, 
for a $50,000 claiming tag at 
Churchill Downs on July 2. 
He won by seven lengths and 
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Charlottesville, Va.-based owners Paula and Tom Haughey enjoyed a 
surprise victory with Winslet, who took the Tippett Stakes at 19-1. 


had Romans thinking next stop 
stakes. 

‘‘He was really impressive 
when he broke his maiden, so 
it made sense for him to hop 
on the van with Paddy OTrado 
and see if we could win a stake 
with him,” Romans said. “He 
handled the turf, handled the 
ship and looks like he'll have 
a good fumre on the mrf or 
dirt.” 

Three other stakes shared 
the Virginia Derby undercard. 

Trainer Graham Motion 
shipped in Brereton Jones's 
Check the Label for the 
$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3, 
and the homebred filly didn't 
disappoint as the overwhelm¬ 
ing favorite against seven rivals. 
Ramon Domingue 2 dropped 
Check the Label to the back of 
the field early before splitting 
the competition to win by a 
comfortable two and three- 
quarters lengths over Kilmore 
Quay (Ire) with In the Rough a 
length and a half back in third. 

The victory made it three 
straight graded stakes wins for 
the daughter of Stormin Fever. 
After breaking slowest of all. 
Check the Label was content to 
trail the field under a confident 
Dominguez. Kilmore Quay 
set a pedestrian pace of :51.82 
and 1:16.18 while Dominguez 
and Check the Label lagged in 
last. Dominguez's composure 
helped Motion's confidence. 

“I would have worried but 
Ramon is cool out there,” 
Motion said. “The filly has 


improved more than any other 
filly we have. She is a very 
impressive fiUy and she was 
very impressive today. She 
seems to be getting better and 
better with every race. It's great 
to win for Governor Jones. 
With his obvious Kenmcky 
ties, we would love to run in a 
race hke the Queen Ehzabeth 
[Grade 1 Queen Ehzabeth II 
Challenge Cup] at Keeneland 
in the fall. That is one of our 
major goals.” 

The victory in the Oaks 
improved Check the Label's 
career mark to five wins from 12 
starts for earnings of $341,227. 
Check the Label kicked off her 
win streak with the Appalachian 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland before 
claiming the Grade 2 Sands 
Point at Belmont Park before 
her Oaks triumph. 

Paula and Tom Haughey's 
PTK LLC and trainer Dane 
Kobiskie upset the Tippett 
Stakes for juvenile fillies with ^ 
Winslet, a 19-1 shot on the | 
board. The daughter of Five g 
Star Day sat in third for jockey I 
Jenna Joubert before closing | 
wide to win the $50,000 stakes 
by a length and three-quarters 
over MoUy Mingun. Tomica's 
Spirit was third. 

Winslet broke her maiden in 
her previous start—at Pimlico 
two months earher. Kobiskie 
freshened her up and pointed 
for the turf sprint. 

Vanquisher snapped a 
12-race losing streak by win¬ 
ning the $50,000 Kitten’s Joy

Stakes for trainer Gregory

Vanquisher made up for a 
tough loss in his prior start, 
when second by a head to 
Baltimore Bob in Colonial's Da 
Hoss on June 12.

Second in her previous 
start, the $250,000 My Juhet 
Stakes at Philadelphia Park on 
May 29, One Smokin' Lady led 
gate-to-wire and came home 
a length to the good of Our 
Khrysty, with last year's winner. 
All Giving, a nose back in third. 
The race was run in 1:09.39 
over a fast track. 

Ridden by Anna Napravnik 
for trainer Tim Ritchey, One 
Smokin' Lady has only been off 
the board once in her 13-race 


career. The Day Lilly was her 
third stakes triumph, and she 
has earnings of $279,120. 

One Smokin' Lady is a 
4-year-old daughter of Smoke 
Glacken—Pieria, by Atticus, 
owned by Chuck Zacney's CJZ 
Racing Stable. As a yearling 
in 2007, she passed through 
the auction ring at Keeneland 
twice-selling for $97,000 in 
January and for $160,000 at the 
September sale. 


Trainer Bernie Houghton 
was as hot as the steamy weath¬ 
er that gripped the central part 
of Pennsylvania for nearly the 
entire month of July, racking 
up wins with just about every 
horse he saddled. 

One of Houghton's most 
exciting victories came with 
Deanies Dancer, who rallied 
from off the pace in a six- 
furlong allowance for Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred fillies and mares 
on July 13. 


Bred by Houghton's mother, 
Betsy Houghton, and owned 
by Syknar Farm (Ronnie and 
Betsy Houghton), Deanies 
Dancer finished sixth in a simi¬ 
lar event on June 22, but Bernie 
Houghton decided a change of 
rider and tactics was in order 
the next time. 

“I wasn't happy with her 
recent races, so I told [jockey] 
Rod Madrigal Jr. to take her 
back and let her come running,” 
said Houghton. “At one point 
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early in the race, he was sit¬ 
ting next to last, and I thought 
maybe I made a mistake ” 

Madrigal asked Deanies 
Dancer to run coming off the 
turn, and she burst through 
horses near the eighth pole to 
win with a flourish, hitting the 
wire one and three-quarters 
lengths in front of Makes Me 
Wonder. The runner-up had 
been claimed from Houghton 
two starts back for $7,500; she 
was bred by Houghton’s wife. 
Shannon. Another horse foaled 
at Sylmar, Miners Punch, fin¬ 
ished fourth in the race. 

‘After the race. Rod said it 
felt like she re-broke down the 
lane. That’s how good she was 
going,” said Houghton. 

Deanies Dancer is a half- 
sister to Ms. Mia, who finished 
third in the $7 5,000 Caught in 
the Rain Stakes last year, and 
stakes-placed $291,180-earner 
Charlie’s Diamond. She is a 
3-year-old fiUy by Lion Hearted 
out of The Last Deanie, by 
Polish Numbers. 

Ivy DeU Stud’s homebred 
Crow’s Nest scored an upset 
victory in an optional claimer 
at a mile and a sixteenth on the 
turf on July 7, surviving a thrill¬ 
ing stretch drive to nip Dancin’ 
Dixie Cat and favored Bubber 
at the wire in 1:40.86 under 
jockey Julian Pimentel. 

Trained by Patrick Graham 
at his Fair Hill Training Center 
base. Crow’s Nest is a 6-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Mizzen Mast—Western Mint, 
by Gone West. 

Ivy DeU Stud, near West 
Grove, Pa., is the stable name

of Phil Fanning, who bred but 
did not race 2006 Pennsylvania- 
bred champion 2-year-old 
colt Great Hunter ($976,260, 
Breeders’ Futurity S-Gl, etc.). 

Two horses who are current¬ 
ly tied for the most wins at Penn 
National in 2010 found the win¬ 
ner’s circle during July-Ronald 
Ulrich’s Tempesta Di Neve 
and Rodney Chronister’s Tap 
Tap I Win. Both horses have 
visited the Penn winner’s cir¬ 
cle six times this year, with 
Tempesta Di Neve racking up 
a perfect season’s record in six 
starts. 

Tempesta Di Neve, a 4-year- 
old son of Snow Ridge, battled 
gamely to take a five-furlong 
event for $32,000 claimers on 
July 7 under his regular pUot, 
David Cora. He shook off 
multiple challenges and scored 
by a head in the quick time of 
:55.97 on a firm course. Trained 
by Tim Kreiser, Tempesta Di 
Neve has a career record of 


eight wins from 24 starts, and 
$184,693 in earnings. 

The 4-year-old Tap Tap 
I Win (by Tapit) led all the 
way to win a starter allow¬ 
ance at one mile, 70 yards, on 
July 15, triumphing by three 
lengths under jockey William 
Otero in 1:41.24. Trained by 
Bruce Kravets, the gray had 
no trouble handling a field of 
six foes that included last year’s 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ner Sumacha’hot. He increased 
his record to eight wins from 
23 starts, for earnings of 
$156,720. 

Jockey Thomas Clifton, 
who has been riding at Penn 
National for the last two 
decades, booted home his 
2,000th winner on July 15, guid¬ 
ing Porter Racing Stable LLC’s 
homebred Dinny Dinosaur to 
his maiden-breaker. The son 
of Pico Central (Brz), sent off 
at 9-2 in the field of seven 
juveniles, is trained by Randy 
Nunley. 


Clifton, who resides in near¬ 
by Linglestown, has enjoyed 
a period of steady business in 
2010 after enduring a few inju¬ 
ry-plagued seasons. A perennial 
leader among the riders at Penn 
National, Clifton has won sev¬ 
eral riding championships. 

Through action of July 26, 
Clifton had 37 wins, good for 
seventh place in the jockeys’ 
standings. 

Jockey Craig Gibbs was 
hospitalized with serious inju¬ 
ries after his mount, Smokin 
Queenie, appeared to clip heels 
and fell during the running 
of the fourth race on July 24. 
The Maryland native suffered 
head trauma, a broken collar¬ 
bone, broken ribs and several 
fractured vertebra. Prior to the 
accident, Gibbs had a record 
this year of 30 wins, 28 sec¬ 
onds and 28 thirds from 281 
mounts. 

A large crowd packed Holly¬ 
wood Casino at Penn National 
on July 13 as table games, 
including black jack, craps 
and roulette, whirled into play. 
Within minutes after the grand 
opening, most tables were fuU, 
according to Fred Lipkin, Penn 
National’s spokesperson. 

“We had quite a crowd 
assembled,” said Lipkin. “They 
came early to the tables and 
two minutes later, it was full- 
speed action.” 

The addition of table games 
reportedly created 350 new jobs 
at the casino, but revenue from 
table games will not supple¬ 
ment the state’s horse rack 
industry. 


JOHN CASEY 
ADDS TO 
WINNING 
STREAK AT 
CHARLES TOWN 

JEFF NATIONS 


R acing went on as sched¬ 
uled at Charles Town 
throughout the July heat 
wave, and owner/trainer John 
Casey continued a hot streak 
of his own with two allowance 
victories. 

On July 9, Casey’s 3-year- 
old filly I Just Did It reeled 
off a six and a quarter-length 
win over a racing surface that 
had been sealed following rare 


showers. I Just Did It swept to 
the outside under jockey Kristy 
Petty and took control at the 
half-mile mark to win going 
away in the seven-furlong test. 

A day later, Casey’s dazzling 
sophomore filly Down Town 
Allen was in action, taking on 
an aUowance/optional claiming 
field. Facing seven mostly older 
rivals, five of whom were in 
for a $25,000 tag, the five-time 


stakes winner bounced along to 
a four and three-quarter-length 
win under j o ckey Mathew 
McGowan. 

Just three weeks past her 
victory in the $100,000 Lady 
Charles Town Stakes, Down 
Town Allen was never chal¬ 
lenged in the four and one- 
half-furlong sprint, clocking 
:21.77 in the opening quarter 
mile and :45.09 for the half 
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before posting a final time of 
:51.31 over a fast track. 

Both fillies are homebreds 
sired by stallions standing at 
Taylor Mountain Farm, the 
Charles Town, WVa., establish¬ 
ment owned and operated by 
Casey’s father, James W. Casey 
I Just Did It is by Luftikus, and 
Down Town Allen is a daugh¬ 
ter of Windsor Castle. 

John Casey also got an 
impressive debut performance 
from the 2-year-old colt Just 
Your Way on July 18. Under 
Mathew McGowan, the son of 
My Boy Adam out of Just Say 
When (by Indian Charhe) post¬ 
ed a frontrunning four-length 
win against state-bred com¬ 
petition in the maiden special 
weight. He completed the four 
and a half furlongs in :52.89. 

Trainer Gary Capuano 
directed a pair of stakes horses 
into the winner’s circle. On July 1, 
the 4-year-old fiUy Jolie Ange 
recorded her second straight 


allowance victory under jockey 
J.D Acosta. 

Bred and owned by Nancy 
Terhune, Johe Ange captured 
the Sadie Hawkins Stakes at 3, 
and was sent off as the 9-10 
choice in the West Virginia 
Enterprise Breeders Classic 
Distaff last October but tired 
after setting the pace and fin¬ 
ished ninth of 10. She wasn’t 
seen at the post again for nearly 
eight months, and the time off 
did a world of good. On her 
remrn on June 5, she destroyed 
a field of classy stakes winners 
going seven furlongs, leading aU 
the way to win by six and a half 
lengths over Saxet Heights. 

Her next win proved a bit 
tougher. After stalking the pace 
in die six and a half-furlong 
allowance, Johe Ange opened a 
clear lead going into the far turn, 
but had to hold off a deter¬ 
mined Littie Shiney through 
the stretch. Her winning margin 
was three-quarters of a length. 


A West Virginia-bred daughter 
of Lion Hearted out of Bright 
Shining (by Marquetry), Johe 
Ange recorded her sixth win 
from 11 starts and boosted her 
hfetime earnings to $122,810. 

Five-time stakes winner 
Ghostly Thunder made his 
5-year-old debut on July 16 
under jockey Travis Dunkel- 
berger. The 2008 West Virginia- 
bred Horse of the Year recov¬ 
ered after a slow start and had 
a strong closing finish to win 
by three-quarters of a length 
for owners Paul (Larry) Fowler 
and Capuano. The seven-fur- 
long allowance was Ghostiy 
Thunder’s first start since a 
lackluster effort in last year’s 
West Virginia Breeders Classic. 

In 18 starts (nine wins). 
Ghostly Thunder (by Ghostly 
Minister out of Expressive 
Feather, by Chief Honcho) has 
career earnings of $506,038. 

Another Luftikus-sired run¬ 
ner scored an aUowance victory 


on July 10, when owner/train- 
er Angelo Jackson’s 5-year-old 
gelding Love to Sing held on 
for a three-quarter-length win 
over four and a half furlongs. 
A full brother to stakes win¬ 
ner Blues in the Night, Love 
to Sing (out of Ladysing the 
Blues, by In Case) clocked a 
winning time of :52.56 under 
jockey Sylvester Carmouche. 

The venerable Raggedy 
Andy found no takers when 
risked for $16,000 in a mile and 
a sixteenth optional claiming 
race on July 11, but breeder/ 
owner O’SuUivan Farms and 
trainer George Yetsook hkely 
don’t mind keeping the 8-year- 
old gelding. 

Under jockey Larry Rey¬ 
nolds, Raggedy Andy picked up 
a two-length victory to boost 
his earnings to $267,278 in his 
32nd career start. He has to 
his credit 21 wins and placings. 
While it was only his second 
win in 13 starts since 2007, the 
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son of O’Sullivan Farms’s late 
staUion Eastover Court made 
his last win count in spades—it 
came in the West Virginia 
‘‘Onion Juice” Breeders Classic 
Stakes in October. 

Not for Brooke delivered 
another solid effort for Long- 
field Racing Stable on July 
15, winning a four and a half¬ 
furlong allowance race by five 
and three-quarters lengths with 
Mathew McGowan aboard. 
The hghtly raced 4-year-old 
daughter of Not For Love (out 
of Kelsey Kid, by Lord Parham, 
thus a half-sister to multiple 
stakes winner Longfield Spud) 
has won or placed in four of 
her six career outings, earning 
$42,650. 

Leading trainer Jeff Runco 
picked up an allowance victory 
on July 17, when the homebred 
4-year-old colt Sea Rescue 
notched a three and three- 
quarter-length win at seven 


furlongs under apprentice rider 
Joshua Navarro. Owned by 
Runco’s Coleswood Farm Inc., 
Sea Rescue (by Brahms) is a 
half-brother to Dahlgren Hall, 
who won the 2006 Tri-State 
and West Virginia Fumrities 
for Runco and his wife, Susan. 
The offspring of Heater (by 
Dixieland Heat) were named 
with Navy references for the 
Rune os’ son, who attended the 
U.S. Naval Academy. 

Trainer Ronney W. Brown 
continues to show a knack for 
picking the right spots. On June 
25, Brown directed 5-year-old 
Cahfornia-bred Shesaperfect- 
doU to a six and three-quarter- 
length allowance win. The Per¬ 
fect Mandate mare went four 
and a half furlongs in :5L88 
under jockey Armando Boca- 
chic a for owner Kyle Yost. 

The combination of Brown 
and Bocachica came through 
again on July 1 for owner 


Norman Games when Boca¬ 
chica piloted Ijada’s Run to a 
half-length win. It proved to be 
a swan song of sorts, as trainer 
Joseph Yourchisin dropped a 
$16,000 claim slip for Confetti 
Farms Inc. to acquire the 
5-year-old Kentucky-bred son 
of Tejano Run. 

Brown and Bocachica kept 
right on winning, taking anoth¬ 
er allowance two days later 
when Three Part Harmony 
won a sprint by a length on a 
fast track. A 4-year-old Florida- 
bred colt. Three Part Harmony 
was making his first start since 
December 5, 2008, for owner 
Shade Tree Thoroughbreds Inc. 
Three times stakes-placed at 2, 
he last started in the $750,000 
Delta Jackpot Stakes-G3. 

Brown teamed with jock¬ 
ey Wesley Ho for one more 
allowance win on July 22, when 
Broad But Nice rallied from 
fifth at the quarter-mile mark 
to win the four and one-half- 
furlong race by a neck in :52.84. 
Brown owns the 4-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Seeking Dayhght (out of Broad 
Dreams, by Broad Brush). 

Yourchisin and Confetti 
Farms’s 5-year-old gelding 
Tanganyika, a Kentucky-bred 
son of Smart Strike, taUied a 
sharp win on July 8, going gate- 
to-wire under jockey Sylvester 
Carmouche in the mUe and a 
sixteenth allowance. 

Carmouche was one hot 
jockey at Charles Town during 
the summer months. On July 
22, he scored in a seven-furlong 
allowance aboard the 3-year- 
old Virginia-bred filly My Girl 
Jules. A daughter of Inner 
Harbour out of Fancy Mix (by 
Cherokee Colony), the dark bay 
is trained by Lloyd Scott for 
owner James W Caison. 

Carmouche struck again in 
an allowance sprint on July 25 
when he guided Winners Circle 
Partners V’s 4-year-old filly 
DonTgetsuspicious to win by 
a neck in ALSO, leaving stakes 
winner Onearmedbandit to set¬ 
tle for third. Hugh McMahon 
trains the winner. 


Trainer John Robb’s In the 
Juice, while not risked for a tag, 
beat a pair of big-ticket claim- 
ers in an allowance/optional 
claiming race on July 17, scor¬ 
ing by four lengths under jock¬ 
ey Oliver Castillo. Runner-up 
Lord Kiphng and fifth-place 
finisher Calm and Collected 
were offered for $45,000 (nei¬ 
ther was claimed). 

Twice stakes-placed in his 
career. In the Juice, a 4-year- 
old son of Rock Slide—Apple 
Juice, by Pleasant Tap, cam¬ 
paigns for Janet Wayson, who 
won the 2007 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes with his 
half-brother, Apple Special. 

Schiano Racing Stable’s 

4- year-old gelding GabriePs 
Smile captured a seven-furlong 
allowance on July 15 by a length 
under jockey Luis Pere 2 . The 
last time the Kentucky-bred 
son of Five Star Day started 
at Charles Town was in May, 
which yielded a victory in the 
It’s Only Money Stakes. 

Springs Road got his 

5- year-old campaign off to a 
solid start with a six and one 
half-furlong allowance win on 
July 16. The son of Repent 
scored by three-quarters of a 
length under j ockey Travis Dun- 
kelberger for trainer Rodney 
Jenkins and owners Edward 
A. Seltzer and EUen Charles’s 
Hillwood Stable. He had not 
seen action since February 26, 
2009, at Laurel. 

Longshot Carolina Tapper 
came through with an allow¬ 
ance win on July 17 for owner/ 
trainer Donald Shuler. Running 
sixth in the seven-horse field at 
the quarter pole, the Kentucky- 
bred 4-year-old filly surged in a 
four-wide charge before edging 
ahead near the sixteenth pole 
and holding on to score by a 
neck under jockey Wesley Ho. 

It was the fourth win in nine 
career starts for the daugh¬ 
ter of Tapit, who has earned 
$79,170, all in allowance com¬ 
pany. Shuler purchased her as 
a yearling out of the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearhng sale for $1,500. ^

PAUL 

BONAVENTURA 

Paul Bonaventura, 88, a long¬ 
time Thoroughbred owner 
whose horses competed at 
tracks throughout the East 
Coast, died on May 7. 

Mr. Bonavenmra, born in 
Pettorano Sul Gizio, Italy, had 
owned and operated the for¬ 
mer Industrial Restoration and 
Construction Co. in Stratford, 
Conn. 

NANCY MANIERRE 

Nancy Redmond Manierre, 
who with her late husband 
Cyrus E. Manierre Jr. cam¬ 
paigned noted steeplechaser 
Uncle Pierre, died on June 28. 
She was 86. 

Mrs. Manierre, a civic leader 
in the Middleburg, Va., area, 
was born in New York City. 
She graduated from Foxcroft 
School in 1941, and settled in 
The Plains, Va., several years 
after her marriage to Mr. Mani¬ 
erre. 

Uncle Pierre, the best of 
many jumpers to compete for 
the Manierre s, won the Virginia 
Gold Cup in 1955 and the 
Maryland Grand National in 
1956. 

Mr. Manierre died in 1974. 

H. MORTON ROSEN 



H. Morton (Morty) Rosen, 80, 
a Baltimore attorney who had 
owned and operated Benray 


Farm in Westminster, Md., 
since 1965, died on July 6. 

Mr. Rosen, who brought 
many issues before the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission over 
the past several decades, was a 
Baltimore native and a graduate 
of the University of Maryland 
law school. 

Benray Farm had facili¬ 
ties for training and breeding, 
and over the years served as 
home to a number of stallions, 
including the Dancer's Image 
son Counsellors Image. 

Among the best runners 
bred or raced by Mr. Rosen was 
multiple stakes winner Hush 
Hush Flash, who captured the 
1982 edition of the Federico 
Tesio Stakes, then a $75,000 
Maryland Fund race and the 
richest Maryland-bred restrict¬ 
ed event up to that time. 

EVELYN SHADE 

Evelyn Rinker Shade, who 
raced horses in Maryland many 
years ago, died on July 27 at the 
age of 93. 

Mrs. Shade became involved 
in the business along with her 
sister, MoUy Lewis, wife of the 
late prominent Maryland train¬ 
er Charlie Lewis. 

FRANK TAMBERINO 

Frank J. Tamberino, 72, a for¬ 
mer Maryland breeder/owner, 
died on July 2. 

A pharmacist who made his 
career in Baltimore city and, 
in later years near his home in 
Harford County, Mr. Tamber¬ 
ino bought his first horse. Ball 
Belle, a winning daughter of 
Debbysman, in 1971. 

For many years he and his 
wife, Kay, operated Whitaker 
Mill Farm in Falls ton and main¬ 
tained a small racing stable 
trained by their son Steve. 

Another son, David, ran a 
vanning business from the farm 
in the 1980s, until joining with 
other family members to estab- 
hsh a restaurant in Baltimore. 

Mr. Tamberino and his wife, 
who survives him, were mar¬ 
ried for 50 years. 


DR. WILLIAM WRIGHT: 
NOTED MARYLAND HORSEMAN 


Dr. William H. (Bud) 
Wright, who left a career as 
the foremost veterinarian on 
New York's racing circuit to 
train horses at his Labadie 
Mill Farm in Chesapeake City, 
Md., died on July 10 at the 
age of 95. 

Dr. Wright grew up 
as the son of a veterinar¬ 
ian, Dr. Frank Wright, who 
treated primarily draft and 
pleasure horses near the fam¬ 
ily home in Moores town, 
N.J. Their involvement with 
horses traced back to Bud 
Wright's grandfather, also 
named Wilham H. Wright, 
a railroad telegraph opera¬ 
tor who forged a connection 
with then prominent New 
Jersey breeder/owner Pierre 
Lorillard by providing him 
with daily stock quotations 
from New York. Mr. LotiUard 
ultimately built a house for 
Mr. Wright on his Rancocas 
Stud. 

Dr. Wright graduated 
from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania School of Veterinary 
Medicine in 1939 and started 
out as a veterinarian at the 
Maryland tracks, where his 
early mentor was H. Guy 
Bedwell, trainer of Triple 
Crown winner Sir Barton. 

His life took a fateful turn 
when he successfully treated 
Greentree Stable's classic 
winner Shut Out for a leg 
inflammation just five days 
before the horse's victory 
in the 1943 Pimlico Special. 
Greentree trainer John Gaver 
subsequently prevailed on Dr. 
Wright to move to Belmont 
Park, where a house belong¬ 
ing to Greentree in the sta¬ 
ble area became his base of 
operations. 

His client list contained 
almost every prominent 
name in racing, including that 
of Allaire duPont, owner of 
five-time Horse of the Year 
Kelso.

‘But aU the time, I guess 
the thing I really wanted to do 
was train horses," Dr. Wright 
recalled in a 1978 interview 
with The Maryland Horse, “I 
had done a little training 
around Maryland when I was 
practicing. And I had been 
an exercise boy when I was 
10 years old and weighed 85 
pounds." 

In the late 1960s, Dr. 
Wright gave up his practice 
and moved to a 150-acre prop¬ 
erty that he had purchased in 
Chesapeake City. 

Later, he married Lana 
duPont, an Olympic rider 
and daughter of Allaire 
duPont. The couple support¬ 
ed Maryland's horse industry 
in many ways, through fox¬ 
hunting, Pony Club, three-day 
eventing and driving. 

In the 1970s, Dr. Wright 
pioneered the concept of rac¬ 
ing horses without shoes. He 
had success on the race track, 
his best runners including 
homebred multiple stakes 
winner T. V. Highlights. Dr. 
Wright was also a force in 
point-to-point and National 
Steeplechase Association flat 
races with his Labadie Mill 
Farm homebreds, many of 
whom raced without shoes. 

Surviving are his wife and 
three of his four children. 
Daughter Beale Wright Morris 
(wife of steeplechase trainer 
Neil Morris) died in 2005.

FRESHMAN FIRST FOR 
CHEROKEE’S BOY 


M illionaire Cherokee’s 
Boy got his first winner 
in his first crop on July 
18 at Charles Town. His daugh¬ 
ter Wakina nailed down the 
victory in the final strides, win¬ 
ning her debut by a neck. She 
defeated eight other 2-year-old 
fillies in the four and a half¬ 
furlong maiden race for owner 
Gina Rosenthal and trainer 
John Robb. 

Wakina, one of 27 juveniles 
in Cherokee’s Boy’s first crop, 
was bred by Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes at their Thornmar 
farm in Chester town, Md. The 
filly, out of the winning Lear 
Fan mare Lear Skywalker, was 
the only yearling by her sire 
sold last year, when Robb pur¬ 
chased her for $3,000. Wakina 
earned $9,600 in her first start. 

Cherokee’s Boy was a domi¬ 
nant force at middle distances 
during his racing career in the 


Mid-Adantic region, which 
included a dozen stops at 
Charles Town. He accounted 
for 14 stakes victories in his 
48-start career, winning an add- 
ed-money race in each of his 
five years of competition. 

Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year in 2005 after he won 
or placed in 11 of his 12 starts, 
Cherokee’s Boy capmred five 
stakes that season, topped 
by the Grade 3 Salvator Mile 
Handicap at Monmouth Park, 
in which he defeated Aggadan. 

In that year’s HBPA Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup Handicap at Charles 
Town, Cherokee’s Boy set a 
new track record for a mile and 
an eighth, stopping the clock 
in 1:49.88 over a muddy track. 
He won by seven lengths over 
Donald’s Pride, while carry¬ 
ing top weight of 124 pounds, 
six more than the runner-up. 
One week later, Cherokee’s 


Boy dropped back in distance, 
tackhng six furlongs in the 
Maryland MilMon Sprint Stakes, 
and finished second. Plis addi¬ 
tional stakes wins in 2005 were 
Delaware Park’s Brandywine 
Handicap, Monmouth’s Skip 
Away Stakes and Laurel’s 
Jennings Handicap, which 
he won by six and a quarter 
lengths. 

Cherokee’s Boy was also a 
state-bred champion at 2 after 
taking the six-furlong Maryland 
Million Nursery Stakes over 
Ironton, and dazzling in the 
Tri-State Fumrity at Charles 
Town, crushing his opposition 
by 2 FA lengths in the seven- 
furlong test. His four stakes 
placings at 2 included thirds in 
the Grade 3 Laurel Futurity to 
Toccet and Ironton, and the 
NTRA Great State Challenge 
Juvenile Invitational Stakes at 
Sam Houston Race Park. 

A winner of 19 races, by 
an average margin of more 
than four and a half lengths, 
Cherokee’s Boy retired follow¬ 
ing his 6-year-old season with 
career earnings of $1,177,946 


and is the richest runner for his 
sire, Citidancer. 

Cherokee’s Boy’s dam, 
the Cherokee Colony mare 
Cherokee Wonder, was a two- 
time stakes winner of $284,005. 
Cherokee Wonder also placed 
in 11 stakes, including seconds 
in the Grade 3 Next Move 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap and 
Carousel Stakes. 

Cherokee Wonder produced 
only one other foal, the Chimes 
Band stakes-placed fiUy Runnin 
Wonder, who is the dam of 
stakes winner Wonder Mon. 

Also found in the immedi¬ 
ate family, under stakes-placed 
second dam Bravo Native, is 
champion older mare Fleet 
Indian ($1,704,513, Beldame 
S-Gl, Personal Ensign S-Gl, 
etc.) and stakes-winning, grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Annika Lass, 
an earner of $343,258.

S weeping to victory in the 
Spruce Fir Handicap on 
July 11 at Monmouth Park, 
the 4-year-old filly Moneigh 
Lisa not only recorded her first 
stakes win, but also became 
the first stakes winner for her 
sire. Mo Mon, who stands at 
Dianne Boyken’s Four Winds 
Farm in Clarksburg, N.J. 

A chesmut filly from Mo 
Mon’s first crop, Moneigh 
Lisa has amassed $220,332 in 
her 17-start career, contested 
entirely at New Jersey tracks. 
The New Jersey-bred, a winner 
of four races, has twice com¬ 
peted in stakes company. Her 


breakout performance followed 
a third-place finish, to division 
leader Way With Words, in 
the Open Mind Handicap at 
Monmouth in June. 

Sent off as the second-lon¬ 
gest price in the seven-horse 
field of registered state-bred 
fillies and mares, Moneigh Lisa 
was always in contention in 
the mile and 70-yard Spruce 
Fir. Tracking in second behind 
Love That Dance early in the 
race, Moneigh Lisa went for the 
lead heading into the stretch 
and drew clear late to win by 
two and three-quarters lengths. 
New Jersey-bred horses of 



the year Way With Words and 
Talkin About Love finished 
third and fourth.

T he widely accomplished 
Black Tie Affair (dre), 
whose globe-trotting 
career included a number of 
years spent in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, was euthanized on July 1 
at Old Friends Thoroughbred 
Retirement Facility in George¬ 
town, Ky, due to myriad ail¬ 
ments, including laminitis. He 
was 24. 

The only Eclipse Award¬ 
winning Horse of the Year to 
stand at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. Black Tie Affair was 
pensioned from stud duty fol¬ 
lowing the 2009 breeding sea¬ 
son when arthritis made it dif¬ 
ficult for him to cover mares. 
He had been standing at Randy 
FunkhouseFs O’Sullivan Farms 
in Charles Town, where he 
had held court since 2005. He 
moved to Old Friends retire¬ 
ment farm in July 2009. 

Black Tie Affair, by French 
Group 1 winner Miswaki (a son 
of Mr. Prospector) out of 
stakes winner Hat Tab Girl, by 
A1 Hattab, launched his stud 
career in the U.S. following his 
championship season of 1991, 
and was just beginning to rise 


up the sire ranks when sold to 
Japan following the 1997 breed¬ 
ing season. 

When interest waned in 
Japan, Black Tie Affair was 
returned to the U.S. for the 
2004 season, having been pur¬ 
chased by a syndicate headed 
by Virginian Donna Hayes. His 
stud career was rejuvenated. 

Under the management 
of The Stalhon Company, 
Black Tie Affair took up resi¬ 
dence at Blue Ridge Farm in 
UpperviUe, Va., where he stood 
for one season before moving 
to O’Sullivan Farms. During 
his seasons in Virginia and 
West Virginia, Black Tie Affair 
covered an average book of 
approximately 60 mares. The 
year of his return, he was bred 
to 92 mares. 

Born in Ireland, Black Tie 
Affair never started in his native 
country, having been sold at 
Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga sale as 
a yearhng. Early in his career he 
raced at Philadelphia Park and 
Garden State with trainer 
Walter Reese for owner Hudson 
River Farm, winning or placing 
in six of eight starts at 2, includ¬ 



ing a victory in Philadelphia 
Park’s Malus Stakes. He was 
sold privately early in his 3-year- 
old season to Jeff SuUivan and 
shipped to the Midwest to 
trainer Ernie Poulos. 

A stakes winner each of the 
four years he competed. Black 
Tie Affair won his first start for 
his new connections, the Bold 
Favorite Handicap at Sports¬ 
man’s Park, in late April. The 
durable gray became a graded 
stakes winner near the end of 
his 16-start sophomore cam¬ 
paign when capturing Arhng- 
ton Park’s Sheridan Stakes-G3 
in September. 

The Midwest star won or 
placed in nine of 11 starts at 4, 
with victories in the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup Handicap-G2, Com¬ 


monwealth Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3 and Equipoise Mile 
Handicap-G3. 

Black Tie Affair’s horse of 
the year season came at 5 as he 
won seven of 10 starts, topped 
by the $3 million Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl in which he defeat¬ 
ed the likes of Unbridled, Strike 
the Gold, Summer Squall and 
Fly So Free. He also captured 
Monmouth’s Grade 1 Phihp H. 
Isehn Handicap and five addi¬ 
tional graded stakes. Earning in 

1 excess of $2.4 million that year, 

2 he retired with career earnings 

I of $3,370,694 and 18 wins 

from 45 starts. 

Black Tie Affair is the sire 
of 38 stakes winners to date, 
led by the sensational Grade 
1-winning millionaire Formal 
Gold; Evening Attire, winner 
of the Jockey Club Gold Cup- 
G1 and an earner of $2,977,129; 
Washington Color, a Japanese 
earner of $3,096,246; and 
License Fee ($1,200,416). 

In his Mid-Atiantic-sired 
crops. Black Tie Affair has been 
represented by stakes winners 
Rollicking Affair, Argent Affair 
and Amy’s Affair. 

His daughters have pro¬ 
duced approximately 40 stakes 
winners, including champion 
and classic-winning millionaire 
Mastercraftsman (Ire) and addi¬ 
tional millionaires Nightmare 
Affair and Judiths Wild Rush. 


winning daughter of Dove

Mo Mon, a son of champi¬ 
on and classic sire Maria’s Mon, 
entered stud at Four Winds 
after a career in which he won 
or placed in 13 of 21 starts, 
earning $197,720.

EVANS’S DANDY DAYS 
AT SARATOGA 


aratoga was the place to 
be for Edward P. (Ned) 
Evans over the weekend 
of July 31. Virginia's perennial 
leading breeder took the fea¬ 
ture race with homebreds on 
two consecutive days of rac¬ 
ing’s premier meet. 

A Little Warm upped the 
ante in the Grade 2 Jim Dandy 
Stakes on July 31, the launch of 
the second half of the 3-year- 
old season. In getting his first 
graded score, the son of Evans- 
bred Stormin Fever placed 
himself squarely in the picture 
in the sophomore division with 
a sohd, one and three-quarter- 
length win in Saratoga’s tradi¬ 
tional prep for its mid-summer 
derby, the Travers Stakes-G1. 

The next day, Evans’s 
4-year-old filly Malibu Prayer 
gained her first Grade 1 win 
by setting every fraction in the 
Ruffian Invitational Handicap 
and reaching the wire a length 
and three-quarters ahead of 
odds-on choice Unrivaled Belle. 
Malibu Prayer, a daughter of 
red-hot sire Malibu Moon, got 
her second consecutive stakes 
win, and her fourth overall, 
with the Ruffian victory, which 
raised her total earnings to 
$558,026. 

A Little Warm has been a 
rising talent since his first start 
of the year, the Spectacular 


Bid Stakes at Gulfstream Park 
in January. After winning that 
test by a length and a half over 
a field that included the highly 
touted Discreetly Mine, A Little 
Warm became a candidate for 
the Triple Crown. 

Narrow losses in two Grade 
2 races - the seven-furlong 
Hutcheson (to D’ Funnybone) 
andmde and an eighth Louisiana 
Derby (to Mission Impazible, 
with Belmont Stakes-G1 win¬ 
ner Drosselmeyer finishing 
third)—had A Little Warm on 
the outside looking in for the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, as he 
lacked enough graded earnings 
to make the cut. 

The classics weren’t in the 
cards for A Lithe Warm when 
he didn’t ’scope clean after his 
final work the week before the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl and was 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Trainer Tony Dutrow had 
A Lithe Warm back on track 
seven weeks later in an allow¬ 
ance at Delaware Park, and the 
colt passed the test with flying 
colors by two and a quarter 
lengths over Miner’s Reserve. 

The two faced each other 
once again in the Jim Dandy, 
but favoritism fell to Miner’s 
Reserve’s stablemate Fly Down, 
runner-up in the Belmont Stakes 
in his previous start for trainer 
Nick Zito. Miner’s Reserve

usurped his stablemate, as he 
proved tough on the front end 
the entire trip, while Fly Down 
never got close. But A Lithe 
Warm was strongest in the end 


and pulled away from Miner’s 
Reserve for the winner’s share 
of the $500,000 purse. 

The victory nearly doubled 
A Lithe Warm’s earnings to

$608,880 from nine career starts, in which he has four wins and 
four seconds. The ninth named foal out of his graded s takes- 
winning dam, Minidar (by Alydar), and her first stakes horse, A 
Litde Warm is a third-generation Evans homebred. His granddam 
MinstreUa (by The Minstrel) was a champion at 2 in Ireland and 
the dam of multiple graded winner and $556,587-earner Colonial 
Minstrel. Members of the illustrious family also include Horse of 
the Year Saint Liam. 

Malibu Prayer descends from another foundation line that has 
provided Evans with do 2 ens of stakes winners over the years. 
Malibu Prayer’s fourth dam. Prayer Bell, was owned by Evans late 
in her career, after she produced 1969 champion 2-year-old colt 
Silent Screen. 

Malibu Prayer is the first foal out of stakes winner Grand 
Prayer (by Grand Slam). Her second dam. Lyrical Prayer (by The 
Minstrel), from the same 1990 crop as Minidar, is also the dam of 
Bonnie Miss Stakes-G2 winner Tap Dance and three stakes-placed 
winners. 

Grand Prayer produced a MedagHa d’Oro colt on March 19 at 
Evans’s Spring HiU Farm in Casanova, Va., and is back in foal to 
Malibu Moon. Lyrical Prayer is now in foal to Smart Strike. 

Minidar, who did not foal in 2010, was bred to Tale of the Cat 
for 2011. 

Evans still owns the yearlings out of Minidar and Grand 
Prayer- a full brother to A Little Warm and full sister to Malibu 
Prayer.

B The innovative Sports Palace 
was rapidly nearing completion 
in time for unveiling at Laurel 
Race Course’s fall meet. 

‘‘This fumristic betting com¬ 
pendium is designed to excite 
and titillate new and existing 
fans. . wrote Ross Peddicord 
in describing the feamres of 
the dazzling complex. 

“It is an eight-month proj¬ 
ect that is being built in four 
months,” said project manager 
Lynda O’Dea, a member of 
Frank De Francis’s inner circle 
of executives. “It has always 
been a dream of Mr. De Francis 
to build the ultimate room for 
sports fans. Well, this is it.” 

O’Dea started working for 
De Francis in 1974 and was 
part of the team that helped 
transform Freestate Raceway 
into a successful venture. She 


was one of only a handful of 
woman race track executives in 
country. “I think every track 
should have women execu¬ 
tives,” said O’Dea. “Women are 
an important part of the bet¬ 
ting public.” 

B Maryland’s new apprentice 
race track announcer was 
18-year-old EUicott City, Md., 
native Larry Collmus.

B Only one staUion remained 
in residence at Sagamore Farm 
in Glyndon, Md., following the 
death of Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Loser Weeper, who was put 
down after he fractured his left 
hind leg when kicking the fence 
in his paddock. 

The 15-year-old son of Dis¬ 
covery—Outdone, by Pompey, 
who was buried alongside his 
sire in the Sagamore cemetery, 
made a reputation as a true 
“bread-and-butter sire.” 

“The Loser Weepers hit 
hard and won often,” stated The 
Maryland Horse. “Only 33 of 
the 2,548 sires represented by a 
winner [in 1959] begot the win¬ 
ners of as many as 100 races. 
Of these 33 stallions, only six 
had as few or fewer crops at 
the races as Loser Weeper and 
none made the ‘100 wins club’ 
with as few foals.” 

A full brother to Miss 
Disco (the dam of Bold Ruler), 
Loser Weeper won 16 races 


in his career, including the 
Metropolitan, Suburban, Butler 
and Dixie Handicaps, and 
earned $232,920. 

Native Dancer, sire of 
Vanderbilt’s juvenile filly Good 
Move, winner of the Spinaway 
Stakes at Saratoga six days after 
Loser Weeper’s death, was 
to stand the 1961 season at 
Sagamore for $7,500 live foal.

Demi O’Byrne signed 
the ticket for the Heronwood 
Farm Virginia-bred. A total of 
six Mid-Atlantic-breds brought 
prices of $600,000 or more at 
Saratoga. 

B The steeplechase world was 
stunned and in mourning after 
the tragic death of two-time 
champion rider Jonathan Kiser 
in July. The 22-year-old Kiser 
died from injuries suffered in 
an accident at his sister’s home 
in Whiteford, Md.

T he only thing hotter than 
the summer of 2010 are the 
yearlings that longtime Mary¬ 
land breeder Cary W. Jackson 
brings to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association's annual 
show. 

When Aiken, S.C.-based 
bloodstock agent Cary From¬ 
mer, this year's judge for the 
76th Yearling Show held on 
June 27 at the fairgrounds in 
Timonium, selected Jackson's 
Langfuhr colt as grand cham¬ 
pion, it was the third time 
in the last six editions of the 
show that the top prize was 
taken by a Jackson homebred. 
As a result, Jackson gained 
permanent possession of the 
Chanceland Farm Challenge 
Trophy, which was donated by 
Robert T. Manfuso in 2000, fol¬ 
lowing his third win. 

Frommer described Jack¬ 
son's champion colt as a "love¬ 
ly, elegant individual-bal¬ 
anced and athletic." Out of 
the stakes-winning Regal In¬ 
tention mare Millashand, the 
chestnut colt, who is a March 
10 foal, topped 15 entries in 
Class III for out-of-state-sired 
colts and geldings. 

Jackson, who maintains 
a select broodmare band at 
his Foxharbor Farm in White 
Hall, won consecutive grand 
championships in 2005 and 


'06. Judge Ben Perkins Sr. 
pinned Bianchi's Boy, a future 
stakes-placed colt by Cryp¬ 
toclearance—Lady Tiara, by 
Vice Regent, and a year later 
judge Tim Ritchey selected 
a colt by Louis Quatorze— 
Cama, by Dehere. In 2007 and 
2008, Jackson's yearlings, both 
out of Lady Tiara, just missed 
the top prize, each taking 
home reserve championship 
trophies. 

With temperatures hover¬ 
ing near the triple-digit mark, 
the 2010 yearling show was a 


test of stamina for both year¬ 
lings and their handlers. Six 
classes were judged, with a to¬ 
tal of 61 exhibited. 

Reserve champion honors 
went to Marilyn and George 
Doetsch's homebred Fantasti- 
cat filly out of Dingle Dandy, 
by Conquistador Cielo. From¬ 
mer described the filly, named 
Fridays Gift, as "very pretty 
and elegant, with a great 
walk." 

It was a busy weekend for 
the Doetsches, who hosted the 
Yearling Show Crab Feast at

their Marama Farm in Clarks¬ 
ville the evening prior to the 
show. 

The reserve champion, 
who took first place among 
nine entries in Class IV for 
Maryland-sired fillies foaled 
prior to March 20, was one of 
two class winners for Fantasti¬ 
cat, a son of Storm Cat stand¬ 
ing as property of Maryland 
Stallion Station at Bonita Farm 
in Darlington. The other was 
the Class V winner, a filly out 
of Love Me Twice, by Not For 
Love. From the family of 2010 
multiple stakes winner Bal¬ 
timore Bob, the filly born on 
April 22 was bred and shown 
by Carol Kaye-Garcia. 

Fantasticat took the North- 
view Stallion Station Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy presented for the 
show's leading sire. 

Kaye-Garcia had a success¬ 
ful day right out of the gate. 
Her yearling colts took the 
top two placements in Class 1. 
Awarded the blue ribbon was 
a son of Great Notion out of 
the King of Kings (Ire) mare 
Happy Sylvia, a half-sister to 
stakes winner Sadler's Sarah. 


Taking second place was a 
Seeking Daylight colt out of 
2001 class winner Alpine Cat 
(by Forest Wildcat). 

Winner of Class II was a 
son of Maryland's leading sire 
Not For Love. The first foal out 
of the Polish Numbers mare 
Hurricane Hazel, the colt born 
on April 22 is owned and bred 
by Margaret and John Crane.

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS 
OF MY CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

Ariana D’s 9-year-old half-brother

His 3-year-old home¬ 
bred filly Cognac Kitty (Hennessy — Rus¬ 
sian Bride, by Saratoga Six) won a maiden 
special weight at River Downs on July 6, 
traveling a mile and a sixteenth in 
1:44.60. Trained by Michael Maker, Co¬ 
gnac Kitty has finished in the money in 
four of her six starts this year. 


The 2-year-old filly Nakano (First 
Samurai—Spring Morning, by Mr. Pros¬ 
pector), bred by Vester, was beaten only a 
length and a half while making her debut 
on July 20 in a five and a half-furlong 
maiden special weight at Delaware. Sold 
for $100,000 at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, and purchased by owner 
Thoroughbred Futures Racing for 
$230,000 at the Fasig-Tipton February 
2-year-olds in training sale, Nakano is 
trained by Steve Margolis. 

J ames Jones and his wife, Norma, truly 
enjoy racing-and, as participants in 
Country Life partnerships, they have had 
their enthusiasm rewarded. They own an 
interest in Jenkin Jones (Malibu Moon— 
Cautionary Tale, by Caveat), who is 8 
years old and still making money. Jenkin 
Jones, trained by Timothy Grams, record¬ 
ed his 10th career victory on July 16 at 
Charles Town, capturing a six and a half¬ 
furlong race by a half length. Two weeks 
earlier, he was second going seven fur¬ 
longs at Charles Town.

B ob Sanford is following the career of 
Robtadi, a 3-year-old daughter of Eu¬ 
rosilver out of his longtime producer Sir 
Harriett (by Sir Harry Lewis). The name 
is from a combination of Bob’s name, and 
those of his wife and son. Robtadi finished 
second in a six-furlong allowance race at 
Prairie Meadows on July 15; on June 26 
she was third under similar conditions. 
She is owned by M & H Stables and 
trained by Ray E. Tracy. Sanford sold the 
16-year-old Sir Harriett at last year’s 
Keeneland November sale for $17,000. 








Jim Chandley lost his homebred 
Suyeta to the claim box on June 27 at 
Churchill Downs. The 4-year-old Indian 
Charlie gelding (out of American Moud, 
by Quiet American) finished second and 
was claimed from the race by Mary Grum 
and trainer Cecil P. Borel. Jim Chand¬ 
ley bred Suyeta and campaigned him in 
the name of his Chandley Farms LLC. 
In three seasons, Suyeta has made 19 
starts and registered three wins, earning 
$94,595. 

Chandley also reported that his hand¬ 
somely bred 4-year-old Forest Tour (For¬ 
estry—Tour, by Forty Niner) was nearing 
a return following R&R in Pennsylvania. 


Chandley plans to sell some of his 
mares and foals at the Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale.

Colonial Downs review 


T he eight-week summer 
Thoroughbred meet at 
Colonial Downs ended with 
mixed results. Unlike the nation¬ 
al picture of annual wagering 
decline, all-sources wagering 
handle at the Virginia track was 
up more than 11 percent, from 
a 2009 daily average of $745,320 
to $830,857 at this years 40-day 
meet. However, in line with the 
trend at tracks across the country, 
attendance was down 11 percent 
compared to 2009. 

Attendance at the Colonial 
meet dropped from a daily aver¬ 
age 1,655 fans to 1,477 this sum¬ 
mer. That entire drop was caused 
by the tracks switch in dark days 
from Wednesday to Friday. This 
years total attendance on for¬ 
merly dark Wednesdays was a pal¬ 
try 4,786 (a Wednesday average 
of 598) compared with 14,289 
(an average 1,786) for last years 
Friday racing. 

The dark day Wednesday/ 
Friday switch, as expected, did 
pay off in greater handle. Last 
year, Friday aU-sources handle 
averaged $377,860. This sum¬ 
mer, Wednesday handle was more 
than two and a half times as 
great, averaging $988,731. The 
sizeable handle jump came from 
less Wednesday competition for 
Colonials simulcast signal sent 
to other tracks and to on-line 
wagering companies such as 
XpressBet andYouBet. 

Turning to racing, an unprec¬ 
edented 90 percent of aU races 
were run on Colonials signa¬ 
ture turf course. That was possible 
because every five days portable 
rails on the 180-foot-wide surface 
were moved to create new racing 
paths. Once again, the turf course 
drew some of the top stakes 
horses in the country.Three-year- 


old Paddy O’Prado won both 
the Grade 2 $600,000 Virginia 
Derby and Grade 2 $500,000 
Colonial Turf Cup. Six Virginia- 
bred $50,000 stakes races and 
10 Virginia-bred overnight races 
were also contested on the turf. 

Virginia HBPA board mem¬ 
ber David Ross again won lead¬ 
ing owner honors for the meet. 
Hamilton Smith and Rosemary 
Homeister Jr. took top trainer and 
top jockey awards, respectively. 

On a disappointing note, aver¬ 
age field size dropped to 7.7 
horses per race from last year’s 8.9 
average. The cost of shipping, the 
absence of the formerly free shut¬ 
tle from Maryland, and competi¬ 
tion from tracks in West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware with 
higher purses supplemented by 
slot machine revenue no doubt 
contributed to Colonial’s drop in 
field size. 

Average daily purses also 
declined from about $182,000 to 
approximately $170,000 this year. 
That reflects the ongoing decrease 
over the past three years in year- 
round wagering at Colonial’s nine 
off-track betting shops. Revenue 
from those locations accounts for 
nearly 85 percent of the purse 
money offered during Colonial’s 
summer meets. 

The Virginia HBPA, Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association, 
Colonial Downs and the Virginia 
Racing Commission are now dis¬ 
cussing ways to reverse the effects 
of that trend and to increase purs¬ 
es and breeders’ fund resources. 

Benefit golf 
tournament 

In the last week of the 
Colonial meet the VHBPA, VTA 
and Colonial Downs sponsored 
their sixth annual golf tournament 


to benefit Shannon Campbell and 
the national Disabled Jockeys’ 
Fund. Shannon Campbell is a 
Virginia resident who was para¬ 
lyzed in a racing accident at 
Charles Town. Nationwide there 
are more than 50 jockeys perma¬ 
nently disabled by riding injuries. 

Fifty-three golfers competed 
at the Royal New Kent course 
next to the race track. At the 
19th hole —amidst levity, tail 
tales and imbibing—prizes were 
awarded the low score winning 
team and individual players, male 
and female, hitting the longest 
drives and making the longest 
putts. Nearly $9,000 was raised 
for injured jockeys. 

Notional HBPA 
Convention 

The national HBPA held its 
summer convention in Minne¬ 
apolis to coincide with the July 
24 Claiming Crown series, “the 
blue-collar Breeders’ Cup,” at 
nearby Canterbury Park. The 
national organization hosted del¬ 
egates from its affiliates around the 
country, including the Virginia 
HBPA. 

There were several forums 
during the four-day convention, 
including one on racing medica¬ 
tion. The issue before that panel 
of national experts was whether 
the threshold limit in post-race 
drug tests for the commonly used 
anti-inflammatory medication 
phenylbutazone (bute) should be 
reduced from five micrograms 
to two micrograms per milli¬ 
liter of plasma. (Post-race test 
results above threshold limits lead 
to trainer fines, suspensions and 
owner loss of purse money.) 

Panel members in favor of the 
change argued the current five 


microgram level masks equine 
injuries, prevents accurate pre¬ 
race physical examinations and 
causes fatal racing breakdowns. 
Those opposed contended the 
suggested change was motivated 
by public relations concerns and 
was not supported by medical 
science. 

Virginia racing played a prom¬ 
inent role in the debate because it 
is one of the few racing jurisdic¬ 
tions that has actual experience 
with both two-microgram and 
five-microgram threshold levels. 

From 1997 through 2004, the 
bute threshold in Virginia was two 
micrograms. In 2005 the Virginia 
Racing Commission changed the 
permissible level to five micro¬ 
grams, where it remained for the 
next four years. In 2009 the VRC 
went back to the present two- 
microgram threshold. 

Using data from racing at 
Colonial Downs during the above 
periods. Dr. Thomas Tobin of the 
University of Kentucky presented 
a study showing there was no sta¬ 
tistically significant difference in 
the racing fatality rate when the 
higher five microgram threshold 
was in effect. 

At the end of the conven¬ 
tion, the national HBPA voted 
its opposition to lowering the 
bute threshold to two micro¬ 
grams, based on the view that the 
change is not in the best interest 
of horses and is not backed by 
medical evidence. 

The Association of Racing 
Commissioners International, 
whose members are regulators 
from most racing jurisdictions, 
is expected to issue a model rule 
on this subject. Final rule-making 
authority is left to state racing 
commissions, which are free to 
accept or reject model rules.

She credits 
her parents with opening the door to 
her career in racing. 

Over the years Grams has gained 
invaiuabie experience in her chosen 
pursuit via marrying into the business, 
in addition to a heap of demanding 
barn and farm work. 

Today, she is aiso expanding her 
horizons through education. 

Grams is currentiy empioyed at 
Washington County Hospitai. while 
taking biochemistry ciasses at the 
Coiiege of Notre Dame in Baitimore. 
Md. 

"When i was young the idea of 
being a teacher, pediatrician or 
veterinarian appeaied to me. Now 


I have the best of both worids with 
the opportunity to heip peopie and 
be close to horses." she says. 

Grams remembers Memorial 
Flight as her first horse in the early 
1990s. but quickly turns her attention 
to Front Porch, acquired from trainer 
David Waiters in the mid-'90s. as the 
foundation broodmare. 


It's hard to pin Robin down to a 
favorite horse as she is swift to state. 

"I love all my horses equally." 

She asks me to select for her. and 
without hesitation my response is 
Fancy Buckles. 

Now 10. the dark bay/brown 
mare was bred by Grams, foaled at

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Bob and Wanda Rawlings's farm, 
and trained by Grams's former 
husband, Tim Grams. 

The daughter of My Boy Adam 
(out of Front Porch by Tilt Up) ran 17 
times during her career, winning nine 
races and earning $278,188. 

Recognized as a fiery competitor 
with flawless conformation. Fancy 
Buckles won at distances from four 
and a half furlongs to seven-eighths 
of a mile. 

During the infancy of slots-infused 
purses, she showed the way in 
the Cacapon and Sadie Flawkins 


Flandicaps, and Wild and Wonderful 
and Ruth C. Funkhouser Stakes. 

Fancy Buckles has a 2-year-old 
filly by Luftikus in training at Charles 
Town with veteran James W. Casey. 
Named after Grams's mother, 
Ruthies Valentine is a dead ringer for 
her illustrious dam. 

A weanling filly by Windsor Castie 
is the next hope to carry on the 
family tradition. 

Both Luftikus and Windsor Castie 
stand at Casey's Taylor Mountain 
Farm in Charlestown. 

Grams's love affair with horses 
and dedication to schooling was 


advanced iast winter at Casey's 
busy estabiishment, when she 
voiunteered to foal watch while 
cramming for tests. 

"Nothing is as gratifying as to be 
at the birth of a foal and observe 
that horse mature into one of God's 
greatest creatures. For me this 
business is about more than money, 
it is about a beautiful animal and 
genuinely hard-working people. My 
dream is to someday buy a small 
farm and give back to good friends 
iike James Casey, who lightened my 
heart and heiped me rediscover my 
smiie," says Grams.

D oug Allara, president of the 
WVTBA, would like to award 
a "tip of the cowboy hat" to 
friend, horseman and father Frank 
Smith Jr. 

Frank died on April 2 at Jefferson

can - and do - come from anywhere. But 
each of them must meet certain specified 
requirements in order to qualify as starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland Million, 
a horse must be sired by a stallion who 
stands in Maryland. And that stallion must, 
himself, be nominated to the Maryland 
Million. The fee to nominate a stallion to 
the Maryland Million is an amount equal 
to the stallion s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 1985 
until the breeding season of2007 (foals 
of 2008), owners nominated their foals to 
the Maryland Million. And once nomi¬ 
nated, a horse would be eligible to compete 
throughout his or her racing career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding season 
(2009 foals), foals no longer need to be 
nominated - they are automatically certi¬ 
fied to run as long as their sire was nomi¬ 
nated to the Maryland Million in the year 
they were conceived. 

“We have always wanted to get every 
foal by every nominated stallion in the 
program, and this is the way to do it,” said 
Cricket Goodall, executive director of 
Maryland Million Ltd. “Now when you 
breed to a Maryland Million nominated 
stallion you know that your foal is eligible 
to take advantage of this great program.” 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth.

Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million start¬ 
ers are Maryland-breds, a horse need not 
be a Maryland-bred in order to compete in 
these events. A horse is bred in the state in 
which he is foaled. 

Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 24 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Fdorses bred in 
Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
seven states and Canada. Sixty of the 259 
events have gone to horses bred outside of 
Maryland.

Maryland-breds have won 199 of the 
259 events (77percent). 
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Ratios have varied from year to year. 

On the inaugural Maryland Million Day in 
1986, only three Maryland-breds won. The 
following year, they accounted for eight of 
the nine races. In ’93, for the first time ever, 
Maryland-breds swept the program—a feat 
duplicated in 1997 and 2000. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 17 of the 24 runnings. Only 
Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred in the 
first running, Newjersey-breds Frugal 
Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) and Penn¬ 
sylvania-breds Sumerset (2001), Docent 
(2002, 2003) and Presidentialaffair (2004), 


were foaled outside Maryland borders. 
Victorious Maryland-breds in the Classic 
are: Little Bold John (1987), Mister S. M. 
(1988), Master Speaker (1989), Timely 
Warning (1990 and 1991), Reputed Tes- 
tamony (1992), Forty Cow How (1993), 
Taking Risks (1994), Brilliant Patriot 
(1995), Algar (1997 and 1998), Perfect to 
a Tee (1999), Testing (2000), Play Bingo 
(2005), Due (2006), Evil Storm (2007) 
and Sumacha’hot (2009).

lana3>^ fflipnJBBy j il 1986, basking in the 
glow of what I considered to have been an 
absolutely perfect day, I walked past the 
paddock at Laurel, probably about a foot 
off the ground. An old horseman, now 
deceased, said, “Wilcke, come here!” I went 
over to him on the assumption that he 
likely wished to congratulate me. 

“This was one of the worst events ever,” 
he said, “and I can tell you for a fact that 
a bunch of us are going to make sure that 
this fiasco never happens again. You gave 
hundreds of thousands of Maryland dollars 
to folks from out of state. Mark my words, 
there will never be another Maryland Mil¬ 
lion!” 

Of course, on Monday we examined 
the results and found that the bulk of the 
purse money did not go out of state. It 
went to owners, trainers and breeders from 
Maryland. To be sure, there were several 
high-profile winners from out of state, but 
that was the whole idea: to lure luminaries 
sired by Maryland stallions back for one big 
day of celebration. He just didn’t get that 
concept. 

He was also wrong. There have been 23 
more... 

For me, the saga of the Maryland 
Million began in April 1985, when Bob 
Manfuso, one of the new owners of Laurel 
Race Course, phoned my Virginia home to 
ask if I had any interest in consulting on a 
short-term racing project. Having recently 
completed a five-year stint as a lobbyist in 
Washington, D.C., and with little interest 
in continuing that career, I was interested. 
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A week later, I was in Bobby’s office at Lau¬ 
rel where we got acquainted and he filled 
me in on the project. Less than a month 
later, I met at Pimlico with a group of five 
or six other “insiders,” who offered me ad¬ 
ditional details, then the job. 

They told me there had been several 
ad hoc meetings that spring to discuss the 
idea of some sort of state-focused racing 
day with the name “Maryland Million.” 

At those meetings had been representa¬ 
tives of Pimlico and Laurel, the remaining 
Thoroughbred tracks (then under separate 
ownership); the horsemen, represented by 
the Maryland division of the HBPA; and 
the breeding industry, represented both by 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and by Windfields Farm, home of North¬ 
ern Dancer and several other top stallions. 

It was explained that in order to take 
this endeavor beyond the talking stage, 
the two tracks and the two organizations 
had each pledged initial support sufficient 
to hire “someone like” me for about three 
months. The assignment, which I chose to 
accept rather than return to Capitol Hill, 
was to create a legal entity, and a business, 
financial and marketing plan that would 
enable the idea to become reality. It struck 
me as an intriguing, and challenging, 
undertaking. 

In June, soon after beginning work, 

I discovered that the personalities and 
interest groups on the initial committee 
were not quite as cooperative and friendly 
toward one another as I’d been led to 
believe. In fact, the late Chickie Lang, Pim¬ 
lico publicity director, advised me to carry 



a gun to our meetings. On the other hand, 
it was obvious that one of the benefits of 
the Maryland Million, if we could pull it 
off, was its potential to bring the state’s 
industry together. 

Jim Lewis, a long-time breeder and 
owner, was chosen committee president 
for the very reason that he was deemed 
independent, beholden to none of the four 
entities. Jim worked hard that summer 
helping put together an effective corporate 
and financial structure, even contributing 
the time of his own attorney and banker. 
Elected vice-president was Alan Hutchison, 
young business manager of Windfields 
Farm, who was capable, well-liked, and also 
neutral. 

Prior to April 1985 

There is no denying that the germ of the 
Maryland Million started with legendary 
sportscaster Jim McKay, who had been 
overwhelmed by the enthusiasm generated 
at the inaugural Breeders’ Cup Day at Hol¬ 
lywood Park the previous fall. Unlike most 
big racing days in which a series of lesser 
races holds the crowd until a feature event, 
the Breeders’ Cup had one high-quality 
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stakes race after another. Jim decided that 
the model for racing to generate new fans 
was multiple stakes races. 

Jim mentioned his wish to his trainer, 

J. William (Billy) Boniface of Bel Air, 
who, having won the 1983 Preakness with 
homebred Deputed Testamony, was put¬ 
ting together a new farm. By nature, Billy 
is a positive thinker so that he’d have been 
enthusiastic regardless, but wanting to 
promote his own stallions, Billy recognized 
that a state-oriented incentive program 
based on nominated Maryland sires would 
be just the vehicle for a Maryland event 
such as McKay visualized. 

The two of them met to discuss the 
idea with Chick Lang, longtime GM of 
Pimlico. Chick was the first - but scarcely 
the last - to be reluctant to tell Jim that his 
idea was farfetched. After all, Jim was the 
anchor of ABC’s Preakness broadcast, plus 
he knew enough VIPs in New York that 
perhaps he could get this done. 

Chick famously suggested the name, 
Maryland Million. When the purses of 
the races proposed for the offspring of 
Maryland stallions totaled about $600,000, 
Chick said, “Why not make it a million, 
then you can call this the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion?” When Billy asked, “Where would 
we ever get a million dollars ?” Chick said, 
“What difference does it make? We don’t 
have $600,000.” It was a great point, and 
so the project was called Maryland Million 
from then on. 


On to November 1985 

After several months of my working on 
the project, we had a legal structure and an 
idea of how we might raise the $1 million 
required for purses. It would take several 
hundred thousand in nomination fees, 
plus the take-out generated on that day for 
the purse account, with the balance from 
corporate sponsors. Whether we could 
actually get it done within a year so that the 
first event could occur in the fall of 1986 
was far from assured, but at least we had 
developed what I believed to be the right 
sequence for there to be hope of success. 

The most important key would be a full 
endorsement of the horsemen and breeders 
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in the state. If we could enroll a majority 
of stallions (and enough of their offspring 
to have full fields), we would have a good 
story to tell potential sponsors. The first 
step to getting horsemen and breeders was 
a major media event at which we would an¬ 
nounce the program publicly. We had come 
up with our basic card of races, and the 
nomination fees for stallions and progeny. 

It was crucial now for Jim McKay to be 
openly linked to it. 

In early August, I went to Jim’s home 
near Monkton to visit about this issue. At 
the time, our stationery listed him as James 
McManus, a committee member. I told 
him I felt it was essential for the success of 
the concept for him to acknowledge his 
role in the development of the idea because 
his career prominence - as McKay, not 
McManus - would lend credibility. He 
protested that he only suggested an idea. 
Besides, he was concerned that his superi¬ 
ors would not approve his using his ABC 
television prominence to endorse such a 
program. 

After about an hour of my efforts to 
convince him that he alone could lend this 
dream the credibility it needed, he phoned 
Dennis Swanson, then president of ABC 
Sports, to ask if his contract would allow 
him to speak at a news conference we had 
set for September. To my relief, Dennis 
told Jim that he could be as involved as he 
wanted, that his free time was his own, and, 
furthermore, that he could use any name he 
chose. At our media luncheon at Pimlico 
the next month, he spoke eloquently about 
our plan, and we were off. 

While reading about the Maryland 
Million in newspapers and magazines was 
exciting, it didn’t change the reality that 
not only did we not yet have $ 1 million, 
we also didn’t even have enough cash to 
pay me beyond another month. D.G. Van 
Clief, executive director of the Breeders’ 
Cup, told Jim Lewis and me that they had 
initially accumulated two years’ worth of 
nomination fees before their first event 
in order to reach financial stability. But 
when Jim suggested this to our committee, 
the idea was rejected so brusquely that he 
resigned as president.

After Jim Lewis resigned as president of 
the organization - by then Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Ltd. - Jim McKay and I met at Pimlico 
with Nathan Cohen and Chick Lang to 
ask for an additional contribution to keep 
things (mainly me) going. They agreed, as 
long as the owners of Laurel did the same. 
Laurel owners said yes, with the proviso 
that we hold our first event at Laurel. Jim 
and I retired to lunch at Cross Keys where 
once again I prevailed on him, this time 
to assume the office of president. Finally, 
he conceded that he was needed to keep 
everyone together. 

December 1985 to October 1986 

In December, Katy Voss and a few 
others representing the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association asked if I would 
be interested in succeeding Snowden 
Carter as executive of the MHBA. One 
of their points was that the finances of the 
Maryland Million were uncertain at best, 
while the MHBA had been around since 
1929. That fact did catch my attention, but 
when I broached it with Maryland Million 
officers, their reaction was unfriendly, at 
best. As I had started with the Maryland

Million, I agreed to turn down the MHBA 
offer to keep the peace. 

Instead, a week or so later Bob Manfuso 
told me that he had recommended that the 
Maryland Million Ltd. and the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association work out of 
the same ofEce and that I be hired to run 
both organizations, allocating staffs and 
resources between the two. When asked if 
I were to be paid double, he smiled. When 
asked if I had any choice, he laughed. I 
could have walked away, but by then I, like 
Jim McKay, had my ego also invested in the 
plan so I wanted at least to remain through 
the initial, and what we hoped would be 
successful, Maryland Million Day. So, I 
assumed the MHBA job as well in March 
1986. 

Our time and energy in coming months, 
once we had enlisted all the horses, were 
devoted to finding corporate sponsors. 
Owners of Laurel were key to getting 
First Maryland Bancorp, their mortgage 
holder, to sponsor the $150,000 Maryland 
Ladies. Jim McKay s relationship with 
Mike Roarty, head of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewery, allowed us to join Budweiser s 
“Racing Across America” series as Bud¬ 
weiser sponsored the $200,000 Maryland 
Classic. That also helped us arrange for our 
two-hour live broadcast on ESPN. 


October 18, 1986 

By the time we achieved our first-ever 
Maryland Million Day, we’d come up with 
some interesting innovations. The Mary¬ 
land Million became: 

♦♦♦ The first pari-mutuel racing event 
(even before the Derby or Preakness) to 
utilize sponsor hospitality tents in the man¬ 
ner of golf tournaments 

The first major racing event in the 
pre-simulcast, pre-Equibase era to publish a 
full-sized (8^4” x 11”) race-day program 

♦♦♦ The first racing event to award five 
trophies (Waterford bowls); i.e., owner, 
trainer, jockey, plus sire and foal nomina¬ 
tors 


The first major racing event to have 
all the races on the card named for separate 
corporate (or Maryland DECD) sponsors 
♦♦♦ The first major racing event to dress 
all pony riders, all grooms, and all gate crew 
members (in white MM jackets and caps) 

♦♦♦ The first racing event to have each 
entry walk from the stable area in a sheet 
bearing the name of that race’s sponsor 
♦♦♦ The first racing event to have our 
entire card on national television on 
ESPN - four races live and five races via 
videotape. 

Attendance at our inaugural Maryland 
Million Day was over 20,000, plus the 
$2,655,486 wagered, the second-highest 
total at Laurel in 75 years. It might have 
been the most ever had it not been for the 
traffic tie-up that prevented many from 
being able to get in the facility to wager 
on the early races. And, as icing, we had 
victories by two offspring of the 25-year- 
old Northern Dancer. 

It was, as it continues to be, a success by 
any measure. 

Rich Wilcke served as executive director 
of Mary land Million Ltd. from June 1985, 
and as the executive vice-president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association from 
March of1986, until the 10th Maryland 
Million Day in October 1995. Today, he is 
director of the Equine Industry Program at 
the University of Louisville.

“As general manager of [Windfields Farm], I thought I could 
speak for Charles Taylor, who had taken over as Windfields 
president after his father, E.R, suffered a debilitating stroke in 1980. 
Charles Taylor, a director of the Breeders’ Cup, had made a very 
expensive but conceptually similar commitment to nominate all 
Windfields stallions, both in Canada and Maryland, to [the Breeders’ 
Cup]. I felt reasonably sure he would support the Million as well. 

“First, however, I had to confirm this with the boss, then gain the 
approval of the 200 or so shareholders in the 16 stallion syndicates 
I managed. It was good for the order, I suggested, and without 
delay or dissent the shareholders-from Northern Dancer on down 
the roster-closed ranks behind me.”/Joe Hickey, who managed 
Maryland’s premier stallion operation of the 1980s, Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City.

(in 1991 and ’92) with Charles C. Fenwick Jr.- 
trained Make Azilian (by Run the Gantlet). 


SEPT. 18,1988— 

Contested on a Sunday for the 
first time, Maryland Million Day 
sets a Sunday handle record in 
Maryland of over $2 million. An 
event-record 21,223 are on hand, 
despite competition from the 
Washington Redskins football 
game 20 miles away. 

Glade Valley Farms stallion 
Rollicking sires four winners on 
the nine-race card, including 
Classic winner Mister S. M. 

Sondra and Howard Bender’s 
homebreds Snow King and King’s 
Nest, the latter a full brother to 
Mister S. M., win on the card, 
one week after the death of their 
trainer, Marvin Moncrief 

New Jersey-bred Ms. Gold Pole 
(North Pole) upsets two future 
Eclipse Award winners in the 
Lassie. Finishing second is Open 
Mind (Deputy Minister), while 
odds-on favorite Safely Kept 
fades to third. Open Mind wins 
the Eclipse Award for champion 
2-year-old filly and takes another 
Eclipse at 3; Safely Kept receives 
the Eclipse Award as champion 
sprinter for her 3-year-old season. 

An amateur riding event kicks off 
the card, with Maryland Hunt 
Cup-winning rider Liz McKnight 
coming home first on a Shelter 
Half colt named Shelter Haven. 
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SEPT. 10,1989— 

Maryland Million gets its first two-time winner when Anderson Fowlers 
homebred Master Speaker, winner of the Turf in 1988, comes back to take 
the Classic. Trained by Virgil W. (Buddy) Raines and ridden by Julie Krone, 
Master Speaker is a son of Master Willie (GB), who stood at Windfields. 

Safely Kept, by Thornmar Farm sire Horatius, returns to a sweeping victory 
in the Distaff. 

The Caveat filly Beware of the Cat wins the Oaks for owner/breeder Jim 
Ryan of Ryehill Farm. She would later become more renowned as the dam of 
champion FFold That Tiger and Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Editors Note. 

“I was awed when I saw Woody Stephens come into the paddock to saddle 
Run Smartly,” said John FFeil, owner of Lassie winner She’s a Champ, who 
defeated runner-up Run Smartly by a half length. “That’s when I knew 
Woody meant business.” 

The nine winners on the card are sired by nine different stallions. 


SEPT. 1991—“We have 
clientele sending mares 
from Kentucky, New York, 
Virginia, who almost 
certainly wouldn’t have 
come here if it hadn’t 
been for the Maryland 
Million. Our out-of-state 
patronage was very large 
last spring - partly because 
of what Allen’s Prospect 
accomplished in the 1990 
Maryland Million.”—^Josh

Freshman sire Allen’s Prospect explodes 
onto the scene by siring the winners of 
both 2-year-old events. Allen Paulson’s 
Xray takes the Nursery and Fial C.B. 
Clagett’s Ameri Allen wins the Lassie 
over another Allen’s Prospect filly, Ritchie 
Trail. The Mr. Prospector stallion stands 
at the Pons family’s Country Life Farm. 

The owner/trainer duo of Anderson 
Fowler and Buddy Raines dominates 
the Classic as their two runners. Timely 
Warning (Caveat) and defending 
champion Master Speaker, sweep the top 
two spots in the featured event. 

Successfully returning to defend their 
titles are Safely Kept, who scores in 
the Distaff, and Countus In (Dancing 
Count), who repeats in the Ladies on the 
turf 

New Maryland Million president Jeff 
FFuguely, a partner in the Fourbros Stable 
with brothers Bob and Tom Manfuso 
and his own brother, George FFuguely, 
receives a trophy in the winner’s circle 
after Fourbros Stable’s homebred Jeweler’s 
Choice sweeps to victory in the Sprint.

SEPT. 8,1991— 

A day of records and 
repeats, as Timely 
Warning takes his second 
consecutive Classic for 
owner Anderson Fowler 
and trainer Buddy Raines. 
But it is a Classic three- 
peat for the owner and 
trainer, as they also had 
sent out Master Speaker 
to victory in 1989. 

Three-peats are common 
on the day, when 
Safely Kept takes her 
third Distaff under an 
imposing 130 pounds, 
and Countus In 
easily scores her third 
consecutive Ladies. 

With two winners on 
the card, Julie Krone 
pulls away as the leading 
Maryland Million rider 
with a total of seven wins. 

Richard’s Lass (Allen’s 
Prospect) gallops off in 
the Oaks by a record 
14-length margin. 

The first steeplechase 
race added to a Maryland 
Million Day card is won 
by Dogwood Stable’s 
Make Azilian (Run the 
Gantlet), trained by 
Charlie Fenwick. 

The highest win payoff 
in Maryland Million 
history is rewarded to 
the backers of Lassie 
winner Missy White 
Oak (Baederwood), who 
returns $89 on a $2 wager. 

The 11 races on the card 
are won by offspring of 11 
different sires. 
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SEPT. 26,1992— 

New attendance and handle records are 
set-24,777 (at Pimlico and Laurel Park) and 
over $3.8 million bet when combining on-track, 
inter-track, commingling and Pic 6. The Sprint 
and Oaks are broadcast nationwide as part of a 
new National Pic 6. 

Repeat winners are Richard s Lass, who destroys 
the washed-off-the-turf Ladies by 11 lengths, 
and Make Azilian, back-to-back winner of 
the Steeplechase. Richard s Lass wins her two 
Maryland Million races by a combined 25 
lengths. 

The Classic outcome comes down to the wire as 
Deputed Testamony s son Reputed Testamony 
wins by a head over two-time winner Timely 
Warning, who was a nose to the good of Frugal 
Doc (Baederwood). 

Former Maryland rider Kent Desormeaux, 
now based in California, returns to win three 
on the card, scoring with Reputed Testamony, 
the Assault Landing colt Military Look in 
the Nursery, and Asserche (Assert-Ire) in the 
Handicap. 

Taking home his first trophies is Edgar Prado, 
who holds on to Brilliant Brass (Marine Brass) 
after a stumble at the start to win the Distaff, 
and takes a contentious Maiden Turf for 
2-year-olds with Silent Testamony (Deputed 
Testamony), who finishes a neck in front of 
Awad (Caveat). 

In the Curl makes her seventh consecutive 
appearance on Maryland Million Day, finishing 
in a dead heat for fourth. The daughter of 
Shelter Half recorded three seconds, two thirds 
and two fourths for her efforts. 

“We re basically a claiming outfit,” said John 
V. Alecci, owner of Handicap winner Asserche 
(Assert-Ire). “It s nice that the Maryland 
Million has pumped all this money into 
opportunities for people like us.” Alecci and his 
trainer, Karen Patty, had sent out the winners 
of three of the five Maryland Million Starter 
Handicaps, an expanded program offered 
in 1992 on big days on the Maryland racing 
calendar. 


OCT 9,1993— 

Handle keeps growing, as more than $4.1 million is bet on the 12-race card. 

Trainer Ron Cartwright saddles three winners: Forry Cow How (Horatius) 
in the Classic; Mz. Zill Bear (Salutely) in the Ladies; and Gayquare (Lord 
Gaylord) in the Handicap. 

On opposite ends of the spectrum: John Aldens 2-year-old son Run Alden 
wins the Nursery... and his retired 1987 Classic-winning son, 11-year-old 
millionaire Little Bold John, makes a farewell appearance by parading before 
the crowd. Joining Little Bold John is retired two-time Classic winner 
Timely Warning. 

For the first time in Maryland Million history, Maryland-breds sweep the 
card. 


“I was always impressed 
by all of the good people 
involved, and their desire 
to make it happen. The 
project was a uniting 
force. Windfields Farm 
and the Taylor family were 
always supportive; they 
were always wanting to 
help the breeding industry 
in the state, and were 
honored to be a part of it."

OCT. 1,1994— 

Grade 1 winner Taking Risks, trained by the 
legendary King T. Leatherbury, becomes 
Two Punch’s first Maryland Million winner 
when he destroys the field in the Classic, 
setting a new Laurel Park track record of 
1:54.60 for the mile and three-sixteenths in 
the process. Just weeks earlier, a plan to move 
Northview sire Two Punch to Kentucky had 
been thwarted. 

Smartens Grade 1-winning son Prenup 
scorches his rivals in the Sprint. 

Mz. Zill Bear repeats in the Ladies. 

The total handle surpasses $5 million on the 
12-race card. 

Attorney Peter G. Angelos, a Thoroughbred 
owner as well as majority owner of the 
Baltimore Orioles, supports the day with 
a sponsorship of the Lassie. “There are 
three key institutions in the state,” he told 
the Baltimore Sun. “There’s the Orioles, 
the Baltimore Symphony, and the state’s 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding industry. 
We... wanted to be a part of the Maryland 
Million. It’s not just any old horse race, but 
an industry-wide event.” 
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OCT. 14,1995— 

Despite rain squalls and major thun¬ 
derstorms throughout the day, 19,238 
people are in attendance. The Steeple¬ 
chase is cancelled due to the poor condi¬ 
tions and the turf races are contested on 
the main track. 

Grade 1-winning Urbane, shipping in 
from California, gallops over the slop to 
win the Oaks by eight lengths. The filly 
is one of three winners on the day for her 
Country Tife Farm-based sire Citidancer. 

Mz. Zill Bear adds her name to the win- 
ningest Maryland Million runners by 
getting her third Tadies in the easiest of 
efforts, drawing off to win by six and a 
half lengths over the muddy going. Her 
victory ups the record total to five for her 
owners. Bill and Phyllis Dixon of Mea 
Culpa Stables. 

Trainer Bill Boniface gets his record sixth 
win when 1994 Oaks winner Churchbell 
Chimes, by Bonita Farm home stallion 
Deputed Testamony, sweeps to victory in 
the Distaff. 


“The Maryland Million definitely boosted 
my career Winning that many stakes in a 
year makes a big difference, and some of 
them were the kind of close finishes that 
people notice. Winning with Safely Kept [in 
the 1990 Distaff] was racing at its best; I 
had never seen anything like her The most 
exciting time I had in the Maryland Million, 
though, was riding Missy White Oak [in the 
1991 Lassie]. It was the first time that my 
brother Donnie and I were directly involved 
with the same horse; Donnie was working 
for her trainer, Charlie Hadry Jr. She won 
and paid a lot of money (a winning payoff 
of $89 that still stands as the all-time 
Maryland Million record )." /Hall of Fame 
jockey Julie Krone, whose eight Maryland 
Million wins also include Master Speaker in 
the 1989 Classic.

OCT. 12,1996— 

The remarkable gelding Frugal 
Doc finally gets his first 
Maryland Million win at the age 
of 9 when he outfinishes Oliver s 
Twist by a head at odds of 35-1 
in the Classic. In six Maryland 
Million Day tries, the son of the 
Northview sire Baederwood had 
also been second twice and third 
once, all his placings coming in 
the Classic. 

Local rider Edgar Prado wins 
three races in a row (Heavenly 
Punch, Carrolls Favorite and The 
Ruler s Sister) and secures the top 
spot on the rider leader board 
with nine wins total in Maryland 
Million competition, moving one 
past Julie Krone. 

Thornmar s grand sire Horatius 
gets his seventh Maryland 
Million win with The Ruler s 
Sister s Oaks victory, to become 
the events winningest sire. 


OCT. 18,1997— 

Edgar Prado duplicates his three-win feat 
of the previous year, and takes the richest 
race on the card with Barbara Graham s 
homebred Algar. A son of Horatius, 
Algar had finished third in the Classic in 
1996. 

New York-based 2-year-old filly 
Maragold Princess (Smarten) ships in for 
trainer Todd Pletcher to take the Lassie 
with Prado in the saddle. 

Trainer Bill Boniface rebounds to take 
the lead among trainers when Winsox 
comes out on top after a stirring stretch 
duel with defending winner Trump 
Mahal (Another Reef) in the Turf 
Winsox was one of two sons of Deputed 
Testamony to win on the day. 

For the third year in a row the 
Steeplechase is washed off the card due to 
soggy turf conditions. 

Fans are treated to between-race 
attractions, including trick riding, 
jousting, dressage demonstrations and 
Jack Russell terrier races. 


“Jim McKay’s vision of the 
Maryland Million energized the 
breeding industry in the state of 
Maryland. All breeders, not just the 
stallion owners, were instantly given 
an opportunity to be significantly 
rewarded. . . Whether the breeders’ 
intentions were to keep and race 
their offspring, or sell the offspring in 
the commercial market, the progeny 
suddenly had enhanced value and 
additional earning opportunities. . . 
There were many players involved 
and the Maryland Million was truly a 
team effort.” /Geoffrey A. Huguely, 
longtime Maryland breeder/owner and 
former Maryland Million president. 
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OCT. 17,1998— 

“America s unknown super- 
jockey,” Edgar Prado, wins five 
of the 10 flat races on the card 
(although one winner, Set the 
Pace, was later disqualified by a 
Maryland Racing Commission 
ruling). Prado guides Algar to 
a repeat victory in the Classic, 
and the son of Horatius joins 
Timely Warning as the only 
two-time winners of the biggest 
race of the day. 

A record crowd (officially 
18,468 at the track and a 
combined 24,834 with Pimlico 
and Rosecroft, but speculated 
to be closer to 30,000) strains 
Laurels facilities. Handle 
reaches a new high of $5,285 
million on the overflowing 
fields. A record number of 
entries supports the 1 l-race 
card (only two races had fewer 
than 11 starters). 

“This is just the way we always 
envisioned it. The atmosphere 
is perfect - the crowd, the 
activities, the fields - this is 
the way Maryland Million 
is supposed to be,” said Jim 
McKay to his wife Margaret. 

Winsox once again takes the 
Turf, thus keeping his sire 
Deputed Testamony in a tie 
with Horatius as Maryland 
Millions leading sire. 

Maragold Princess wins her 
second Maryland Million 
event when taking the Oaks 
for owner Michael Cascio and 
trainer Todd Pletcher. 

The Steeplechase returns 
and is won by Caveat s 
frontrunning son Aggro Crag, 
with apprentice jockey Bitsy 
Patterson aboard. 


"/ remember Jim McKay coming 
to Pimlico with plans for a special 
race day We liked what we heard, 
thought it was a good idea. . . 
we liked that horse owners and 
breeders were part of the plan. To 
this day I remain completely in favor 
of the Maryland Million ." /Former 
Pimlico vice-president Richard 
Davison. In 2004, Davison and his 
wife, Rosalee, won the Maryland 
Million Lassie with homebred 
Hear Us Roar (a Maryland-bred 
champion). 


OCT. 16,1999— 

Two Punch has three winners as Aristotle takes the 
Sprint, Darwin the Nursery and Tropical Punch 
the Distaff Starter. But his total of seven is still two 
shy of top sires Deputed Testamony and Horatius. 
Tied for second, with eight, are Allens Prospect 
and Caveat, each of whom adds a winner to his 
tally. 

Allens Prospect s daughter Gin Talking edges 
stablemate Case of the Blues to take the Lassie for 
owner Skeedattle Associates. She is the fifth Allens 
Prospect juvenile to win on a Maryland Million 
card. 

Trainer Dale Capuano sends out his homebred 
Private Slip (Private Key) to victory in the Turf, 
and takes the nightcap - the Handicap - with Pride 
of Benray (Oh Say), owned by Louis Ulman. 

Glade Valley Farms Inc. ties for first with Hal C.B. 
Clagett as the leader among breeders (with five 
wins) after Saratoga Friends scores in the Oaks. 

The daughter of Valley Crossing campaigns for a 
partnership that includes Vicki Dutrow, the wife 
of the filly’s late trainer Dick Dutrow. Son Tony 
Dutrow is now the trainer. 

Handle surges past the $6.1 million mark. 


OCT. 21,2000— 

Deputed Testamony’s 7-year-old son 
Testing wins the Classic by a daylight 
margin for owner Dennis Drazin and 
trainer Peter Fortay. 

Allen’s Prospect shoots to the top of 
the leader board with four winners on 
the day. For a second time in his career, 
Allen’s Prospect sires the winners of both 
juvenile races, as Your Out takes the 
Lassie and T P Louie the Nursery. His 
runners are extremely versatile, for his son 
Shamrock Isle takes the Steeplechase. 

The Allen’s Prospect filly Gin Talking, 
winner of the Oaks, adds a fifth win to 
the record of breeder Barbara Graham, 
who moves into a three-way tie for first 
among the event’s leading breeders. 

The late Northview sire Caveat proves 
his superiority as a turf sire once again, 
when his daughter Caveat’s Shot and son 
Cynics Beware take the Ladies and Turf, 
respectively. 

Jockey Ramon Dominguez gets his first 
Maryland Million victories, winning with 
three of his mounts. 

Maryland-breds once again sweep the 
11-race card.

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“Twenty five years ago and today 
we are proud of Dismasted who 
earned over $600,000. She was a 
huge mare and ran with the best 
of them.” /Leading Virginia breeder 
Edward R (Ned) Evans, whose 
homebred Dismasted (by Native 
Dancer's son Restless Native) won 
the inaugural running of the Maryland 
Million Ladies. 


OCT. 13,2001— 

The Maryland Million returns to Pimlico 
for the first time since 1992. 

Four Pennsylvania-breds win on the 
11-race card, led by Classic winner 
Sumerset, a son of Allen s Prospect. Bred 
by Virginian Jill Gordon-Moore and 
Pennsylvanian Dixie Abbott, owned 
by Pennsylvanians Gregg and Eric Fral, 
trained at Delaware Park by Tim Ritchey 
and ridden by Pennsylvania native Jeremy 
Rose, Sumerset is the quintessential 
“regional horse.” 

Virginia-breds sweep two races, as Lazy 
Lane Farms Inc.’s filly Night Breeze 
takes the Lassie to give trainer Graham 
Motion his fifth Maryland Million win, 
and Blazing Colors wins the Handicap 
to move King T Leatherbury one win 
shy of leader Bill Boniface among the top 
trainers. 


SEPT. 21,2002— 

Of the 10 races on the card, Northview 
Stallion Station sires account for five 
and Country Life Farm sires for four. 

The latter’s Allen’s Prospect pads his lead 
as the top-ranked sire by wins when his 
daughter Undercover, owned by trainer 
Tony Dutrow, dazzles in the Oaks. 

“It is a big day for Maryland. Outside the 
Preakness, this is our day, right ? I think 
it’s a wonderful opportunity for the local 
people and the whole industry. If you win 
one of these today, wow it does make you 
feel special.” - Trainer Tony Dutrow. 

Trainer Tim Ritchey and jockey Jeremy 
Rose team to win the Classic for a second 
consecutive year, this time with Docent, 
a Pennsylvania-bred son of Northview’s 
Waquoit owned and bred by Arlene and 
Bernard Daney. 

“It’s a showcase day. Everything is positive 
and that’s what this business, this game, 
needs in every state.” - Trainer Tim 
Ritchey following the Classic. 

Northview’s Not For Love gets his first 
winners when daughters Shopping for 
Love and Blinded by Love take the Ladies 
and Distaff, respectively. 

Sondra and Howard Bender’s homebred 
7-year-old La Reine’s Terms (Private 
Terms) runs down defending champion 
Elberton (Perfecting) to win the Turf by 
a neck. 

Cherokee’s Boy, a son of Country Life 
Farm’s Citidancer, gets his first stakes 
victory in the Nursery.

OCT. 11,2003— 

Trainer Tim Ritchey saddles his third 
consecutive Classic winner when Docent 
repeats, defeating Presidentialaffair by the 
bob of a head in a thrilling finish. It is the 
third Maryland Million win for Docent, 
who captured the Sweepstakes for his first 
stakes win two years earlier. 

Of the eight races on the 11 -race card 
worth six figures, Northview stallions 
sire the winners of seven. The late Polish 
Numbers has three when Move Those 
Chains flies away in the Turf, and 2-year- 
olds Richetta and Polish Rifle take the 
Lassie and Nursery, respectively. 

Two Punch-sired Willa On the Move 
takes the Distaff for Peter Angelo s’s 
Marathon Farms Inc. She records the 
10th victory for Two Punch, who ties for 
second in wins by a sire in the event. 

Allen’s Prospect continues to build on his 
lead as the top sire, when Allens Blessing 
scoots away in the Distaff Starter. 

It marks the 15th win for an Allen’s 
Prospect offspring. 

Handle reaches new heights as nearly 
$6.8 million is bet all sources.

APRIL 12, 2004— 
Legislation directing 
additional funding to 
the Maryland Million is 
signed into law by Gov. 
Robert L. Ehrlich Jr. 
Overwhelmingly approved 
in both the Senate and 
House of Delegates, 
the bill provides for a 
percentage of the in-state 
handle on Maryland races 
to go toward Maryland 
Million purses. An 
immediate result is a new 
turf sprint for 3-year-olds 
and up, to be added to the 
card in the fall. 


OCT. 15,2005— 

A tropical storm postpones the Maryland Million - but one week later the 12-race card worth 
a record $1.48 million draws 21,653 and generates a record total handle of $6.9 million. 

La Reine s Terms gets his second Turf victory at the age of 10. The son of Private Terms 
owned by Sondra and Howard Bender becomes the oldest winner in Maryland Million 
history, and takes home a record fifth owner s trophy for the Benders. 

Country Life Farms longshot Surf Light (Malibu Moon) provides an emotional victory in 
the Ladies for the Pons family, whose patriarch, Joe Pons, died three days before the race. 

Jockey Ramon Dominguez establishes a new record by bringing home five winners, including 
three by Allen s Prospect. 

Not For Love gets his third Sprint winner in a row after Saay Mi Name turns back Cherokee’s 
Boy to join previous winners My Poker Player and Michael’s Pride. 


OCT. 9,2004— 

The Maryland Million shifts back to Pimlico, and Not 
For Love’s son Presidentialaffair easily wins the Classic 
as the favorite. He is one of two winners for his sire on 
the day, as My Poker Player takes the Sprint. It is the 
third time in three years that Not For Love has multiple 
winners on the card. 

Longstanding sire leaders Allen’s Prospect and Deputed 
Testamony each have a winner. What’s Up Lonely 
becomes Allen’s Prospect’s eighth winner of one of 
the juvenile races by taking the Nursery. Deputed 
Testamony’s son Drum Roll Please captures the Sprint 
Starter Handicap. It’s win number 16 for Allen’s Prospect, 
and the 11th for Deputed Testamony. 

Stewart Elliott, winning rider of the 2004 Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness Stakes, takes home three Maryland 
Million trophies. In addition to guiding Presidentialaffair, 
he wins with Citidancer offspring Merryland Missy, in the 
Distaff, and Dixie Colony in the Handicap. 

With two wins, Mario Pino moves to within one of leader 
Edgar Prado as Maryland Million’s most successful rider. 

Murmur Farm stallion Yarrow Brae’s runners make four 
starts in the two most recent Maryland Millions, and 
come away with three wins and a second. Hail Hillary 
secures her second Ladies win, while Hunca Munca takes 
the Distaff Starter Handicap. 


OCT. 14,2006— 

The Rinka Das gelding Due shocks the crowd by winning the Classic. 
The victory moves his trainer. Dale Capuano, into a tie for first with Bill 
Boniface. Bred by trainer King T. Leatherbury, Due is from the same 
family as Leatherbury’s 1987 Lassie winner Thirty Eight Go Go. 

‘‘People ask me all the time about what it’s like to be a race horse owner,” 
said Bob Haynes, co-owner (in the name of Rob Ry Farm) with Jayne 
Marie Slysz, of Classic winner Due. “I tell them it’s like skiing down a 
mountain, backwards, on rocks. It’s pretty tough, but you dream of days 
like today.” 

Three female runners join the list of two-time Maryland Million 
winners. Diamond’s 5-year-old daughter Silmaril takes the Distaff- she 
won the Oaks at 3. Hunka Munca (Yarrow Brae) gets her second Distaff 
Starter Handicap in three years. And the Not For Love filly Smart and 
Fancy is a winner at 2 and 3 after victories in the Lassie and Oaks. 

“This was the target from the day she won the Lassie,” said Rich Frisina 
of Win and Place Stable, owner of Oaks winner Smart and Fancy. “We 
gave her a few races to prep for this; this was her Kentucky Derby.” 

For the fifth year in a row. Not For Love is represented by multiple 
winners on the day - including Ironton, his fourth consecutive Sprint 
winner. But he barely gains on Allen’s Prospect, who adds two to his 
record total of 21 wins. Clifton Park, from Allen’s Prospect’s final crop, 
becomes his ninth juvenile winner when he takes the Nursery. 

Anna Napravnik becomes the second woman rider to win the Classic, 
following Julie Krone in 1989. But she outdoes the Hall of Fame rider by 
winning three races on a single Maryland Million card. 

Mario Pino moves into a tie with Edgar Prado when he wins the 
Handicap with Off the Glass (Press Card).

Albert 
got her fourth win earlier on 
the card with Off the Glass’s 
victory in the FFandicap. 

Tim Ritchey’s two 
winners - Akronism (Distaff) 
and Moon Catcher (Oaks), 
the latter co-owned by the 
trainer with CJZ Racing 
Stable, move him to within 
one of the top spot among 
leading trainers.

SEPT. 26,2009— 

Not For Love proves the dominant force on 
Maryland Million Day through the first decade of 
the 21st century. The Northview sire has had at least 
two winners on every card since 2002, and equals 
the record for most wins on one day in 2009. His 
four winners include Target Sighted, the fourth 
consecutive Not For Love winner of the Turf. Not 
For Love, with 20 wins, moves to within two of 
leader Allen’s Prospect as the event’s top sire. 

Not For Love runners sweep the top three spots in 
the Oaks, as Love That Dance wins by a head over 
Blind Date, with Love’s Blush another length back 
in third. 

Allen’s Prospect’s runners continue to respond, as his 
daughter All Giving cruises home to take the Distaff 

Bonita Farm shares the top spot with four other 
breeders after Sumacha’hot, by home stallion Mojave 
Moon, scores the biggest prize of the day in the 
Classic. The 4-year-old gelding, owned and trained 
by Hubert Cave, had been cross-entered in the 
Handicap. The gamble pays off, as the difference in 
the winner’s share of the purse is $82,500. 

Charles and Cynthia McGinnes breed two of the 
day’s winners to move into a first-place tie among 
breeders with five wins. Both runners star on the 
grass - Natural Seven (Partner’s Hero) sets a new 
course record in the Turf Sprint, and Target Sighted, 
whom the McGinneses co-own, wins the Turf.
